Brevities. 

The  Rotherham  Town  Council  have  passed  plans  of 
alterations  to  business  premises  in  High  Street  for  Boots, 
Ltd. 

A  deputation  of  Exeter  chemists  had  an  interview  with 
Mr.  H.  E.  Duke,  K.C.,  M.P.,  on  November  5,  in  regard 
to  the  Shops  (No.  2)  Bill. 

While  fishing  in  the  river  Derwsnt  on  November  2, 
Mr.  W.  B.  Hubble,  chemist  and  druggist,  secured  three 
fish,  averaging  20  lb.  each,  using  worm  bait. 

The  presidential  address  delivered  by  Sir  W.  A.  Tilden. 
F.R.S.,  to  the  Vesey  Club,  Sutton  Coldfield,  on  October  13, 
on  "Modern  Scientific  Research,"  is  printed  in  full  in 
"  Nature  "  of  November  3. 

''The  Times"  published  a  paragraph  entitled  "Medi- 
cines and  the  Failure  of  the  Wine  Crop  "  on  Monday.  It 
was  about  the  increased  price  of  cream  of  tartar,  and  modi- 
fications of  it  have  been  going  round  the  Press  since. 

The  General  Post  Office,  St.  Martin's-le-Grand,  on  the 
east  side  of  Aldersgate  Street,  London,  E.C.,  was  closed 
on  Monday  evening,  November  7,  and  business  is  now 
being  transacted  at  the  new  buildings  in  Newgate  Street. 

The  Dorset  Natural  History  and  Antiquarian  Field  Club 
offer  the  Cecil  silver  medal  and  prize  of  51.  for  the  best 
paper  on  the  detection  of  food  adulteration  by  chemical 
analysis.  Particulars  are  given  in  an  advertisement  in  the 
"  Coloured  Supplement." 

A  Liverpool  firm  have  purchased  the  Ellesmere  Works, 
Runcorn,  which  were  formerly  used  for  the  manufacture 
of  borax  and  other  products,  but  have  been  standing  idle 
for  some  ten  years.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  new  owners 
to  effect  considerable  structural  alterations  and  remove 
their  plant  from  their  present  factory  to  Runcorn.  Borax 
will  be  among  the  articles  manufactured. 

Several  "  Tabloid"  first-aid  outfits  are  on  show  at  the 
Automobile  Association  Stand  at  the  Olympia  Motor  Ex- 
hibition. On  one  of  the  Renault  cars  is  a  folding  seat  at 
the  back,  on  each  side  of  which  is  a  receptacle  with  folding 
lids.  One  of  these  gives  place  to  an  outfit  and  in  several 
other  types  of  cars  there  is  similar  provision.  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  supply  the  outfits. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Manchester  and  North  of  England 
Optical  Society  on  November  3,  a  lecture  was  delivered 
by  Professor  W.  W.  Haldane  Gee,  M.Sc,  of  Manchester 
School  of  Technology,  on  "Optical  Measurements."  Mr. 
J.  C.  Kidd,  President  of  the  Society,  occupied  the  chair, 
and  at  the  subsequent  business  meeting  stated  that  the 
National  Federation  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians  had  decided 
to  open  a  defence  fund  for  the  protection  of  members 
against  malicious  prosecutions. 

A  young  miner  went  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  Laglin,  Shire- 
brook,  for  twopennyworth  of  laudanum,  but  Mr.  Laglin 
had  been  warned  that  the  youth  had  threatened  to  commit 
suicide,  and  gave  him  tincture  of  rhubarb  in  a  bottle 
labelled  "  Laudanum— Poison."  This  he  took,  with  the 
result  (among  others)  that  he  was  charged  before  Dr. 
George  Booth,  J.P.,  at  Chesterfield,  with  attempting  to 
commit  suicide.  Dr.  Booth  complimented  Mr.  Laglin  on 
the  way  he  had  outwitted  the  youth. 

With  reference  to  the  decision  of  the  Watch  Committee 
of  the  Newport  Corporation  not  to  grant  the  application 
of  Messrs.  Keene  &  Pitts,  High  Street,  Newport,  for  a 
licence  under  Section  2  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act, 
a  letter  has  been  received  by  the  committee  from  the  firm 
asking  that  the  matter  should  be  reconsidered.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  the  firm's  predecessor  at  the  shop  was 
licensed  to  sell  weed-killer.  The  committee  will  re- 
consider the  matter  at  their  next  meeting. 

We  understand  that  another  stage  has  been  reached 
in  the  steps  which  are  being  taken  by  the  London  County 
Council  for  the  provision  of  a  rapid  service  of  motor- 
ambulances  for  the  metropolis  linked  up  by  telephone. 
In  1909  the  Council  obtained  Parliamentary  powers  for 
the  provision  of  such  a  service,  as  recommended  by  the 


Select  Committee,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  before  long  such  a  service  will  be  inaugurated  as 
has  already  been  done  in  the  City  of  London  itself. 

During  the  strike  riots  in  Rhondda  Valley  the  premises 
of  Mr.  J.  W.  Richards,  chemist,  Dunraven  Street,  Tony- 
pandy,  were  seriously  damaged  by  stones  thrown  into  his 
shop.  He  estimates  the  damage  at  about  350/.  The  pre- 
mises of  Mr.  W.  M.  Llewellyn,  chemist,  also  of  Dunraven 
Street,  are  also  said  to  have  been  damaged.  A  good 
deal  of  looting  took  place.  Near  by  one  chemist's  shop  on 
Tuesday  night  the  remains  of  coloured  carboys  and  specie- 
jars  lay  in  fragments  on  the  roadway,  while  medicines 
were  trickling  down  the  gutter. 

Testing  Children's  Eyesight. 

The  Education  Committee  of  the  London  County  Council 
have  communicated  with  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company 
regarding  the  deputation  which  waited  upon  the  com- 
mittee in  August.  The  reference  in  the  "  Health  Notes," 
about  which  complaints  were  made,  is  to  be  altered  to 
the  following  paragraph  : 

"  The  children  may  require  spectacles,  but  these  should  be 
worn  only  when  prescribed  by  a  doctor.  The  children's  eyes 
should  never  be  tested  by  opticians  or  eyesight  specialists,  as 
these  do  not  use  the  necessary  drugs." 

As  pointed  out  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  (October  29,  p.  661),  this 
places  qualified  opticians  at  a  disadvantage  compared 
with  those  who  do  not  hold  a  diploma  which  binds  them 
not  to  use  cycloplegic  drugs  in  sight-testing. 

Coroners'  Bill. 

The  supporters  of  the  Bill  which  was  introduced  into 
the  House  of  Commons  early  in  the  present  Session  for  the 
purpose  of  dealing  with  some  of  the  existing  anomalies 
in  regard  to  the  laws  relating  to  coroners  and  death-certifi- 
cation are  hopeful  that  it  may  be  found  possible  in  the 
forthcoming  sitting  of  Parliament,  brief  though  it  un- 
doubtedly will  be,  to  add  it  to  the  Statute-book  before 
the  prorogation.  The  Public  Control  Committee  of  the 
London  County  Council  has  expressed  itself  in  favour 
of  the  proposals.  The  Home  Office  is,  it  is  stated,  anxious 
that  the  Bill  should  be  referred  at  once  to  a  Grand  Com- 
mittee of  the  House,  a  process  which  can  be  accomplished 
without  difficulty,  seeing  that  the  Grand  Committee  will 
be  at  work  in  the  Autumn  Session  in  connection  with  the 
Shops  (No.  2}  Bill  and  other  measures. 

Royal  Society. 

The  chemists  to  be  appointed  on  the  Council  of  the 
Royal  Society  at  the  anniversary  meeting  on  November  30 
are  Professors  F.  S.  Kipping,  D.Sc,  Nottingham, 
W.  J.  Pope,  Cambridge,  and  E.  Rutherford,  D.Sc, 
Manchester.  Sir  William  Crookes,  O.M.,  D.Sc,  is  to 
be  re-elected  Foreign  Secretary. 

The  President  and  Council  have  decided  upon  the  fol- 
lowing awards  : 

The  Copley  Medal  to  Sir  Francis  Gallon,  F.R.S.,  for  his 
researches  on  heredity. 

The  Rumford  Medal  to  Professor  Heinrich  Rubens,  for  his 
researches  on  radiation,  especially  of  long  wave-length. 

A  Royal  Medal  to  Professor  Frederick  O.  Bower,  F.R.S., 
for  his  treatise  on  the  origin  of  a  land  flora. 

A  Royal  Medal  to  Professor  John  Joly,  F.R.S.,  for  his  re- 
searches in  physics  and  geology. 

The  Davy  Medal  to  Professor  Theodore  W.  Richards,  for 
his  researches  on  the  determination  of  atomic  weights. 

The  Darwin  Medal  to  Mr.  Roland  Trimen,  F.R.S.,  for  his 
South  African  bionomic  researches,  in  large  part  undertaken 
as  the  outcome  of  correspondence  with  Charles  Darwin. 

The  Sylvester  Medal  to  Dr.  Henry  F.  Baker,  F.R.S.,  for 
his  researches  in  the  theory  of  Abelian  functions  and  for  his 
edition  of  Sylvester's  Collected  Works. 

The  Hughes  Medal  to  Professor  John  A.  Fleming,  F.R.S., 
for  his  researches  in  electricity  and  electrical  measurements. 
The  King  has  approved  of  the  award  of  the  Royal  Medals. 
Serum  Treatment. 

The  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  have  decided  to  apply 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  powers,  legislative  if 
necessary,  to  enable  the  managers  to  supply  the  Metropoli- 
tan Borough  Councils  with  antitoxic  serum. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Barnes  District  Council  on  No- 
\ember  8,  it  was  stated  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  anti- 
toxin is  kept  at  the  Council's  Hospital,  and  arrangements 
are  to  be  made  to  supply  medical  men  with  it  at  cost  price 
any  time  they  require  it. 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  Hampton-on-Thames  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  on  November  8,  Mr.  H.  E.  Clement,  chemist, 
Hampton  Hill,  informed  the  Council  by  letter  that  lie 
keeps  a  stock  of  diphtheria  antitoxin.  The  Council,  there- 
fore, decided  not  to  take  any  action  regarding  the  L.G.B 
circular. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Kensington  Borough  Council  on 
November  8,  the  Public  Health  Committee  reported  that 
the  medical  officer  of  health  had  informed  them,  with 
reference  to  the  recent  Order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  sanctioning  the  provision  by  the  Councils  of  metro- 
politan boroughs  of  a  temporary  supply  of  diphtheria-anti- 
toxin and  of  medical  attendance  in  connection  therewith, 
that  the  following  qualified  chemists  have  undertaken  to 
.  supply  antitoxin  on  the  Council's  behalf  for  use  by  medical 
practitioners  in  attendance  upon  the  familes  of  the  poorer 
inhabitants  of  the  district — viz.,  Mr.  D.  L.  Evans,  Campden 
Hill  Pharmacy,  Church  Street;  Mr.  A.  G.  Worsley, 
135  Ladbroke  Grove  ;  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Phillips,  156  Cromwell 
Road.  The  medical  officer  suggested  that  the  contract  to 
be  entered  into  with  these  chemists  should  require  them 
to  stock  not  less  than  three  tubes  of  an  antitoxin  approved 
by  the  Council,  and  to  supply  it  at  2.9.  9d.  per  tube  of 
2,000  units.  Mr.  Worsley  and  Mr.  Phillips  intend  to  lend 
the  proper  syringes  ;  but  it  was  suggested  that  a  syringe 
and  other  necessary  apparatus  should  be  purchased  at  a 
cost  not  exceeding  11.  5.9.,  and  should  be  kept  with  the 
store  of  serum  at  the  Town  Hall  for  the  medical  officer. 
The  recommendations  were  agreed  to. 

Drug-stores  Association. 

A  well-attended  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  and  District 
Branch  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel  on  Tuesday, 
November  1,  Mr.  Hutchinson  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Mr.  Harper  was  elected  a  member.  It  was  decided  to 
defer  the  annual  dinner  arrangements  until  next  meeting, 
at  which  time  a  suggested  smoking-concert  will  also  be 
considered.  A  discussion  on  company  pharmacy  was  in- 
■  troduced  by  Mr.  Hooley.  The  articles  of  association  of 
the  Incorporated  Society  of  Drug-stores  and  Pharmacy 
Proprietors  were  afterwards  discussed  and  commented 
upon,  everyone  agreeing  that  the  parent  body  was  doing 
its  utmost  to  help  its  members ;  and  on  the  proposition 
of  Mr.  Harris  it  was  decided  that  all  non-members  should 
be  invited  to  join  the  Association.

Mr.  H.  Broadbent,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  works  manager  to 
Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.,  Leeds,  was  installed 
Worshipful  Master  of  Coronation  Lodge  No.  2922.  on 
October  28  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  Leeds.  About  100  brethren 
were  present.

(approximate  value  700/.). 

The  "Derbyshire  Courier,"  November  5.  published 
letters  which  have  passed  between  Mr.  W.  C.  Brinson, 
Chesterfield,  and  the  officials  of  the  King  William  IV. 
Lodge  of  Oddfellows  regarding  the  supply  of  medicines 
to  the  Chesterfield  and  District  Medical  Association.  In 
his  letter,  which  was  in  reply  to  an  application  for  his 
subscription,  Mr.  Brinson  said  : 

"  I  think  I  have  been -most  unfairly  treated  by  your  com- 
mittee. Years  ago  I  appeared  before  you  in  connection  with 
the  supply  of  drugs.  I  gave  you  special  terms— viz.,  10  per 
cent,  off  our  list.  You  had  no  better  quotation,  and  you 
decided  that  your  drug-supply  should  be  through  me ;  you  gave 
me  your  orders,  which  have  always  been  satisfactorily  filled. 
At  one  time  you  were  not  able  to  pay  so  promptly  as  you 
wished.  I  was  advised  not  to  give  you  credit;  that  your 
Medical  Association  could  not  last,  and  so  on.  I  turned  a 
deaf  ear  to  these  things,  and  never  asked  you  for  a  penny ; 


and  now  that  your  Association  is  on  its  feet,  you  do  not  order 
a  drug  from  me.  There  are  some  in  your  committee  who 
only  want  this  pointing  out  to  see  it  in  the  same  light  as  I  do." 
The  President  of  the  lodge,  in  replying,  said  he  had  felt 
for  a  long  tinvi  that  the  treatment  Mr.  Brinson  had  re- 
ceived was  about  as  bad  as  anything  within  his  ex- 
perience It  was  decided  to  forward  the  correspondence 
to  the  Executive  of  the  Chesterfield  and  District  Medical 
Association. 

Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts. 

In  Rotherham  last  quarter  the  following  samples  were 
analysed  and  found  to  be  genuine  :  Sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  2 ; 
Friar's  balsam,  1 ;  camphorated  oil,  1 ;  castor  oil,  1. 

The  Sheffield  public  analyst  reports  that  last  quarter  he 
analysed  the  following,  and  found  them  to  be  genuine  : 
Compound  liquorice-powder,  6 ;  camphorated  oil,  3 ;  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre.  3. 

In  his  report  for  1909  the  Lancashire  county  medical 
officer  of  health  states  that  during  the  year  3,450 
samples  have  been  analysed,  including  twelve  drugs,  all 
of  which  were  genuine.  , 

At  Bristol  last  quarter  the  following   samples  were 
analysed  :  Calomel,  1 ;  precipitated  chalk,  2  ;  camphorated 
oil,  1 ;  liquorice-powder,  1;  castor  oil,  4;  zinc  ointment,  2; 
sulphur  ointment,  2  ;  olive  oil,  1.    All  were  genuine.

Prom  "Various  Courts. 

Wm.  Allan  and  Albert  Johnston  have  been  bound  over 
on  the  charge  of  breaking  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  Alexander 
Cairns,  chemist  and  druggist,  Berwick,  and  stealing  4Z.  12  s. 

At  Stoke-on-Trent  on  November  3,  Benjamin  Preece 
was  fined  40s.,  or  forty  days'  hard  labour,  for  stealing 
four  brass  weights,  value  2s.  6c?.,  from  the  shop  of  Mr. 
Foster  Tideswell,  chemist  and  druggist,  Fenton. 

At  the  Westminster  Police  Court  on  November  7, 
Herbert  Clarence  Leonard,  alias  Nye,  described  as  a  dis- 
penser, of  Portsmouth,  was  sentenced  to  six  weeks'  hard 
labour  for  stealing  101.  18s.,  the  moneys  of  his  late  em- 
ployer, Mr.  William  Everett,  a  restaurant-keeper  of 
Lower.  Belgrave  Street,  London,  W.,  who  had  befriended 
accused. 

At  an  inquest  at  Hackney  on  November  5  regarding  the 
death  of  an  infant  thirteen  weeks  old,  the  son  of  a  ware- 
houseman, it  transpired  that  during  the  mother's  absence 
the  infant's  brother  (aged  three  years)  dipped  a  "  com- 
forter"  into  a  bottle  of  oil  of  tar  and  slipped  it  into  the 
infant's  mouth.  Death  resulted.  The  little  boy  had  seen 
his  mother  dip  the  "  comforter  "  in  syrup  of  aniseed. 

At  the  Blackburn  County  Court  on  November  2,  Adam 
Baron,  herbalist,  of  Clayton  Street,  Great  Harwood,  wa3 
summoned,  under  the  Refreshment  House  Act,  1860,  for 
keeping  his  house  open  after  10  p.m.  Mr.  Thos.  Wadding- 
ton,  Excise  supervisor,  prosecuted,  and  proved  that  de- 
fendant supplied  temperance  drinks  to  customers  after 


ten  o'clock  on  August  13.    Defendant  was  ordered  to  pay 
the  costs. 

Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo  held  an  inquest  on  November  8  regard- 
ing the  death  of  a  child  thirteen  months  old  from  burning. 
From  the  mother's  evidence  it  appeared  that  her  husband 
had  received  from  his  mother  a  liniment  for  rheumatism, 
which  contained  turpentine  and  methylated  spirits.  She 
put  the  bottle  in  the  oven  to  warm,  and  when  she  took  it 
out  it  exploded.  Some  went  into  the  fire,  and  the  flames 
spurted  out  and  set  fire  to  the  child's  clothing  and  her  own 
skirt. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  the  London  Hospital  on  Novem- 
ber 5  regarding  the  death  of  Howard  Kingston  Boulton 
(39),  a  chemist's  assistant,  lately  of  33  Chatsworth  Road, 
Clapton  Park.  The  evidence  showed  that  on  Sunday, 
October  30,  while  Boulton  was  eating  his  dinner,  a  piece 
of  meat  stuck  in  his  throat.  He  endeavoured  to  remove 
it  with  a  tooth-brush,  which  slipped  from  his  grasp  into 
the  throat.  A  doctor  was  summoned  and  he  removed  the 
obstruction,  but  the  following  day  Boulton  became  very 
ill,  and  had  to  be  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  it  was 
found  that  the  gullet  was  ruptured.  He  died  the  following 
day  from  pericarditis,  set  up  by  the  wounds. 

At  the  Liverpool  City  Quarter  Sessions  on  November  3, 
George  Harris,  Barbara  Harris,  F.  Clarke  (or  Firth), 
and  John  Crisp  were  charged  with  obtaining  goods  by 
false  pretences.  The  defendants  were  originally  charged 
at  Warrington  Police  Court,  and  had  obtained,  among 
other  things,  fly-papers  from  a  Reading  chemist  (see 
C.  &  D.,  July  30,  p.  135).  George  Harris  was  the  prin- 
cipal, and  he  took  premises  along  with  Clarke  at  Kerfoot 
Street,  Warrington,  where  they  traded  as  Simpson's 
Supply  Stores.  Harris  was  now  found  guilty  of  the 
charge  of  false  pretences,  and  was  sentenced  to  five  years' 
penal  servitude,  and  Barbara  Harris  and  Clarke  were 
found  guilty  of  conspiracy,  and  each  received  three 
months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour.  John  Crisp  was 
found  not  guilty  and  discharged. 

Football. 

British  Drug  Houses  v.  "The  Square." — Played  at 
Wormholt  Farm  on  Saturday,  November  5,  and  resulted 
in  a  win  for  the  B.D.H.  team  by  four  goals  to  three. 

Westminster  College  ik  South  of  England  School  of 
Pharmacy.

Baiss  Bros.  &  Stevenson  F.C.  v.  Laurel  Invicta. — Played 
at  Hackney  in  rather  dull  weather.  Baiss  opened  pro- 
ceedings and  soon  scored  through  the  agency  of  Green. 
Soon  afterwards  White  scored  a  nice  goal,  and  then  the 
Laurels,  from  a  breakaway,  also  scored.  The  second  half 
was  evenly  contested,  but  Baiss  ran  out  winners  by  three 
goals  to  two.  (Baiss  Bros.  &  Stevenson's  team  have  several 
away  dates  open.) 

Poisoning  Cases. 

Six  fatalities,  including  three  misadventures,  have  been 
reported  since  our  last  issue  :  Ammonia. — Frederick  Kaye 
(54),  of  Rastrick,  near  Huddersfield,  who  had  lost  800?. 
in  the  Charing  Cross  Bank  failure,  committed  suicide  by 
taking  this  poison  while  suffering  from  the  consequent 
depression.  C'arboline,  a  carbolic-acid  disinfectant,  sup- 
plied by  the  Normanton  Urban  Council,  caused  the  acci- 
dental death  of  Abraham  Webster  (61),  miner,  who  drank 
a  quantity  of  the  liquid  in  mistake  for  stout.  Laudanum.— 
A  Northwich  jury  found  that  James  Leicester  (54),  tailor, 
died  from  misadventure  through  taking  an  overdose  of  this 
narcotic.  At  Denaby,  William  Ashcroft  (49),  miner,  died 
under  similar  circumstances.  William  Bass  (22),  insurance 
agent,  Frampton  Cotterell,  killed  himself  by  taking  some 
laudanum,  which  was  apparently  purchased  from  a  drug- 
store in  Fishponds  Road,  Bristol.  Picric  Acid. — Charles 
Frederick  King,  lamplighter,  Kingston-on-Thames,  died  in 
the  local  infirmary  from  picric-acid  poisoning.  Deceased 
obtained  the  poison  from  the  laboratory  at  the  Kingston 
Gasworks.  [Messrs.  Rouse  &  Co.,  12  Wigmore  Street, 
London,  W.,  inform  us  that  their  employe  whose  death 
was  recorded  in  our  last  issue  was  a  porter,  and  not  an 
assistant.]

Mr.  J.  C.  OTarrell,  Ph.C.  Dublin,  has  passed  the  third 
Professional  examination  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  Ireland. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  North  Dublin  Guardians  on 
November  9,  Mr.  James  Doyle,  Ph.C,  was  appointed  com- 
pounder.   There  were  seven  candidates. 

An  English  firm  of  chemical-manufacturers  is  about  to 
erect  works  in  the  North  of  Ireland.  The  Larne  Urban 
Council  have  been  questioned  as  to  a  site. 

Mr.  Matthew  McDonald,  Ph.C,  122  Donegall  Street. 
Belfast,  has  been  appointed  one  of  the  hon.  secretaries  in 
connection  with  the  forthcoming  Mater  Infirmorum  Hos- 
pital dance. 

Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists, 
Mary  Street,  Dublin,  are  making  extensive  external  altera- 
tions in  their  premises,  a  new  shop-front  and  facia-board 
heing  the  more  striking  improvements. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  "Belfast  Evening  Telegraph" 
contained  a  whole-page  advertisement  for  Messrs.  Win. 
Dobbin  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists,  North  Street, 
Belfast,  who  are  contemplating  alterations  to  their 
premises. 

Sir  Wm.  Baxter,  J. P.,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  attended  a  reception  at  the  Presby- 
terian Church  House  in  Belfast  on  November  8,  and 
seconded  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Countess  of  Aberdeen  for 
her  presence. 

Mr.  J.  Edgar  Connor,  Ph.C,  Newry,  presiding  last 
w.eek  at  a  meeting  of  the  Newry  Chamber  of  Commerce 
complained  that  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  had 
been  most  unsatisfactory  to  the  merchants  of  that  town. 
There  had  been  a  number  of  unjust  and  bogus  claims 
made. 

The  Cork  Chemical  Drug  Co.  have  intimated  to  the 
Cork  Board  of  Guardians  that  they  cannot  supply  any 
further  medicines  to  the  Union  until  the  bond  has  been 
signed.  The  firm,  it  will  be  remembered,  were  awarded 
the  contract  by  the  Guardians  ;  but  the  Local  Government 
Board  objected  on  the  ground  that  a  Dublin  firm  had  sent 
in  a  lower  tender,  and  during  some  months  the  Guardians 
have  been  pressing  the  Local  Government  Board  to  recon 
sider  its  decision  without  avail. 

Analyst's  Report. 

In  his  first  quarterly  report  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  of  Belfast  Corporation,  Mr.  J.  H.  Totten,  the 
new  public  analyst,  states  that  during  that  period  he 
had  examined  231  samples  of  foods  submitted  to  him 
iinder  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  thirty-one  of 
which  were  found  to  be  adulterated,  these  including  a 
number  of  samples  of  milk,  which  were  slightly  below  the 
standard  laid  down  in  the  Milk  (Ireland)  Regulations, 
1901.  It  might  be  taken  for  granted  that  milk  from  the 
same  sources  consistently  found  to  be  slightly  below  the 
standard  had  been  adulterated.  Justices  would  not  con- 
vict for  such  slight  adulterations,  and  this  fact,  being 
•well  known,  tended  to  increase  the  practice  referred  to, 
■much  to  the  detriment  of  the  consumer. 

In  the  Courts. 

At  Ballymena  Quarter  Sessions  last  week,  a  youth 
named  James  Campbell,  Balnamore,  was  charged  with 
having  on  various  dates  obtained  sardines  by  fraud  from 
Messrs.  Baxter,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Ballymoney.  Prisoner 
pleaded  guilty,  and  was  allowed  out  under  the  Probation 
of  Offenders  Act. 

In  the  Belfast  County  Court  on  November  4,  an  action 
•was  brought  by  Mr.  Walter  S.  Ellis,  chemical-manufac- 
turer, 248  Connsbrook  Avenue,  against  Francis  Walker 
and  his  wife,  Margaret  Walker,  16  Gosford  Place,  to 
recover  61.,  balance  of  the  price  of  a  pony.  Judge 
Mcllroy  gave  a  decree  for  the  amount  claimed  against 
both  defendants. 


At  the  Cork  Police  Court  on  November  5,  a  respectably 
dressed  man,  named  Carleton,  was  charged  with  obtaining 
1/.  by  false  pretences  from  Messrs.  Kiloh  &  Co.,  chemists, 
Patrick  Street.  It  was  stated  by  Mr.  G.  Harrison,  secre- 
tary of  the  firm,  that  the  accused  represented  himself  as 
a  country  customer  and  ordered  goods  to  be  paid  for  on 
delivery,  and  borrowed  11.  on  the  pretence  that  he  was 
short  of  ready  money.  The  goods  were  returned  by  thr, 
customer  whose  name  he  used.  The  defence  was  a  denial 
of  identity.    Defendant  was  remanded. 

At  Belfast  Recorder's  Court  last  week.  Mr.  Matthew 
McDonald,  Ph.C,  122  Donegall  Street,  claimed  91.  6s.  9d. 
from  the  City  Council  for  alleged  malicious  injury  to  a 
plate-glass  window  in  his  premises  on  the  night  of  July  12. 
Leo  Walsh,  applicant's  assistant,  said  the  window  was 
all  right  on  the  night  of  July  11,  but  next  morning  it 
was  broken.  A  stone  weighing  about  ^  lb.  was  lying 
opposite  it  on  the  street.  Walter  F.  Clokey,  who 
made  good  the  damage,  said  he  had  heard  of  windows  being 
broken  by  a  stone  skidding  from  a  motor-car  or  tramcar. 
The  Recorder  said  the  damage  might  have  been  caused  acci- 
dentally, and  he  therefore  decided  against  the  applicant. 

Interchanges  between  Mr.  A.  J.  Lewis,  prosecuting 
solicitor,  and  Mr.  E.  J.  Roberts,  registered  druggist, 
Shankill  Road,  took  place  in  Belfast  Police  Court  on 
November  8,  when  a  widow  named  Isabella  Hill  was 
charged  with  murdering  her  eight-year-old  daughter  with  a 
hammer.  She  took  poison  after  the  offence  but  recovered. 
Mr.  Roberts,  when  shown  a  laudanum  bottle  and  asked 
if  he  had  sold  it  to  the  accused,  said  he  did  not  know  ; 
"but,"  added  witness,  "  I  believe  it  was  I  who  sold  it." 
Mr.  Lewis  drew  attention  to  the  quantity,  but  witness 
pointed  out  that  there  was  "the  law."  "  I  am  not  talk- 
ing about  the  law,  I  am  talking  about  the  humanity," 
said  Mr.  Lewis.  "  Can  you  produce  the  person  who  sold 
it?  " — "No."  "Can  you  prove  that  there  was  no  sale 
of  laudanum  in  your  place  to  the  prisoner?" — "No;  it 
is  sold  regularly."  "  Where  was  it  sold?" — "It  is 
proved  by  the  label  on  the  bottle."  Mr.  Lewis  :  "  That 
is  no  proof.  It  might  have  been  sold  to  some  other 
person  and  given  by  that  person  to  the  prisoner."  Prisoner 
was  committed  to  the  Assizes.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Elgin  Parish  Council  last  week  the 
Chairman  (Mr.  W.  E.  Watson)  said  they  had  had  a  strike 
of  chemists.  For  over  fifty  years  they  had  supplied  the 
Council  with  medicines  on  certain  terms,  and  they  had 
now  a  memorandum  from  every  chemist  in  the  town  inform- 
ing them  that  they  could  not  continue  on  these  terms. 
The  Clerk  read  the  memorandum,  which  had  been  con- 
sidered by  the  Finance  Committee,  who  recommended  that 
certain  concessions  should  be  made.  This  the  Council 
approved.  A  letter  was  submitted  from  Mr.  W.  F.  Young, 
in  which  he  stated  that  he  would  take  the  contract  on  the 
amended  termi3.  It  was  agreed  by  -  nine  votes  to  two  to 
give  the  contract  to  Mr.  Young. 

Advertisements  in  Church  Magazines. 

Members  of  Dundee  Presbytery  have  been  complaining 
of  certain  advertisements  which  appear  in  the  magazine 
of  the  Church  of  Scotland  called  "  Life  and  Work."  They 
have  been  invited  by  the  committee  which  controls  the 
magazine  to  indicate  which  advertisements  they  regard 
as  questionable — fraudulent  or  immoral.  Dr.  Macgillivray 
said  to  ask  the  Presbytery  to  give  specific  cases  of  fraudu- 
lent advertisements  was  preposterous,  but  he  mentioned 
that  the  advertisement  of  the  Charing  Cross  Bank  was 
one  he  wished  removed.  His  reference  to  quack  medicines 
was  more  or  less  of  a  joke  ;  but  there  were  advertisements 
regarding  medicines  that  contained  opium,  and  it  seemed 
that  the  committee  was  not  prepared  to  remove  these 
advertisements  except  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet.  After 
discussion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  a  reply. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

A  New  Measure. — The  International  Congress  of 
Radiology,  recently  held  at  Brussels,  has  given  the  name 
of  millicurie  to  the  standard  measure  of  radio-active 
energy. 

A  Legacy  of  Pharmacy  Pots. — An  interesting  collection 
of  pharmaceutical  relics  is  being  exhibited  at  the  Pavilion 
de  Marsan,  in  the  Louvre  Museum,  Paris.  It  consists, 
among  other  objects,  of  a  number  of  fine  specimens  of! 
Italian  and  French  pharmacy  pots  of  the  sixteenth,  seven- 
teenth, and  eighteenth  centuries,  which  have  been  recently 
left  as  a  legacy  to  the  Central  Union  of  Decorative  Arts, 
Paris. 

The  Paris  Institute  of  Radium. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  University  of  Paris  last  week  the  plans- 
drawn  up  by  M.  Nenot  for  the  Institute  of  Radium  to  be 
erected  in  Paris  were  approved.  The  cost  will  be  shared) 
jointly  by  the  University  of  Paris  and  the  Pasteur  Insti- 
tute. It  will  consist  of  three  separate  buildings,  and  wilL 
be  erected  in  the  Rue  d'Ulm,  near  the  Pasteur  Institute. 
A  statement  t  aving  appeared  in  the  Press  that  Mme. 
Curie  has  criticised  the  proposals  made  in  connection  with 
the  new  institute,  the  eminent  lady  of  science  authorises- 
the  statement  to  be  contradicted,  adding  that  so  far  she 
has  not  had  cognisance  of  the  plans  and  financial  project. 

Obituary. — A  distinguished  chemist  passed  away  last- 
week  in  the  person  of  Professor  Desire  Gernez,  at  the 
age  of  seventy-six.  For  some  year/3  he  was  a  valued 
collaborator  of  Pasteur  in  his  researches  on  wines  and  the 
maladies  of  silkworms.  He  was  an  officer  of  the  Legion' 
of  Honour,  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Paris  Academy 
of  Sciences  in  1905  to  the  seat  left  vacant  by  the  tragic 
death  of  Curie,  of  radium  fame.  M.  Gernez  was  the- 
author  of  a  number  of  scientific  works  of  note,  and  for 
twenty  years  was  a  lecturer  on  chemistry  at  the  well- 
known  Ecole  Normale,  Paris.— The  death  of  another 
eminent  scientist,  Dr.  Armand  Trousseau,  is  recorded  as 
the  victim  of  a  motor-car  accident.  He  was  fifty-six 
yiears  of  age,  and  was  considered  to  be  the  most  eminent 
French  oculist  of  the  day.  He  was  the  grandson  of  the 
great  Dr.  Trousseau,  after  whom  one  of  the  principal  Paris 
hospitals  was  named.  Dr.  Armand  Trousseau's  clinic  was^ 
described  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  of  January  29  last  in  the  descrip- 
tive article  "  In  the  Public  Eye." 

A  Question  of  Serum. — An  interesting  question  regard- 
ing serums  was  raised  in  Paris  last  week,  when  a  physician,. 
Dr.  C.  Lorot,  was  summoned  for  manufacturing  and  selling,, 
without  having  previously  obtained  the  necessary  sanction, 
a  serum  called  "  toxyline,"  which  was  claimed  to  be  an- 
antituberculous  preparation.  According  to  evidence  sup- 
plied by  Professor  Guignard,  Director  of  the  Paris  School 
of  Pharmacy,  the  incriminated  serum  was  composed  of 
three  others— namely,  (1)  antidiphtheritic,  (2)  antistrepto- 
coccic, supplied  by  the  Pasteur  Institute,  Paris,  and 
(3)  another  serum  obtained  from  the  Pasteur  Institute  of 
Lille,  of  which  Dr.  Lorot  would  not  disclose  the  name. 
In  his  evidence  the  defendant  stated  that  he  did  not  self 
the  serum  either  to  patients  or  to  members  of  the  medical 
profession,  but  gave  injections  of  it  and  charged  20f. 
(16.s.),  which  included  treatment  and  consultations.  As-- 
regards  manufacturing  the  serum,  he  contended  that  the- 
composition  of  toxyline  clearly  showed  that  it  was  not 
made  by  him.  Dr.  Lorot  was  acquitted.  The  judgment 
stated  that  the  law  affecting  the  case  had  in  view  the  sale- 
of  virus  and  serums,  and  it  did  not  appear  that  the  so- 
called  treatment  the  defendant  claimed  to  have  carried  out 
was  a  transgression  of  the  said  law.  It  is  evident  that  the- 
regulations  which  have  been  drawn  up  in  France  for  the 
control  of  the  preparation  and  sale  of  serums  have  in  view 
the  abuse  that  might  arise  if  imitations  of  substances  of 
high  and  undisputed  scientific  origin  were  allowed  to  be 
freely  sold.  But  the  defendant  in  the  case  in  question  has 
evidently  found  a  loophole  not  foreseen  by  the  legislators, 
though  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  his  bo?ia  fides  was  not 
seriously  put  into  doubt. 

Paris  Assistants.— The  violent  attacks  on  various- 
pharmacies  in  Paris  that  declined  to  close  at  nine  o'clock^ 
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which  formed  such  salient  features  of  the  manifestations  of 
the  pharmacists'  assistants  in  Paris  on  the  nights  of  July  31 
and  August  1  last,  had  another  sequel  in  the  police  courts 
a  few  days  ago.  The  pharmacy  that  suffered  most  was 
M.  Chariot's,  of  the  Place  Blanche,  in  the  Montmartre 
Quarter,  and  MM.  Diem  and  Ave  (respectively  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Assistants'  Syndicate)  were  summoned 
for  inciting  the  agitators  to  violence.  They  were  stated  to 
have  penetrated  intothe  pharmacy  for  the  purpose  of  treating 
with  the  proprietor  on  the  subject  of  early-closing,  and  not 
receiving  satisfaction  they  were  alleged  to  have  come  away 
■crying,  "  It  is  a  challenge ;  the  word  is  now  with  violence." 
Incidents  of  a  most  regrettable  nature  followed,  and  the 
plate-glass  windows  were  smashed  by  a  rain  of  stones  and 
■other  missiles.  The  defendants  pleaded  "  Not  guilty,"  and 
affirmed  that  acts  of  violence  were  beyond  their  control. 
'They  were  represented  by  able  counsel,  but  the  Judges  were 
unconvinced  of  their  peaceful  attitude  on  the  night  in 
■  question  and  passed  sentence  of  two  months'  imprisonment 
for  each  of  the  pharmacists.  Damages  to  the  amount  of  8^. 
were  awarded  to  M.  Chariot.  The  summing-up  stated  that 
•even  if  the  menace  above-mentioned  was  not  repeated  in  the 
.street,  the  fact  of  MM.  Diem  and  Ave  appearing  before  the 
pharmacy  at  the  head  of  a  large  band  of  assistants  was  a 
real  menace  to  the  owner,  by  reason  of  the  hostile  attitude 
•  of  the  assistants.  The  Paris  Pharmacists'  Assistants' 
Syndicate  printed  and  posted  bills  convoking  its  adherents 
for  one  night  laot  week  to  assemble  and  protest,  at  a  mass 
meeting  to  be  held,  against  the  condemnation  of  MM.  Diem 
and  Ave.  The  bills  contained  violent  allusions  to  the 
Magistrates  who  had  parsed  the  sentence,  as  well  as  to 
M.  Briand,  the  Prime  Minister.  The  manager  of  the 
Labour  Exchange  (who  is  understood  to  have  been  acting  on 
instructions  received  from  the  Prefecture  of  Police)  in- 
formed the  Association  that  he  would  be  obliged  to  refuse 
the  use  of  the  hall  for  the  meeting.  The  committee  decided 
to  ignore  his  notice  and  to  occupy  one  of  the  halls  by  force. 
But  upon  the  assistants'  arrival  at  the  Exchange,  at  9  p.m., 
they  found  it  closed.  The  only  door  left  ajar  was  strongly 
guarded  and  every  person  compelled  to  show  carte  blanche 
before  entering.  They  were  fain  to  hold  their  meeting, 
which  did  not  prove  to  be  a  "  mass  "  one,  in  a  cafe  opposite. 
It  lasted  about  an  hour,  and  some  sixty  persons  were  present. 
.Resolutions  of  protest  were  passed.

The  Commonwealth. 

Penny  Postage. — The  House  of  Representatives  on 
November  8  passed  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  pro- 
•viding  for  penny  postage  throughout  the  Commonwealth  by 
.31  votes  to  4.

Lavoisier. — A  paper  which  was  read  by  Mr.  F.  J. 

Consid-ine  at  a  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Insti- 
tute, Brisbane,  early  in  the  year,  on  the  subject  of  the  life 
■  and  work  of  Lavoisier,  has  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form.

Victoria. 

The  Dentists  Act  Amendment  Bill,  which  has  been 
introduced  yearly  since  1906,  was  read  a  first  time  on 
August  2,  and  came  up  for  its  second  reading  on  October  4. 
Last  year,  as  the  result  of  pressure  from  outside,  a  clause 
had  been  inserted  providing  that  in  any  part  of  Victoria 
not  within  any  city,  town,  or  borough,  the  mere  extraction 
■of  teeth  by  a  registered  chemist  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
his  business  shall  not  be  a  contravention  of  Section  4, 
which  says  that  no  person  who  is  not  registered  as  a  dentist 
shall  practise  dental  surgery  or  dentistry  for  fee  or  reward, 
or  for  expectation  of  fee  or  reward.  A  new  clause  is  intro- 
'duced  this  year  conserving  the  rights  of  any  person  who 
"before  July  7,  1909,  bona  fide  entered  -into  articles  of 
apprenticeship  with  a  registered  dentist  without  having 
passed  the  Preliminary  examination,  but  he  will  have  to 
pass  the  examination  subsequently.  The  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  strongly  objected  to  the  attempt  to  make 
•dentistry  a  close  corporation,  and  the  debate  on  the  second 
reading  was  adjourned.

Stamp. 


Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

The  Duke  of  Connaught  brought  his  visit  to  Cape 
Town  to  an  end  on  Monday  evening,  November  7,  having 
been  in  the  city  exactly  a  week. 
During  that  time  he  opened  the 
Union  Parliament,  but,  besides, 
his  Royal  Highness  showed 
catholicity  of  interest  in  South 
African  affairs ;  thus  he  was  pre- 
sent at  the  opening  of  the 
Annual  Medical  Congress  and 
laid  the  foundation-stono  of  the 
new  University  Hall.  To  com- 
memorate the  Union  a  new  2^d. 
postage-stamp  is  being  issued. 
The  stamp  can  be  obtained  at 
the  office  of  the  High  Com- 
missioner for  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  72  Victoria 
Street,  London,  S.W.  All  applications  for  stamps  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  remittance  for  the  full  face-value  of 
the  stamps  required,  together  with  a  stamped  addressed 
envelope. 

Natal. 

Pietermaritzburg  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 
A  meeting  was  held  in  Perks's  Rooms,  Longmarket 
Street,  on  Thursday,  October  13,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  newly  formed  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 
There  was  a  good  attendance  of  assistants,  and  the  com- 
mittee were  pleased  to  welcome  a  few  of  the  master- 
chemists  who  had  availed  themselves  of  the  invitation 
extended  to  them.  Mr.  David  S.  B.  Anderson,  of  Durban, 
a  member  of  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board,  gave  a  lecture 
on  "Pharmacy  Law,  mainly  South  African."  After  out- 
lining the  origin  and  principles  of  British  pharmacy  law, 
Mr.  Anderson  gave  a  resume  of  South  African  laws  as 
follows  : 

The  first  South  African  Act  came  into  force  in  1830, 
when  the  Cape  Government  passed  an  Ordinance  con- 
trolling the  practice  of  medical  practitioners,  apothecaries, 
and  chemists  and  druggists,  but  it  did  not  restrict  the  sale 
of  poisons,  drugs,  or  medicines;  it  was  not  till  1891  that  the 
Cape  Pharmacy  Act  as  we  know  it  now  was  passed,  minor 
amendments  being  added  in  1899.  The  laws  relating  to  phar- 
macy in  Natal  are:  37  of  1884,  No.  4  of  1887,  which  have 
since  been  repealed,  and  the  present  Act  35  of  1896,  along 
with  its  amending  Act  of  1899.  The  controlling  Acts  in  the 
Orange  Free  State  and  the  Transvaal  are  of  very  recent 
origin.  I  will  attempt  to  point  out  to  you  the  points  wherein 
these  South  African  Acts  differ  from  one  another.  The 
Pharmacy  Acts  are  drawn  up  in  a  certain  specific  manner ; 
they  may  be  divided  into  three  parts  for  the  object  of  com- 
parison : 

Part  1  denotes  the  body  who  shall  administer  the  Act,  and  ho-w 
such  body  shall  be  constituted. 

Part  2  points  out  who  shall  be  registered,  and  under  what  oom 
ditions  they  may  be  registered. 

Part  '3  shows  how  poisons,  drugs,  and  medicines  are  to  be  kept 
and  sold,  and  by  whom. 

In  all  the  .South  African  Provinces  (except  Orange  Free 
State)  the  Act  is  administered  by  tbo  Pharmacy  Board,  and 
in  the  Orange  Free  State  the  combined  Medical  and  Phar- 
macy Council  administer  the  Act.  The  constitution  of  each 
Board  is  laid  down  in  each  Act,  having  elected  and  nominated 
members  all  chemists  and  druggists,  with  a  nominee  from 
the  Medical-  Council  on  each.  Each  Board  has  power  to 
frame  regulations  dealing  with  examinations,  acceptance  of 
certificates,  amending  the  Poison  Schedule,  and  generally  for 
the  conduct  of  its  own  business. 

Registration. — Apart  from  those  who  satisfy  the  examiners 
appointed  by  each  Board,  the  acceptance  of  the  British  and 
Irish  certificates  is  obligatory  under  the  various  Acts.  Each 
Board  has  also  the  power  to  frame  regulations  accepting 
other  certificates,  but  the  only  body  to  move  in  this  direction 
is  the  Cape  Board,  who  by  regulation  accept  the  examination 
certificate  of  the  Victoria,  New  South  Wales,  and' Queensland 
Boards,  and  also  the  examination  certificate  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Tasmania;  the  acceptance  thereof  is 
conditional  on  reciprocity. 
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Keeping  and  Selling  Poisons,  Drugs,  and  Medicines. — The 
Natal  Act  is  the  only  South  African  Act  in  which  it  is  not 
specifically  set  forth  that  each  pharmacy  must  have  a  regis- 
tered chemist  attached  to  it ;  the  Transvaal  and  Orange  Free 
State  require  the  name  of  the  registered  chemist  to  be  con- 
spicuously placed  outside  each  pharmacy;  this  latter  condi- 
tion is  not  obligatory  in  the  Cape.  It  is  also  interesting  to 
note  that  the  Cape  and  Natal  up  to  a  year  ago  did  not  require 
from  candidates  presenting  themselves  for  examination  any 
knowledge  as  to  the  Poison  Schedule  or  to  the  sale  of  poisons ; 
this  omission  was  rectified  by  your  Natal  Board  a  year  ago. 

Poisons. — The  designation  "  poison  "  means,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  any  article  named  or  described  in 
the  Poison  Schedule.  Of  course,  as  you  know,  there  are 
hundreds  of  actual  poisons  which  are  not  legally  poisons. 
The  strongest  feature  of  the  Natal  Act  is  the  protection  to 
the  public,  secured  by  requiring  that  all  medicine  dispensed, 
whether  poisons  or  otherwise,  shall  only  be  dispensed  by  a 
registered  person  or  bona- fide  assistant  under  his  personal 
supervision.  This  particular  feature  is  not  so  strongly  de- 
veloped in  the  other  South  African  Acts.  The  Poison 
Schedule  is  divided  into  two  divisions,  No.  1  and  No.  2 
[as  in  Great  Britain].  In  the  Transvaal  the  Resident  Magis- 
trate of  any  district  may  issue  a  certificate  to  any  general 
dealer,  provided  he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person,  authorising 
him  to  keep  for  sale  and  sell  poisons  for  mining,  agricultural, 
or  industrial  purposes.  The  poison  must  be  sold  in  original 
packages,  and  the  dealer  must  have  information  in  writing  as 
to  the  use  the  poison  is  to  be  put  to.  In  the  Orange  Free 
State  similar  procedure  is  required,  while  in  the  Cape  the 
poisons  to  be  sold  by  dealers  are  specifically  set  forth.  Re- 
garding the  sale  of  patent  medicines  containing  poisons,  the 
Cape,  along  with  Natal,  allows  free  and  unrestricted  sale, 
whereas  in  the  Transvaal  and  Orange  Free  State  patent  and 
Dutch  medicines  containing  poison  dangerous  to  human  life 
or  health  are  restricted  in  their  sale,  and  when  sold  by  dealers, 
who  must  hold  a  special  licence  to  do  so,  must  be  entered  in 
the  special  poison-book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  these 
dealers.  For  the  convenience  of  dealers  these  are  periodically 
gazetted.  As  to  dispensing  of  poisons,  the  requirements  are 
the  same  as  in  Great  Britain. 

Trading  by  Companies. — In  the  Cape  and  Natal  company 
trading,  though  not  perhaps  legalised  by  statute,  has  by 
vested  rights  asserted  itself.  In  the  Transvaal  and  Orange 
Free  State  the  practice  of  pharmacy  by  limited  liability 
companies  is  definitely  legalised,  and  the  individual  chemist 
knows  at  once  by  referring  to  the  Act  exactly  how  he  stands 
in  that  connection.  In  the  Orange  Free  Sate  the  partner  or 
director  who  is  managing  the  business  must  be  registered, 
while  in  the  Transvaal  the  managing  director  must  be  regis- 
tered. In  both  instances  the  actual  manager  of  each  phar- 
macy must  be  a  registered  chemist,  and  must  have  his  name 
distinctly  shown  outside  of  the  pharmacy. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  paper  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Wm. 
^ook,  thanked  the  lecturer,  on  behalf  of  the  members, 
for  his  most  interesting  discourse,  and  moved  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks,  which  was  cordially  responded  to.  A  dis- 
cussion then  followed  on  the  various  points  raised  by  the 
lecturer,  and  a  few  questions  were  asked,  which  he  answered 
most  lucidly.

Transvaal. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Board. — The  election  of  three 
members  to  serve  on  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  dur- 
ing the  period  expiring  on  December  31,  1913,  is  about  to 
be  held  (our  correspondent  wrote  in  October).  Every  re- 
gistered chemist  and  druggist  is  eligible  for  nomination 
as  a  candidate  for  election  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  and 
nomination-papers  were  received  on  October  28  by  the 
Secretary.  The  result  of  the  election  will  be  announced 
in  due  course.  At  the  same  time  nominations  were  re- 
ceived for  the  six  medical  members  and  one  dental  mem- 
ber to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  ranks  of  the  Transvaal 
Medical  Council.  As  already  reported  in  the  C.  &  D., 
Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  F.C.S.,  and  Mr.  W.  Harvey  have 
been  nominated  for  the  Pharmacy  Board  by  the  Governor- 
General. 


O.F.S.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. 

The  ordinary  monthly  meeting  of  the  Medical  and  Phar- 
macy Council  was  held  at  Bloemfontein  on  October  14. 
There  were  present  :  The  President  (Dr.  Ward),  Drs.  Bid- 
well,  Lynch,  and  Pratt-Yule,  Mr.  Redpath  (Dental  Member),, 
and  Messrs.  Fowlie  and  Jeffreys  (Pharmaceutical  Members). 

The  President  made  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  Bill  to 
be  prepared  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Medical  and 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  meetings  of  which  had  been 
held  at  Bloemfontein  and  Johannesburg  in  May  and  Juno 
last.  He  said  that  the  Bloemfontein  delegates  to  the- 
Conference  had  received  instructions  from  the  Conference 
to  see  to  the  drafting  of  a  Bill  and  to  its  transmission  to 
Pretoria ;  that  the  Transvaal  delegates  had  undertaken  to. 
take  charge  of  the  Bill  in  Pretoria  and  the  Cape  delegates 
to  see  the  Bill  through  Parliament.  This  procedure  had 
been  upset  because  when  he,  as  President  of  the  Con- 
ference, had  reported  to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  the- 
successful  termination  of  the  work  of  the  Conference,  and 
had  asked  for  leave  for  Mr.  Barclay  Lloyd,  then  Acting 
Attorney-General  of  this  province,  to  draft  the  Bill  he  had. 
received  a  letter  in  reply  to  the  effect  that  the  drafting  was 
not  to  be  done  here,  and  requesting  him  to  forward  the 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Conference  and  other 
material.  Consequently  the  matter  had  passed  out  of  the- 
hands  of  the  President  and  of  the  Bloemfontein  delegates. 

A  reply  was  read  from  Mr.  Westlake,  one  of  the  two- 
appointed  as  a  sub-committee  at  the  last  meeting  to  inquire 
into  the  grounds  of  a  complaint  made  by  one  of  the  candi- 
dates for  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  examination  held  in. 
August.  The  letter  stated  that  the  allegation  that  the 
conditions  under  which  the  candidate  in  the  Practical  Phar- 
macy and  Dispensing  examination  had  been  examined  were 
unfavourable  was  entirely  without  warrant ;  that  he  felt  he 
could  not  be  a  party  to  any  discussion  on  or  investigation  into- 
the  conduct  of  the  said  examination,  and  wished  to  express 
surprise  that  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  should  give 
official  recognition  and  publicity  to  such  a  charge ;  that  he- 
took  up  that  position  both  in  his  own  defence  and  in  the- 
interest  of  future  examiners,  as  he  contended  that  if  all  dis- 
appointed candidates  were  to  receive  official  recognition  of 
their  grievances  the  position  of  pharmaceutical  examiner,, 
a  by  no  means  pleasant  duty,  would  be  quite  intolerable ;  in- 
further  justification  of  his  position  he  stated  that  if  he  were- 
to  lend  himself  .to  such  an  investigation  as  the  Council  pro- 
posed he  would  be  admitting  that  the  pharmaceutical, 
examiners  might  not  have  acted  fairly  to  the  candidate, 
which  he  absolutely  and  emphatically  denied. 

Mr.  Fowlie,  the  other  examiner  in  the  subject  referred  to, 
stated  that  the  candidate  had  no  cause  for  complaint,  and 
that  the  time  wasted  at  the  examination  was  due  to  a  few 
of  the  stoppers  in  the  bottles  of  chemicals  used  being  stiff 
and  two  or  three  being  broken,  but  that  the  whole  time  thus- 
taken  up  could  not  have  amounted  to  more  than  five  minutes. 

No  letter  had  been  received  from  the  candidate  in  rerjly  to 
the  inquiry  as  to  whether  he  desired  to  make  an  official  com- 
plaint to  the  Council  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  examination, 
and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  him  again, 
enclosing  a  copy  of  his  original  letter,  and  to  send  the  letter- 
by  registered  post,  the  President  remarking  that  if  no  reply 
was  received  as  a  result  of  this  action  the  obvious  inference 
would  be  that  the  candidate  had  no  ground  of  complaint.  _

Trade  Law. 

Dissolution  of  Partnership. -In  the  Chancery  Division 
of  the  High  Court  on  November  5,  the  case  of  Knight  v.  Saul 
came  before  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  on  a  motion  for  judg- 
ment in  default  of  appearance  for  the  defendant.  The  action 
was  brought  by  Ernest  Knight  against  Sidney  James  Paul, 
and  counsel  said  it  was  an  action  really  for  the  protection  of 
the  business  of  mineral-water  manufacturers  at  Bournemouth. 
Ho  asked  for  the  ordinary  decree  for  the  dissolution  of  part- 
nership. There  was  a  provisional  agreement  to  purchase  the 
business  at  1,250/.  His  Lordship  made  the  ordinary  decree 
for  the  dissolution  of  partnership  from  the  date  of  the  writ, 
directed  the  usual  account  of  the  partnership  dealings  and 
.transactions  to  be  taken,  and  the  partnership  assets  to  be 
sold  with  the  approbation  of  the  Judge,  appointed  the 
plaintiff  receiver  and  manager  without  remuneration,  but 
not  without  security,  and  directed  the  defendant  to  pay  the 
costs  up  to  and  including  the  judgment. 

"Standard"  as  a  Trade-mark.— The  Judicial  Com- 
■mittee  of  the  Privy  Council  has  given  its  decision  in  an 
appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  King's  Bench  for  Quebec  in 
the  case  of  the  Standard  Ideal  Co.  v.  the  Standard  Sanitary 
Manufacturing  Co.  The  plaintiff  company  had  registered 
the  word  "  Standard  "  as  a  trade-mark  in  Canada  under  the 
Trade-mark  and  Design  Act  of  1879  in  respect  to  a  class  of 
hardware  goods,  and  the  Judicial  Committee  find  that  this 
was  wrong.  Lord  Macnaghten,  in  giving  judgment,  said  : 
"  The  Act  does  not  define  or  explain  the  essentials  of  a  trade- 
mark, nor  does  it  provide  for  taking  off  the  register  an 
alleged  trade-mark  which  does  not  contain  the  requisite 
essentials.  In  applying  the  Act  the  Courts  in  Canada 
appeared  to  consider  themselves  bound  or  guided  mainly  by 
the  English  law  of  trade-marks  and  the  decisions  of  the 
Courts  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  word  'standard  '  is  a 
common  English  word,  it  seems  to  be  used  not  unfrequcntly 
by  manufacturers  and  merchants  in  connection  with  the  goods 
they  put  on  the  market.  So  used,  it  has  no  very  precise  or 
definite  meaning.  But  obviously  it  is  intended  to  convey  the 
notion  that  the  goods  in  connection  with  which  it  is  used  are 
of  high-class  or  superior  quality  or  acknowledged  merit.  With- 
out attempting  to  define  '  the  essentials  necessary  to  constitute 
a  trade-mark  properly  speaking,'  it  seemed  to  their  Lordships 
perfectly  clear  that  a  common  English  word  having  reference 
to  the  character  and  quality  of  the  goods  in  connection  with 
which  it  is  used  and  having  no  reference  to  anything  else 
could  not  be  an  apt  or  appropriate  instrument  for  distin- 
guishing the  goods  of  one  trader  from  those  of  another.  Dis- 
tinctiveness is  the  very  essence  of  a  trade-mark.  The  plaintiff 
company  was  therefore  not  entitled  to  register  the  word 
'  standard  '  as  a  trade-mark." 


Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

An  Unstamped  Ointment. 
At  the  Manchester  City  Court  on  November  3,  before 
the  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  George  John  Turner,  More- 
ton  Street,  Strangeways,  was  summoned  at  the  instance 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  for  (1)  selling 
a  dutiable  medicine  unstamped,  and  (2)  without  a  licence. 
Mr.  Frank  Dart,  of  the  Solicitors'  Department,  Somer- 
set House,  prosecuted,  and  explained  that  in  July  laet  the 
defendant  entered  a  Strangeways  hotel  and  offered  a  pot 
of  ointment  for  sale  to  a  man  who  happened  to  be  an 
official  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  Department.  Defen- 
dant gave  the  official  a  printed  handbill  explaining  the 
virtues  of  the  ointment,  and  read  a  number  of  written 
testimonials.  The  official  eventually  paid  Is.  6r/.  for  a 
pot  containing  ^  oz.  This  was  the  offence. — Defendant 
said  to  the  Magistrate  that  he  did  not  deal  in  the  oint- 
ment, and  only  sold  a  recipe  left  him  by  his  mother.  He 
had  been  given  to  understand  that  he  did  not  require  a 
stamp  because  his  name  was  not  on  the  pot. — As  the 
authorities  did  not  wish  to  press  the  case,  Turner  was  fined 
10s.,  and  costs,  on  one  summons,  and  was  ordered  to  pay 
the  costs  in  the  other. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Section  15  :  Sale  of  XL- All  Insecticide  Without 
Licensed  Vendor's  Name  and  Address. 

At  the  Portsmouth  County  Court  on  November  3.  Judge 
Gye  gave  his  decision  (as  intimated  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  Novem- 
ber 5,  p.  683)  in  the  action  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 


to  recover  under  Section  15  a  penalty  of  51.  from  J.  G. 
Bryson,  seedsman  and  licensed  vendor  of  horticultural 
poisons,  Portsmouth,  for  selling  a  package  of  XL-All  in- 
secticide without  his  name  and  address.  His  Honour  gave 
a  long  statement  of  the  case,  the  substance  of  his  judgment 
being  as  follows  : 

"  It  was  contended  on  behalf  of  the  defendant  that  this 
claim  of  tho  plaintiffs  could  not  properly  be  brought  under 
Section  15,  because  it  was  not  within  the  contemplation  of 
the  Legislature  that  the  particular  offence  proved  there  should 
come  within  the  terms  of  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act,  and  that 
therefore  no  claim  lay  against  the  defendant  under  Section  15 
in  respect  of  what  he  had  done,  and  it  was  contended  that 
the  proceedings  should  have  been  taken  under  Section  17. 
The  reason  stated  for  that  was  that  under  Section  15  it  is  pro- 
vided that  if  there  should  be  an  offence  under  Section  15  a 
penalty  of  5/.  is  recoverable,  and  it  has  to  be  5/.,  neither  more 
nor  less,  the  Court  having  no  jurisdiction  to  give  any  less 
amount,  no  matter  what  the  nature  of  the  offence  might  be,  or 
how  slight  might  be  the  infraction  of  the  Act  of  Parliament. 
Under  Section  17  the  Court  has  discretion  to  inflict  either  the 
full  penalty  of  51.,  as  provided  by  that  section,  or  anything 
less,  and  therefore  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court  the  offence 
alleged  was  a  very  slight  one,  or  had  been  merely  accidental, 
it  might  be  that  it  would  be  satisfied  to  inflict  a  fine  of 
5s.,  or  Is.,  or  anything  the  Court  liked.  It  had  also  been 
pointed  out  that  the  words  in  Section  2  of  the  1908  Act,  '  keep- 
ing open  shop  '  evidently  pointed  to  Section  15  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868,  being  the  operative  section  that  was  intended 
to  be  put  into  force,  and  not  Section  17.  It  was  for  the  Court 
to  consider  whether  or  not  Section  2  of  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908,  pointed  to  the  possibility  of  the  claim  being 
made  under  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act,  or  whether,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  provisions  of  the  1908  Act,  the  provisions  of 
Section  17  could  be  prayed  in  aid  for  the  purpose  of  recover- 
ing this  penalty,  and  having  regard  to  the  wording  of  the 
section,  whether  or  not  Section  15  was  practically  excluded 
from  being  taken  advantage  of  under  the  provisions  of  the 
1908  Act,  Section  2.  But  whatever  might  have  been  the  in- 
tention of  the  Legislature,  he  did  not  think  the  Act  of  1908 
had  carried  out  the  proposition  that  was  contended  for  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant,  because,  after  setting  out  the  condi- 
tions upon  which  open  shop  might  be  kept  and  poisons  sold, 
the  section  finished  by  saying  :  '  Nothing  in  this  section  shall 
exempt  any  person  so  licensed  by  the  requirements  of  any 
other  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.'  Those  were 
absolutely  plain  words,  and  the  meaning  of  them  was  abso- 
lutely clear,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  make  any  further 
search  or  further  inquiry,  or  to  look  at  any  other  section, 
to  understand  the  meaning  of  them.  The  words  were  quite 
simple  and  quite  straightforward.  That  defendant  _  was 
licensed  and  authorised  and  competent  to  sell  these  poisons 
under  the  provisions  of  that  Act  of  Parliament  there  was  no 
doubt  whatever,  providing  that  he  conformed  to  the  Privy 
Council  regulations  which  had  been  passed  with  regard  to 
these  things  But  it  was  said  that  the  proceedings  ought  not 
to  have  been  taken  in  that  court  at  all  to  enforce  the  penalty 
of  5?  but  that  they  should  have  been  taken  in  the  fohce 
Court'  under  Section  17,  in  which  case  the  Court  would  have 
had  discretion  as  to  whether  it  would  impose  the  ful  penalty 
or  anything  less.  It  is  possible  that  might  have  been  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature  in  passing  the  Act  of  1908:  but 
if  it  hnd  been  their"  intention  they  had  not  given  expression 
to  it  because  the  wording  of  Section  2  is  absolutely  clear 
and  intelligible.  To  out  it  in  general  terms,  it  lays  down 
that  everv  provision  "f  tho  1868  Act  may  be  enforced  except 
as  varied  bv  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  1908  and  Section  2  does 
not  vary,  or  does  not  take  away,  the  right  of  any  Person  to 
make  a  claim  under  Section  15  of  the  Act  of  1868.  It  is  true 
that  if  the  person  chose  he  can  make  a  claim  under  Section  17 
but  he  is  not  obli-ed  to  do  so.  He  can  elect  which  he  will  go 
rnder  It  is  entirely  optional  for  them  [the  prosecutors]  to 
dncido  under  which  of  the  two  sections  thev  will  proceed 
Here  the  Society  had  elected  to  proceed  under  Section  15,  and 
thev  claimed  the  penalty  of  51.,  and,  being  of ™«™«» 
thev  wer-  ri<rht  in  law  in  so  doing  and  the  facts  being  prac- 
tically admitted.  h?  had  no  help  but  to  give  judgment  for 
that  amount,  and  did  so." 

Mr  Burley  (for  the  prosecution)  applied  for  costs  on  the 
higher  scale,  but  his  Honour  said  he  saw  no  reason  for 
that;  it  would  take  the  ordinary  course,  judgment  for 
pbintiffs  with  costs.  _r  ,  ,

defendant)  for  stay  of  execution  pendmg  an  appeal,  his 
Honour  s?id  be  would  give  defendant  opportunity  for 
appeal,  but  he  thought  the  case  too  transparent  for  that

think  you  have  quite  got  the  point.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 

At  Chesterfield  on  November  3,  Wm.  Mottershaw,  Beet- 
well  Street,  Chesterfield,  was  ordered  to  pay  the  costs  in 
a  charge  of  selling  sweet  nitre  which  was  deficient  in  nitrous 
ether. 

Spirit  of  Turpentine. 

At  the  Bradford  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  H.  W.  W. 
Wilberforce,  on  November  8,  J.  Savage  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
chemists  and  druggists,  953  Leeds  Road,  Bradford,  were 
summoned  for  selling  spirit  of  turpentine  containing 
15  per  cent,  of  petroleum.  Mr.  H.  R.  Watling  prosecuted 
on  behalf  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  stated  that  tur- 
pentine was  bought  on  October  3  in  a  shop  in  the  Laister- 
dyke  district,  which  was  found  to  contain  petroleum.  The 
inspectors  found  that  the  liquid  had  been  purchased  from 
the  defendants,  so  a  further  sample  was  taken  from  the 
defendants'  stock,  and  the  same  adulteration  was  found. 
On  behalf  of  the  Health  Committee  he  was  prepared  to 
accept  the  statement  that  the  defendants  had  sold  it  in 
the  same  condition  as  they  had  bought  it. — Mr.  Hugh 
Hammond,  who  stated  that  he  appeared  for  the  wholesale 
vendors  of  the  turpentine,  said  his  clients,  who  belonged 
to  Hull,  were  able  to  prove  beyond  shadow  of  a  doubt 
that  they  sold  the  stuff  as  they  had  got  it.  It  was  sold  to 
them  as  pure  turpentine. — Mr.  A.  Neill,  who  appeared 
for  the  defendant  company,  said  his  clients  had  bought 
the  turpentine  as  pure  at  4*.  6d.  a  gallon.  It  was  in- 
voiced "American  turps,  guaranteed  genuine .  as  im- 
ported."— Mr.  Hammond  explained  that  his  clients  had 
no  warranty  with  the  turpentine. .  They  had  dealt  with 
the  American  firm  for  years,  and  had  reposed  confidence 
in  them. — The  Magistrate  fined  the  defendants  10s.,  and 
7s.  costs,  and  advised  them  to  get  a  warranty  in  future. 

Olive  Oil. 

At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  November  10,  the  Prosser 
Roberts  Co.,  chemists,  323  Walworth  Road,  S.E.,  were 
summoned  before  Mr.  Hopkins  for  selling  olive  oil  alleged 
to  be  adulterated  with  90  per  cent,  of  an  oil  foreign  to  . 
genuine  olive  oil.    Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  defended,  and  the 
solicitor  to  the  Borough  of  Southwark  prosecuted.  A 
formal  summons  had  also  been  taken  out  against  Mr.  Evan 
Jones,  the  manager  of  the  shop  at  which  the  sale  was  made, 
but  this  was  by  consent  withdrawn.    Mr.  Kirby  said  that 
the  defendant  bought  the  oil,  honestly  believing  it  to  be 
genuine  olive  oil  of  good  quality.    Mr.  Evan  Jones  gave 
evidence  that  he  believed  the  oil  tq  be  pure  when  he  sold 
it  to  the  inspector.    The  shop  bottle  from  which  the  sale 
was  made  was  filled  by  an  assistant  from  an  original  tin 
of  oil  which  his  firm  had  imported  from  France.  The 
exporters  were  Messrs.  Cavallier  Freres.  He  produced  the 
label  from  the  tin,  which  bore  a  number  corresponding 
with  a  similar  number  on  an  invoice  also  produced.  On 
this  invoice,  although  no  warranty  appeared,  the  article 
was  described  as  "olive  oil."  On  the  invoice  received  with 
a  previous  consignment  the  oil  then  invoiced  was  warranted 
to  be  pure,  and  he  thought  that  the  same  applied  to  the 
sample  of  oil  complained  of.    They  had  purchased  on  and 
off  from  the  same  firm  for  six  years,  and  had  never  found 
any  cause  for  complaint  before.    At  this  stage  Mr.  Kirby 
informed  the  Magistrates  that  according  to  an  independent 
analytical  report,  which  the  defendant  had  obtained,  the 
oil  consisted  entirely  of  arachis  or  nut  oil,  and  that  on 
reporting  this  to  the  exporters  they  had  Teplied  that  there 
must  have  been  a  mistake  in  ■filling  the  tin  at  the  works. 
Mr.  Kirby  added  that  this  seemed  the  most  feasible  ex- 
planation, as  no  one  in  his  senses  would  add  such  a  large 
proportion  as  90  per  cent,  of  an  adulterant  to  any  article. 
In  reply  to  a  remark  by  the  prosecuting  solicitor  that  there 
was  one  constituent  in  the  oil  that  was  harmful  if  taken 
internally,  Mr.  Kirby  stated  that  arachis  oil  is  a  harmless 
oil,  which  has  a  legitimate  use  for  many  purposes,  and 
which  is  officially  employed  in  a  number  of  Pharmacopoeias. 
Its  monetary  value  is  practically  the  same  as  olive  oil,  the 
price  of  olive  being  6s.,  and  arachis  5s.  6d.  per  gal.  The 
Magistrate  said  that  as  the  oil  might  have  been  used  for 
prescriptions  he  could  not  but  regard  the  mistake  as  a 
serious  one.'  He  imposed  a  penalty  of  40s.,  with  14s.  ,6d.

He  pub- 
lished his  experiences  in  book  form  in 
1861,  and  this  led  to  the  Geneva  Con- 
vention in  1864  and  the  foundation  of 
the  Association  of  the  Red  Cross.

Dunant  belonged  to  a  wealthy 
Geneva  family,  but  lost  his  patri- 
mony in  1867,  and  thereafter  lived  in  comparative 
obscurity  and  poverty  until  1895,  when  he  was  discovered 
in  a  Swiss  poor-house.  Then  a  fund  for  his  benefit  was 
established,  and  the  Empress  Marie  of  Russia  gave  him  a 
pension  of  1601.  a  year.  In  1901  he  was  co-recipient  with 
Frederic  Fassey  of  the  first  Nobel  Peace  Prize,  receiving 
4,000/.

Pharmacy  Tax. — The  Norwegian  Storthing  has  now 
issued  regulations  regarding  the  tax  on  pharmacies.  In 
the  case  of  pharmacies  held  as  concessions  sales  up  to 
10,000  kronen  will  not  be  taxed,  and  25  per  cent,  of  the 
total  sales  will  be  exempt  as  representing  articles  obtain- 
able in  trade  outside  pharmacies.  On  the  first  5,000 
kronen  of  the  remaining  sales  returns  a  tax  of  1  per 
cent,  will  be  raised,  on  the  second  5,000  kronen  the  tax 
will  amount  to  2  per  cent.,  and  so  on  up  to  7  per  cent. 
On  sales  returns  of  over  35,000  kronen  the  tax  will  be 
8  per  cent.  In  the  case  of  saleable  pharmacies  one-third 
of  the  total  returns  is  to  be  exempted  and  a  tax  of  from 
1  to  3  per  cent,  charged  on  the  remainder.

He  has  twice  previously  held  the 
office — thirty-three  years  ago  and  in  1897.  He  is  an  Alder- 
man of  the  Corporation,  Chairman  of  the  Tees  Port  Sanitary 
Authority,  a  member  of  the  Tees  Conservancy  Commission, 
the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board,  and  the  North-Eastern  Sea 
Fishery  Board,  Chairman  of  tho  Lifeboat  Saturday  Fund, 
and  for  twenty  years  commanded  the  1st  Volunteer  Battalion, 
Durham  Light  Infantry.

With  the  exception  of  four  or  five 
years  during  which  he  retired  owing  to  pressure  of  business, 
Mr.  Mainprize  has  kept  up  his  connection  with  the  Council, 
being  returned  again  last  November  by  a  record  vote,  the 
highest  in  the  history  of  the  borough.  For  the  last  two  years 
he  has  acted  as  Deputy-Mayor.  In  1892  he  became  a  member 
of  the  East  Riding  County  Council,  and  after  fifteen  years' 
service  was  elected  an  Alderman  of  the  county,  and  in  the 
same  year  was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace.  For  many 
years  he  served  on  the  North-Eastern  Sea  Fisheries  Com- 
mittee. He  is  a  Governor  of  the  Bridlinsrton  Grammar 
School  and  also  of  the  Girls'  High  School.  He  is  an  active 
official  of  the  Primitive  Methodist  Church,  in  which  he  is  well 
known  and  renders  distinguished  service.  Mr.  Mainprize 
also  serves  on  the  East  Riding  Education  Authority  and  the 
Standing  Joint  Committee  (Police).

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Observations  and  Reflections.

The  Outbreak  of  Plague 

in  Suffolk  is  causing  very  considerable 
■uneasiness  in  certain  quarters,  particularly,  it  must  be 
admitted,  in  the  columns  of  the  Press;  but  while  there  is, 
as  was  stated  by  Sir  James  Crichton  Browne  last  week,  a 
call  for  caution  there  is  no  occasion  for  panic.  There  is 
considerable  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  whether  the  plague 
may  'be  expected  to  spread.  Some  authorities  are  of 
opinion  that  there  is  very  little  chance  of  its  making  much 
headway.  They  point  out  that  frequently  during  the  last 
ten  years  plague  has  appeared  in  various  British  and  Con- 
tinental ports,  as  in  Glasgow  in  1901,  and  nothing  very 
dreadful  happened.  Further,  they  say  that  comparatively 
few  people  come  in  contact  with  rats,  and  the  disease, 
when  it  does  break  out,  can  easily  be  isolated.  On  the 
other  hand,  Dr.  Cantlie,  who  had  personal  experience  of 
the  plague  in  Hong-Kong,  thinks  that  if  it  is  not  at  once 
stamped  out  it  may  spread  and  remain  with  us  for  many 
years.  It  is  also  said  that  since  we  have  been  free  from 
plague  for  a  couple  of  centuries  we  are  all  the  more  liable 
to  be  attacked,  and  as  we  possess  little  or  no  power  of  re- 
sistance from  transmitted  immunity,  the  majority  of  the 
attacks  are  quite  likely  to  be  fatal,  especially  if  these  are 
of  the  pneumonic  character  that  has  appeared  in  Suffolk. 
For  these  reasons  some  authorities  are  recommending  pro- 
tection by  inoculation  with  a  vaccine  prepared  from  the 
plague  bacillus,  and  of  course  a  determined  effort  is  being 
made  to  get  rid  of  the  rats. 
How  the  Disease  is  Spread. 

It  has  been  known  for  some  years 
that  the  rat,  by  means  of  the  Cheops  flea,  is  the  great 
spreader  of  the  disease.  When  the  rat  dies  from  plague 
the  flea  seeks  a  new  host — it  may  be  another  rat,  a  dog,  a 
cat,  or  even  a  human  being — and  in  this  way  conveys  the 
plague  from  one  animal  to  another.  It  used  to  be  thought 
that  only  the  black  rat  could  disseminate  the  disease,  but 
this  notion  is  no  longer  tenable,  for  the  black  rat  is  now 
seldom  seen,  save  in  certain  districts  where  it  still  holds 
its  own,  having  been  almost  entirely  displaced  by  the 
Norwegian  or  brown  rat.  The  latter  multiply  with  great 
rapidity,  and  are  most  voracious,  so  that  they  cause  in- 
calculable damage  to  property  and  food,  as  stated  in  the 
C.  &  D.  last  week.  This,  however,  is  a  small  part  of  the 
trouble  compared  with  its  malign  influence  as  a  potential 
and  actual  agent  in  spreading  the  plague.  Scientists  are 
calling  for  the  extermination  of  the  rat ;  but  I  am  doubtful 
if  that  is  possible,  though  much  can  be  done  by  judicious 
and  concerted  action  greatly  to  reduce  its  numbers. 
The  Destruction  of  the  Rat 

in  the  infected  areas  is  a  patriotic 
duty,  and  it  falls  to  the  chemist  to  supply  the  public 
with  the  means  of  destruction.  I  agree  that  in  years  past 
there  has  been  a  disinclination  on  the  part  of  the  average 
chemist  to  push  the  sale  of  rat-poisons,  one  reason  for  this 
being  the  restrictions  that  hamper  our  every  movement 
when  we  are  dealing  with  any  preparation  containing 
strychnine  or  arsenic.  Fortunately  no  such  restriction 
applies  in  the  case  of  the  various  forms  of  rat-virus,  these 
having  been  regarded  up  to  the  present  as  non-poisonous. 
Whether  the  virus  is  as  effective  as  the  old-fashioned 
poison  is  another  matter,  but  at  all  events  every  chemist 
ought  to  take  advantage  of  the  occasion  by  pushing  the 
sale  of  all  kinds  of  exterminators.  Moreover,  we  are  the 
natural  sources  of  supply  for  a  semi-scientific  preparation 
like  rat-virus,  for  the  public  have  many  questions  to  ask, 
one  of  the  mest  common  being  the  inquiry, 


Is  Rat-virus  Harmless  to  Man  ? 

Our  reply  to  that  question 
should  be  "Yes  "  or  "No."  It  depends  entirely,  on  the 
individual  whether  he  would  be  injured  by  the  virus  or 
not.  These  preparations  usually  contain  Gaertner's  bacillus, 
or  an  organism  closely  allied  to  it,  which  is  poisonous  to  the 
rat  but  comparatively  harmless  to  man.  This  bacillus 
belongs  to  the  typhoid  group,  some  of  which  are  very  toxic 
and  some  quite  innocuous.  The  most  toxic  are  the  bacilli 
of  dysentery  and  typhoid,  and  following  these  para- 
typhoid A  and  paratyphoid  B,  both  of  which  produce 
illnesses  resembling  typhoid,  but  not  so  dangerous  or  so  pro- 
longed. Gaertner's  bacillus  comes  next  and  the  various 
members  of  the  colon  series,  and  still  lower  in  the  scale  of 
toxicity  are  bacillus  lactis  aerogencs  and  the  several  lactic- 
acid  bacilli.  The  bacilli  at  the  top  of  the  scale  spend  their 
energies  in  producing  toxins,  and  are  therefore  poisonous  ; 
those  at  the  'bottom  are  chiefly  fermentative,  and  some— 
e.g.,  the  lactic  hacilli— are  quite  harmless,  and  indeed  are 
supposed  to  be  actually  beneficial.  Gaertner's  bacillus 
comes  about  midway  in  the  group,  and  while  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  the  great  majority  of  men,  women,  and  children 
would  not  in  any  way  be  affected  by  it,  it  is  also  true  that 
now  and  again  a  peculiarly  sensitive  case,  with  small  natural 
power  of  resistance,  might  develop  illness,  but  that  illness 
is  rarely  fatal.  The  chances  are  ten  thousand  to  one  against 
anyone  being  affected  by  the  virus,  for  he  would  require  to 
swallow  considerable  quantities  before  it  would  have  any 
effect,  and  even  then  in  most  cases  nothing  would  happen 
save  a  few  days'  diarrhoea  and  a  quick  recovery. 

Applying  for  Situations 

is  not  a  very  pleasant  or  easy  task ; 
but  the  consideration  of  applications  and  the  decision 
between  the  merits  of  different  applicants  are  sometimes 
equally  difficult  and  almost  as  disagreeable,  and  I  sym- 
pathise heartily  with  those  of  your  correspondents  who 
ask  applicants  to  be  a  little  more  explicit  with  regard  to 
their  antecedents.  Their  previous  record  is  really  the  best 
guide  to  a  decision,  and  practically  the  only  thing  that, 
matters ;  their  opinion  of  themselves  and  their  previous 
employers'  opinion  of  them  are  alike  comparatively  negli- 
gible. My  choice  of  an  assistant  would  virtually  be  deter- 
mined by  his  letter  of  application;  a  straightforward, 
business-like  statement  of  facts  would  weigh  a  great  deaL 
more  with  me  than  the  most  vigorous  blowing  of  his  own 
trumpet,  his  protestations  of  energy,  steadiness,  willing- 
ness to  oblige,  and  so  on,  and  I  should  be  rather  repelled 
than  attracted  by  an  enumeration  of  his  "  personal  advan- 
tages." References  are,  of  course,  necessary  in  corrobora- 
tion of  statements  as  to  former  situations;  but  in  other- 
respects  they  are,  according  to  my  experience,  of  very 
little  value. 

The  Ethics  of  Testimonial-giving 

is  a  large  and  intricate  sub- 
ject, and  one  which  does  not  appear  to  have  received  the 
attention  it  deserves.  I  confess  that  I  have  not  always  had 
the  courage  of  my  convictions  with  regard  to  it,  though  I 
have  sometimes  complained,  not  without  cause,  of  similar 
cowardice  in  others.  The  questions  asked  in  applying  for 
a  man's  character  are  occasionally  such  as  scarcely  admit 
of  a  categorical  answer;  and  when  only  general  questions, 
or  none,  are  asked,  it  is  only  in  very  extreme  cases  that  one 
feels  called  upon  or  even  justified  in  volunteering  damaging 
information.  The  best  "reference,"  if  not  the  only  one 
that  is  worth  having,  is  a  long  engagement ;  yet  short  ones 
are  perhaps  as  often  as  not  explicable  on  other  grounds 
than  incompetence  or  bad  character.  It  is  a  little  unfair, 
though  it  may  be  inevitable,  that  the  onus  of  explaining 
them  should  be  thrown  on  the  assistant.  "  An  Assistant 
in  Search  of  a  Situation"  would  be  a  good  subject  for  an 
essay,  and  if  these  columns  were  the  place  for  it  my 
own' memory  would  supply  material  for  one  that  might  not 
be  unamusing.

Editorial  Articles. 

The  Sale  of  Poisons  to  Medical  Men. 

We  have  received  several  inquiries  arising  from  our 
article  on  the  Crippen  case,  printed  in  our  issue  of  Octo- 
ber 29.    In  the  course  of  the  article  we  said  : 

"  It  is  always  well  in  the  sale  of  a  Part  I.  poison  for 
retailers  to  err  on  the  safe  side,  and  insist  upon  the  entry 
of  the  sale  being  attested  by  the  signature  of  the  purchaser, 
whoever  he  may  be.  ..." 

We  are  asked,  "Is  this  really  necessary  when  the  pur- 
chaser is  a  medical  practitioner?  "  The  Pharmacy  Act  is 
not  quite  clear  on  the  point.  By  Section  15  "the  business 
of  wholesale  dealers  in  supplying  poisons  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  wholesale  dealing"  is  not  to  be  interfered  with 
by  the  first  fifteen  sections,  while  Section  17  exempts  from 
entry  in  the  poisons-book  and  labelling  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  seller  "  sales  by  wholesale  to  retail  dealers 
in  the  ordina.ry  course  of  wholesale  dealing."  Retailers 
are  not,  as  a  rule,  wholesale  dealers,  and  that  fact  would 
be  taken  into  consideration  in  the  event  of  a  prosecution 
under  Section  17.  Mr.  Glvn-Jones  says  in  his  book 
(p.  39)  : 

"  As  a  general  rule,  the  wholesale  dealer  in  poisons  deals 
only  with  (a)  persons  who  buy  to  re-sell,  (6)  medical  men, 
and  (c)  others  who  purchase  poisons  for  use  in  their  pro- 
fession or  business  in  such  quantities  as  it  is  the  custom  of 
wholesalers  to  supply.  In  the  absence  of  any  direct  legal 
authority  to  the  contrary,  it  is  probably  correct  to  say  that 
6ales  of  poisons  to  persons  outside  those  classes  are  for 
the  purposes  of  this  section  sales  by  retail,  irrespective  of 
the  quantity  sold,  and  can  only  be  made  by  registered 
chemists  and  druggists." 

This  refers  to  Section  15,  and  we  have  no  guidance  as  to 
Section  17  ;  but  in  September  1907  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
was  summoned  under  Section  17,  at  the  instance  of  the 
police,  for  selling  hydrocyanic  acid  without  entering  the 
sale  in  the  poisons-book.  In  this  case  the  purchase  was 
made  by  a  person  who  professed  to  use  it  in  his  business — 
namely,  making  up  a  cough-mixture — and  the  sale  was 
treated  as  a  wholesale  transaction  by  the  pharmaceutical 
chemist.  In  the  course  of  the  hearing  the  Magistrate  said 
to  the  chemist's  solicitor,  "You  have  to  show  that 
3  drachms  of  prussic  acid  is  wholesale  and  that  the  pur- 
chaser was  a  retail  dealer,"  and  from  this  point  he  did  not 
budge  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  September  14,  1907,  p.  434).  A  regis- 
tered medical  practitioner  is  presumably  a  retail  dealer 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  by  custom  is  entitled 
to  get  medical  goods  at  wholesale  rates.  A  retail  chemist 
accustomed  to  supply  one  or  more  medical  men  regularly 
with  medicines  would  not,  we  think,  be  considered  to 
infringe  the  Statute  by  supplying  them  with  poisons  under 
ordinary  wholesale  conditions ;  but  we  do  not  think  it  wise 
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for  any  chemist  to  supply  by  wholesale  Part  I.  poisons  to 
any  casual  customer  who  claims  to  be  a  registered  medical 
practitioner ;  these  should  be  treated  as  retail  transactions, 
and  the  law  as  to  introduction  of  the  purchaser  and  regis- 
tration of  the  sale  strictly  conformed  to. 

Storage  in  Bond. 

An  examination  straw  thrown  recently  on  the  official 
waters  has  revealed  a  current  which  cannot  but  prove 
interesting  and  instructive  to  manufacturing  chemists  and 
wholesale  druggists.  The  straw  seems  to  be  a  mani- 
festation of  the  desire  of  officialdom  to  consider  the  ques- 
tion of  granting  additional  facilities  for  operations  on 
goods  in  a  bonded  warehouse.  In  the  Excise  Department 
promotion  to  the  higher  posts  depends  in  part  on  a 
competitive  examination,  and  at  the  recent  one  the  follow- 
ing questions  were  given  to  the  candidates  : 

1.  State  what  in  your  opinion  #xe  the  merits  and  de- 
merits of  the  existing  system  of  allowing  dutiable  goods 
to  be  stored  for  an  indefinite  time  in  bonded  warehouses,  and 
of  permitting  operations  on  such  goods  to  be  performed 
therein,  discussing  the  question  as  it  affects  (1)  the  revenue, 
(2)  the  merchant,  and  (3)  the  consumer. 

2.  Discuss  further  the  question  of  granting  additional 
facilities  for  operations  on  goods  in  warehouse,  stating,  if 
you  consider  that  such  should  be  given,  the  conditions  under 
which  they  should,  in  your  opinion,  be  allowed. 

The  second  paragraph  is  the  one  that  claims  the  atten- 
tion of  the  drug-trade.  On  the  face  of  it,  the  representa- 
tions that  have  been  made  by  manufacturing  chemists  and 
others  have  left  a  mark  on  the  official  mind,  and  a  desire 
is  evinced  to  learn  the  views  of  officials  outside  the  chief 
office,  and  so  study  all  the  aspects  of  a  question  which  is 
rapidly  forcing  itself  to  the  front.  It  may  be  that  the 
increased  duty  on  spirits  has  led  merchants  in  other  trades 
to  petition  for  additional  bonded  facilities,  thus  assisting 
the  drug-trade  to  obtain  the  desired  reform  indicated  in  the 
examination  questions.  Whether  this  additional  assist- 
ance has  been  rendered  or  not  we  cannot  say,  but  the 
application  made  on  behalf  of  manufacturers  of  medicated 
tinctures  and  kindred  products  has  achieved  one  thing — it 
has  caused  officialdom  to  think.  The  time  is  ripe  for  an 
official  recast  of  the  principles  governing  the  use  of  bonded 
warehouses.  High  and  higher  duties  constitute  one  of  the 
grounds  for  this  recasting,  and  in  the  case  of  manufac- 
turing chemists,  etc.,  there  is  a  ground  peculiar  to  the 
trade — viz.,  the  non-potable  character  of  the  spirituous 
compounds  produced.  The  gin-drinker  can  have  his  pint 
filled  in  bond,  but  the  regulations  forbid  the  entry  of  the 
medicine  bottle.  How  comes  it  that  the  Excise  have 
helped  the  drinker  but  not  the  sick  man  ?  The  reason  is 
because  the  latter  has  had  in  the  past  no  advocate.  There 
is  a  bottling-wastc  allowance  on  whisky  and  gin  amount- 
ing to  2  per  cent.,  and  looking  nowadays  at  the  unprece- 
dentedly  high  spirit-duty,  a  2-per-cent.  allowance  is  an 
enormous  advantage.  Officialdom  is  dead  set  against  the 
principle  of  manufacture  in  bond,  but  essences,  tinctures, 
hair-washes,  and  medicines  could  at  least  be  brought  into 
bond  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  waste  allowances  and 
so  being  placed  on  an  equality  with  drinkable  spirit.  If 
manufacture  in  bond  is  to  be  prohibited  still,  there  is  the 
question  of  a  manufacturing-waste  allowance  to  be  given 
when  the  essences,  etc.,  are  received  in  bulk  by  the  bonded- 
warehouse  official.  Another  important  factor  is  the 
granting  of  drawback  on  every  essence,  hair-wash,  or  pre- 
paration brought  into  bond  for  bottling  in  which  the 
spirit  is  practically  denatured  by  the  ingredient  used  in 
making  the  preparation.  From  the  Revenue  point  of  view 
this  is  a  very  delicate  matter,  since  safeguards  would  arise 
with  the  object  of  preventing  the  spirit  in  such  duty-free 
preparations  being  extracted  and  used  over  again  for  the 


sole  purpose  of  defrauding  the  lievenue.  Whatever  diffi- 
culties confront  the  chemist  or  the  official,  it  is  not  fair 
on  the  face  of  it  to  put  a  non-potable  spirituous  article  on 
the  same  dutiable  level  with  potable  spirit.  The  drug- 
spirit  trade  is  a  recent  "birth"  into  the  Revenue  spirit 
administration  law,  and  officials  give  the  "youngster" 
gin-treatment  because  no  other  legislative  method  has 
been  as  yet  devised.  With  the  influx  of  new  brains  and 
talent  into  ihe  Custom  House  it  remains  to  be  seen  what 
future  treatment  is  to  be  meted  out  for  all  the  increasing 
spirituous  offspring.  Old  shackles  must  give  way  to  less 
restrictive  ones,  and  there  is  evidence  that  officialdom  feels 
the  need  for  their  removal.  The  spirit  revenue  is  losing 
its  former  great  importance.  No  longer  is  it  pre-eminent 
as  a  revenue-grower,  while  its  potable  importance  is  being 
challenged  by  its  economic  use. 


Foreign  Trade  Record. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  October  are  chiefly  re- 
markable for  the  fact  that  they  establish  fresh  records  in 
our  overseas  trade.  During  October  the  imports  rose  by 
5,400,000/.  to  58,000,000/.,  exports  rose  by  3,800,000?.  to 
37,700,000/..  and  re-exports  by  400,000/.  to  8,000,000/.,  the 
whole  making  a  total  of  103,700,000/.,  or  800,000/.  more 
than  in  October  of  1907,  which  was  the  previous  best  record. 
The  ten  months  (January  to  October)  now  show  that  the

The  features  of  the  October  imports  include  a  gain  of 
3,700,500/.  in  raw  materials  and  partly  manufactured 
articles,  of  which  2,582.000/.  is  for  cotton  alone.  Oil-seeds 
and  the  like  show  the  next  greatest  gain  with  480,300/. 
Food  and  drink  increased  by  870,000/.,  and  in  foreign 
manufactured  goods  the  gain  was  834,800/.,  the  largest 
individual  increase  being  248.200/.  for  metal  goods,  other 
than  iron.  Chemicals,  drugs,  etc.,  account  for  a  modest 
gain  of  67,600/.,  the  month's  imports  being  998,000/.  The 
outstanding  items  in  this  category  include  an  increase  of 
104.572  oz.  in  quinine,  22,960  cwt.  more  of  boron  compounds, 
20.981  cwt,  more  of  coal  products  (not  dyes),  2,099  cwt. 
more  of  tartaric  acid,  1,129  cwt.  more  of  cream  of  tartar, 
and  21,318  cwt.  less  of  sulphur.  On  the  export  side  the 
improvement  of  3,760,000/.  is  mainly  placed  to  the  credit 
of  manufactured  goods,  which  alone  advanced  by  3,267,400/. 
The  increase  was  distributed  over  every  item,  cotton  goods 
absorbing  979,300/.  and  woollens  441,200?.  Chemicals 
were  199,300/.  better,  exports  rising  to  1,698,500/.  In  raw 
materials  exported  there  was  a  decline  of  36,600/.,  although 
oil-seeds,  gums,  etc.,  rose  by  156,000/.  That  the  chemical 
trade  has  had  a  remarkable  prosperous  ten  months'  export 
cannot  be  denied,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  figures  :

THE  CHEMIST  AND  DEUGGIST

The  increase  over  1909,  it  will  be  seen,  is  1,517,361/.  Of 
the  many  items  scheduled  in  the  chemical  group,  there 
are  three  items  only  indicating  a  shrinkage  during  the  year. 
These  are  bicarbonate  of  soda,  copper  sulphate,  and  zinc 
oxide.  The  exports  of  drugs  and  medicines  are  131,876?. 
better,  reaching  1,541,812?.,  figures  which  are  exceedingly 
satisfactory. 

Eucalyptus  Oil  in  Metallurgy. 

Following  upon  a  note  on  this  subject  in  our  issue  of 
November  5,  p.  679,  we  have  had  a  conversation  with  the 
principal  of  Messrs.  Jules  Denoual  &  Co.  in  regard  to  it. 
He  informs  us  that  the  amygdalina  oil  is  used  and  there 
is  quite  a  scarcity  of  that  oil  in  consequence.  The  firm 
.  have  been  supplying  the  Sulphide  Corporation  with  5  tons 
of  the  oil  per  month.  It  is  used  in  treating  refractory 
ores,  which  are  ground  with  water  to  which  a  small  per- 
centage of  amygdalina  oil  is  added,  and  the  effect  of  the 
oil  is  to  bring  the  mineral  particles  to  the  surface.  We 
asked  if  no  other  kind  of  eucalyptus  oil  than  amygdalina 
would  do,  but  this  has  not  been  ascertained.  Messrs. 
Denoual  think  the  amygdalina  is  used  because  it  is 
cheapest.  In  the  meantime  the  oil  is  scarce  and  the  price 
is  going  up. 

The  Year-book  of  Pharmacy. 

The  issue  of  the  "Year-book"  to   members  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  November  estab- 
lishes a  record,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the 
standard  of  the  work  has  not  suffered  in  consequence. 
The  frontispiece  is  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Francis  Ransom, 
who  was  President  at  the  Cambridge  Conference.  The 
book  is  arranged  on  the  same  lines  as  previous  issues,  the 
sections    being  devoted  to  chemistry,   materia  medica, 
pharmacy,  and  a  report  of  the  Cambridge  meeting.  The 
summary  of  the  year,  which  was  formerly  a  feature  of  the 
"Year-book,"  has  been  abandoned.    It  would  have  been 
as  ;well  if  an  indication  had  been  given  of  the  period 
covered  by  the  abstracts.    The  abstracting  seems  to  us  to 
have  been  improved.     The  editor  has  apparently  taken 
our^  hint  and  utilised  original  sources  of  information 
instead  of  employing  abstracts  that  have  filtered  through 
many  pharmaceutical  journals.     The  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings at  this  year's  Conference  include  the  full  papers 
and  the  discussions  as  reported  in  the  C.  &  I),  at  the  time. 
The  Dentists  Bill. 
The  last  issue  of  the  "British  Dental  Journal"  con- 
tains several  communications  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
Bill  to  amend  the  Dentists  Act,   as  well  as  a  further 
editorial  statement  on  the  endeavour  made  by  chemists  and 
druggists  to  protect  their  rights.    The  situation  is  very 
well  put  by  Mr.  Charles  Fox,  L.D.S.,  in  six  points  which 
we  summarise  : 

1.  The  5,000  registered  men  are  unable  to  cope  with  the 
iacreasing  needs  and  demands  of  the  nation,  and  the  public 
care  nothing  for  the  "  status  "  of  any  profession,  but  only  its 
general  utility. 

2.  Our  costly  and  unpractical  methods  of  dental  education 
do  not  turn  out  sufficient  trained  craftsmen  to  fill  the  gaps  of 
time  and  the  greater  claims  of  a  more  hygienic  age. 

3.  The  political  power  of  the  larger  brigade  of  unregistered 
men  and  their  friends  will  prevent  any  legislation  restricting 
the  public  to  our  limited  services. 

4.  While  advocating  a  better  general  education  for  all 
adolescents,  there  is  no  urgent  reason  for  dentists,'  as  such,  to 
be  classical  or  mathematical  scholars  and  dabblers  in  several 
sciences  that  require  a.  life  study  to  master. 

5.  With  an  extended  elementary  education,  say,  until  aged 
fifteen,  and  an  apprenticeship,  with  some  wage-earning,  until 
aged  twenty -one,  we  can  attract  enough  youth  to  our_  calling 
to  furnish  the  public  with  skilled  attention ;  and  if  their 
qualifications  have  been  attained  at  a  cost  within  the  reach 
of  good  artisans,  they  can  live  more  as  artisans,  and  serve 
artisans  at  fees  they  can  pay. 


6.  To  kill  quackery  do  not  compromise  by  roping  in  the- 
present-day  list  and  going  on  in  the  old  sweet  way  of  exclu- 
sion. Create  a  minimum  diploma  that  can  be  gained  by  any 
industrious  handy  lad  from  the  ranks  of  the  people  ;  a  diploma 
that  means  skilled  manipulation  of  the  mouth — a  living  wage. 
Mr.  Fox  is  not  alone  among  dentists  in  so  clearly  realising, 
the  crux  of  the  matter,  and  before  any  amendment  of  the 
Dentists  Act  can  take  place  the  requirements  of  the  public- 
must  be  fully  considered. 

Ambergris. 

Mr.  J.  Y.  Buchanan,  F.R.S.,  in  the  course  of  art 
interesting  article  in  "  Nature  "  on  the  Oceanographical 
Museum  at  Monaco,  mentions  the  skeleton  of  a  cachalot,, 
and  says  : 

'  .  A  healthy  cachalot  is  valued  for  the  spermaceti,  or  wax, 
which  is  contained  in  its  head,  and  a  sick  one  is  still  more 
valued  for  the  ambergris  which  it  may  contain.  This  curious 
substance,  which  has  at  all  times  been  so  highly  esteemed 
in  pharmacy  and  perfumery,  forms  the  subject  of  a  very 
interesting  '  Account  of  Ambergris  '  by  Dr.  Schweidawer,. 
which  was  read  before  the  Royal  Society  on  February  13, 
1783,  and  published  in  the  '  Philosophical  Transactions,' 
vol.  Ixxiii.,  p.  220.  From  his  investigations  it  appears  that 
ambergris  is  a  by-product  of  an  inflammation  of  the  intes- 
tine, which  has  probably  been  started  by  the  '  beaks '  of 
the  cephalopods  which  it  has  swallowed,  for  these  are  the- 
invariable  and  characteristic  ingredient  of  all  genuine 
ambergris.  He  further  states  that  the  whalers  are  con- 
vinced that  the  cachalot  feeds  only  on  squids,  which,  when 
unmutilated,  must  be  of  great  size." 

To  this  we  may  add  that  a  few  years  later,  January  17, 
1791,  a  committee  of  the  Privy  Council  for  Trade  and 
Foreign  Plantations  reported  to  Sir  Joseph  Banks,  Bart., 
President  of  the  Royal  Society,  regarding  a  piece  of 
ambergris  weighing  362  oz.,  found  by  Captain  Coffin  in 
the  body  of  "a  female  spermaceti  whale  taken  on  the- 
coast  of  Guinea."  The  captain  and  Mr.  Champion  were 
requested  to  attend  before  their  lordships  of  the  Privy 
Council,  and  they  were  questioned  in  regard  to  the  origin 
of  ambergris.  Mr.  Champion  informed  their  lordships 
that  the  ambergris  had  been  found  in  a  cow-fish,  and  they 
saw  it  come  out  of  the  fundament  of  the  whale  as  they 
cut  up  the  blubber.  The  following  questions  and  answers- 
then  reported  are  of  interest  : 

Q.  :  In  what  pai't  of  the  whale  did  you  find  the  re- 
mainder ? — A. :  Some  more  was  in  the  same  passage,  and  the 
rest  was  contained  in  a  bag  a  little  below  the  passage  and 
communicating  with  it. 

Q.  :  Did  the  whale  appear  to  be  in  health  ? — A.  :  No,  she 
did  not.  She  seemed  sickly,  had  no  flesh  on  her  bones,  and 
was  very  old,  as  appears  by  the  teeth,  two  of  which  I  have. 
Though'she  was  about  35  ft.  long  she  did  not  produce  above- 
one  ton  and  a  half  of  oil.  A  fish  of  the  same  size  in  good 
health  would  have  produced  two  tons  and  a  half. 

Q.  :  Have  you  observed  the  food  that  whales  generally  feed 
on  ? — A.  :  The  spermaceti  whale  feeds,  as  I  believe,  almos- 
wholly  upon  a  fish  called  squids.  I  have  often  seen  a  whale, 
when  dying,  bring  up  a  quantity  of  squid — sometimes  whole, 
and  sometimes  pieces  of  it.  The  bills  of  the  squid  [some  of 
which  Mr.  Coffin  produced]  were  found,  some  in  the  inside 
and  some  on  the  outside  of  the  ambergris,  sticking  to  it. 

Q.  :  Did  you  ever  find  any  ambergris  floating  on  the  sea? — 
A.  :  I  never  did,  but  others  frequently  have. 
Mr.  Champion  was  also  questioned  and  stated  that 
ambergris  had  lately  sold  at  25s.  an  oz.  The  piece  of 
362  oz.  troy  found  by  him  had  been  sold  at  19s.  Qd.  per  oz. 
by  a  broker,  who  told  Mr.  Champion  that  his  principal, 
who  purchased  about  half,  had  bought  it  for  export  to- 
Germany,  Turkey,  and  France.  The  other  half  was  pur- 
chased by  druggists  in  London. 

Parr's  Pills.— The  death  of  Mr.  Melton  Prior,  of  the 
"  Illustrated  London  News,"  recalls  the  fact  that  Mr.  Herbert 
Ingram,  the  founder  of  the  "  News,"  and  a  brother-in-law- 
named  Cooke  acquired  from  one  Roberts,  a  Manchester 
chemist,  the  recipe  for  Parr's  Life  Pill.  In  May  1842  the 
brothers-in-law  started,  in  premises  in  the  Strand,  the  "  Illus- 
trated London  News,"  with  the  initial  object  of  booming  in 
its  columns  their  life-pill.  From  that  humble  beginning 
the  great  illustrated  weekly  sprang.  Mr.  Herbert  Ingram 
became  M.P.  for  his  native  Boston.

SOME  disappointment  is  felt  and  rather  hastily  expressed 
in  regard  to  the  schedule  of  rates  under  the  Port  of 
London  Act,  1908,  which  came  into  fore©  on  November  1. 
In  so  novel  a  method  of  providing  revenue  this  is,  perhaps, 
not  surprising  ;  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Act 
has  for  its  final  objective  such  far-reaching  aims  that  it 
■could  not  in  the  first  instance  be  worked  other  than  on  a 
tentative  basis.  This  is  clearly  provided  in  Section  13  of 
the  Act,  which  states  : 

"  The  rates  specified  in  the  schedule  shall  bo  such  that,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  amount  of  revenue 
produced  thereby  will,  with  the  other  receipts  on  revenue 
account  of  the  Port  Authority,  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  ex- 
penditure on  all  the  purposes  to  which  the  receipts  of  the 
Port  Authority  on  revenue  account  are  by  this  Act  to  be 
applied,  and  to  provide  a  reasonable  margin  for  contin- 
gencies." 

How  can  it  be  possible  to  determine  the  three  main  points 
•which  must  influence  the  total  rates  collected  in  a  definite 
period  or  the  expenditure  that  may  have  to  be  met  ?  Sec- 
tion 2  of  the  Act  provides  not  only  for  the  maintenance  of, 
3but  the  necessary  improvement  upon  the  docks  and  water- 
ways— an  expense  which  may  be  very  indefinite — while  re- 
cognising that  the  provision  of  interest  on  purchase  con- 
sideration may  be  constant  within  certain  limits. 

But  if  that  side  of  the  account  be  uncertain,  what  must  be 
■said  of  the  credit  side  ?  It  was  estimated  at  the  outset 
that  on  the  existing  business  of  the  Port  of  London  the 
•schedule  first  issued  would  have  produced  nearly  1,200, 000?.  , 
while  only  one-third  of  a  million  sterling  was  thought  to  be 
required.  But  how  could  Lord  St.  Aldwyn,  who  conducted 
the  inquiry  for  the  Board  of  Trade,  or  Sir  Hudson  Kearley 
(now  Lord  Devonport),  who  so  diplomatically  and  with 
such  conspicuous  ability  heard  objections  for  the  Port 
Authority,  determine  either  at  what  total  the  figures  pro- 
visionally agreed  upon  for  the  various  articles  would 
•eventually  work  out  on  existing  business  or  what  diversion 
of  trade  these  new  imposed  burdens  would  cause?  How- 
ever the  rates  may  eventually  answer  their  purpose,  there 
is,  I  hold,  little  cause  for  discontent  for  those  meted  out  to 
the  drug  and  light  and  heavy  chemical  trades,  which  cover 
the  widest  of  fields  in  diversity  of  character  and  money- 
value.  Taking  a  few  concrete  instances,  I  would  point  out 
the  following  as  typical  of  well-considered  treatment  : 
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It  has  been  urged  that  Sir  Hudson  Kearley.  stated  that 
in  all  probability  only  50  per  cent,  of  the  maximum  rates 
would  be  levied,  but  he  reiterated  that  he  could  give  no 
absolute  undertaking,  and  one  must  assume  that  the  figure 
experts  who  have  now  dealt  with  the  matter  have  placed 
65  per  cent,  as  the  safe  minimum  at  present.  I  think 
that  the  two  years'  trial  period  will  show  that  a  fair 
approximation  has  been  made,  and  the  result  will  be  satis- 
factory and  not  in  any  way  irregularly  oppressive. 


Syntheses  in  the  Epinephrine 
Series. 

Part  II.  The  Formation  and  Properties  of  Some  2  :  5.  and  2  : 6- 
Substituted  Pyrazines  and  their  Conversion  into  Amino- 
ketones  and  lmino=diketones. 

By  Frank  Tutin. 


THE  behaviour  of  a  number  of  co-chloroacetophenone 
derivatives  on  heating  with  ammonia  has  been  studied, 
with  the  result  that  it  has  been  rendered  evident  that  these 
compounds  may  be  divided  into  three  classes,  according  to 
the  products  which  they  yield  on  this  treatment.  Thus 
co -chloro-mp-dihydroxyacetophenone,  when  heated  with 
ammonia,  behaves  in  a  normal  manner,  yielding  the  corre- 
sponding amine.  When,  however,  u>  -chloro-p-hydroxy- 
acetophenone,  u-chloro-o-methoxyacetophenone,  or  co-cMoro- 
<yp-dimethoxi/acctophenone  is  heated  with  ammonia,  only 
amorphous  products  result ;  while,  on  similarly  treating 
oi  -chloroacetophenone,  w-chloro  -  p  -  methoxyacetophenone, 
and  u>-chloTO-iap-dimethoxyacetop7ienone,  the  principal  pro- 
duct of  the  reaction  is  a  mixture  of  2  :  5-  and  2  :  6-substi- 
tuted  pyrazines,  in  about  equal  proportions.  2  :  5-Diphenyl- 
pyrazine,  pp' -dimethoxy-2  :  5-diphenylpyrazinc,  mm'pp'- 
tetramethoxy-2  :  5-diphenylpyratine,  and  the  2  : 6-substi- 
tuted  isomerides  of  these  bases  have  thus  been  prepared. 

The  formation  of  2  :  5-diphenylpyrazine  from  o-bromo- 
acetophenone  was  studied  by  Gabriel  ("Ber.,"  1908,  41, 
1127),  who  showed  that  the  reaction  took  place  in  the  follow- 
ing manner,  after  the  replacement  of  the  halogen  by  the 
amino-group  : 
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2  :  5-Diphenylpyrazine. 


It  has  now  been  ascertained  that  the  formation  of  the 
2  :  6-substituted  bases  takes  place  in  the  following  manner, 
the  halogen  in  two  molecules  of  the  original  chloroketone 
being  first  replaced  by  an  imino-group  : 
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/  \ 
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3  :  5-Dihydro- 
2  :  6-diphenyIpyrazine. 
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Diphenacylamine. 
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2  :  6-Diphenylpyrazine. 

It  has  also  been  ascertained  that  the  two  series  of  re- 
actions represented  above  may  be  reversed  by  means  of 
hydriodic  acid_,  2  :  5-diphenylpyrazine  yielding  two  mole- 
cules of  cu-aminoacetophenone  hydriodide,  while  2  :  6-di- 
phenylpyrazine  gives  one  molecule  of  diphenacylamine 
hydriodide  and  one  molecule  of  ammonium  iodide.  Of 
course,  on  heating  the  previously  mentioned  methoxy- 
diphenylpyrazines  with  hydriodic  acid  the  methyl  groups 
are  eliminated,  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  change. 
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This  has  led  to  the  production  of  a  number  of  physiologi- 
cally active  hydroxy-ketonic  bases,  related  to  the  ketone 
derived  from  epinephrine.  For  example,  mm'pp'-ieira- 
methoxy-2  :  5-dipkenylpyrazine  and  the  corresponding  2  :  6- 
substituted  base  have  yielded  oi-amino-mp-dihydroxy- 
aoetophenone  and  mm'pp' -tetraliydroxydiplienacylamine 
respectively.  The  relationship  of  the  last-mentioned  two 
bases  to  the  ketone  derived  from  epinephrine  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  formulas  :

&i-Chloro-op-dimethoxyacetophenone  and  u>  -chloro-o- 
methoxyacetophenone  have  been  converted  respectively 
into  w-amino-oip-dihydroxyacetophenune  and  w-amino-o- 
hydroxyacetophenone  through  the  agency  of  potassium 
phthalimide,  but  only  the  former  of  these  two  hydroxy- 
ketonic  bases  is  physiologically  active. 

The  Absorption    Spectra  of  Some  Substituted 
Pyrazines  and  their  Salts. 
By  F.  Tutin  and  F.  W.  Caton. 


THE  authors  have  examined  the  absorption  spectra  of 
some  of  the  substituted  pyrazines  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding paper  and  certain  of  their  salts.  All  the  bases  were 
found  to  show  absorption  bands  in  the  ultra-violet  region  of 
the  spectrum,  and  a  very  large  shift  of  the  bands  towards 
the  red  end  of  the  spectrum  was  found  to  occur  on  salt- 
formation,  thus  accounting  for  the  development  of  colour 
on  treating  the  bases  in  question  with  acids.  It  was  further- 
more shown  that  the  pyrazines  are  not  monacidic  bases,  as 
has  previously  been  stated,  but  in  reality  yield  two  series 
of  salts.  Many  of  the  diacid  salts  are  very  intensely 
coloured. 

The  Constituents  of  Gelsemium. 

By  Dr.  Charles  Watson  Moore. 


THIS  investigation  had  for  its  object  the  determination  of 
the  constituents  of  gelsemium,  which,  as  officially  recog- 
nised, consists  of  the  dried  rhizome  and  roots  of  Gelsemium 
sempervirens,  Aiton.  The  drug  owes  its  medicinal  value  to 
the  presence  of  certain  alkaloids,  only  one  of  which,  gel- 
semine,  has  been  obtained  in  a  crystalline  state,  and  for 
this  the  formula  C^H^NsOs  is  now  generally  Excepted 
(Spiegel,  "  Ber.,"  1893,  26,  1054).  Gelsemine  is  accom- 
panied in  the  plant  by  an  amorphous  alkaloidal  product 
which  has  been  designated  "  gelseminine,"  and  from  which 
no  crystalline  salts  or  other  deriva-tives  have  been  obtained. 
The  drug  also  contains  a  crystalline,  fluorescent  substance 
which  Schmidt  ("Arch,  der  Pharm.,"  1898,  236,  324)  has 
shown  to  be  a  monomethyl  ether  of  assculetin,  identical  with 
the  "iscopoletin  "  of  Eykmanrt. 

For  the  purpose  of  a  complete  examination  a  concentrated 
alcoholic  extract  of  gelsemium,  representing  about  10.5 
kilos,  of  the  drug,  was  employed.  This  was  mixed  with 
water  and  distilled  with  steam  for  some  hours,  when  a  small 
quantity  of  an  essential  oil  was  obtained.  The  non-volatile 
constituents,  as  obtained  after  treating  the  alcoholic  extract 
with  steam,  consisted  of  a  brown  resin  insoluble  in  water, 
and  material  which  remained  dissolved  in  the  aqueous 
liquid.  The  resin,  amounting  to  about  3.8  per  cent,  of  the 
weight  of  the  drug,  was  mixed  with  purified  sawdust  and 
successively  extracted  with  petroleum  (b.p.  35-50°),  ether, 
chloroform,  ethyl  acetate,  and  alcohol.  The  petroleum 
extract  yielded  pentatriacontane.  CH™;  about  1.5  gram 
of  a  phytosterol,  C*,H.50  (m.p.  136°;  [o]D-40.4°)  ;  a  mix- 
ture of  fatty  acids,  consisting  of  palmitic,  stearic,  oleic,  and 
linolic  acids ;  and  a  trace  of  emodin  monomethyl  ether. 
From  the  ether-extract  a  small  quantity  of  the  dihydric 


alcohol  ipuranol,  C^HasOifOH)*,  was  obtained.  The  chloro- 
form, ethyl  acetate,  and  alcohol  extracts  of  the  resin  were 
entirely  resinous,  and  nothing  definite  could  be  isolated 
from  them.  The  portion  of  the  alcoholic  extract  of  the  drug 
which  was  soluble  in  water  yielded,  on  extraction  with 
chloroform,  about  5  grams  of  scopoletin,  from  which  the 
dibromo-  and  acetyl-dibromo-deiiv&tives  have  been  pre- 
pared. After  the  removal  of  the  scopoletin  the  aqueous  liquid 
was  made  alkaline  with  sodium  carbonate,  and  extracted 
with  ether,  which  removed  the  gelsemine.  This  crystallises 
from  acetone  in  glistening  prismatic  needles,  melting  con- 
siderably higher  than  has  hitherto  been  recorded  (178° 
instead  of  160°),  and  which  has  been  conclusively  shown  by 
the  present  author  to  possess  the  formula  C20H.S2N2O2.  The 
other  alkaloidal  products,  one  of  which  corresponds  to  the 
so-called  "gelseminine"  of  Thompson  and  Cushny,  were 
obtained  by  extracting  the  alkaline  aqueous  liquid,  from 
which  the  gelsemine  had  been  removed,  with  amyl  alcohol. 
A  partial  separation  was  effected  by  taking  advantage  of 
their  different  basisities,  but  no  definite  substance  could 
thus  be  obtained.  The  aqueous  liquid  contained,  further- 
more, a  glucoside  of  scopoletin  and  a  quantity  of  sugar,  the 
latter  yielding  cZ-phenylglucosazone  (m.p.  208°-210'J).

EVENING  MEETING. 

AN  evening  meeting  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.,  on  November  8.  There  was  a  good 
attendance,  and  among  others  present  were  Professor 
Crossley,  Messrs.  E.  M.  Holmes,  F.  A.  Rogers,  E.  Saville 
Peck,  E.  F.  Harrison,  T.  Maben,  Donald  MacKenzie,  and 
Attenborough.  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  took  the  chair  at 
8  p.m.  and  introduced  Mr.  E.  H.  Earr,  F.C.S.,  who  read  the 
first  communication.  This  consisted  of  a  critical  note  on 
several  processes  for  the  determination  of 

The  Alkaloids  in  Colchicum-seeds, 
by  Mr.  R.  Wright,  F.C.S.,  and  himself.  Apologising  for 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Wright  on  account  of  illness,  Mr.  Fare, 
proceeded  to  give  a  short  abstract  of  the  principal  points  of 
the  paper.  They  had  found  as  the  result  of  experiment  that 
the  existing  processes  for  the  determination  of  the  alkaloids 
in  colchicum-seed  are  very  unsatisfactory,  most  of  them 
giving  an  impure  alkaloid.  This  criticism  applies  chiefly 
to  the  U.S. P.  process,  which  gave  a  result  which  contained 
not  more  than  70  per  cent,  of  pure  alkaloid.  The  various 
processes  which  had  been  tried  were  described  in  detail, 
including  a  modified  process  of  the  authors,  and  experiments 
were  cited  which  showed  that  the  alkaloid  obtained  con- 
tained impurities  varying  from  5  to  50  per  cent.  Mr.  Farr 
showed  practically  how  the  pure  alkaloid  is  precipitated 
when  a  chloroform  solution  of  it  is  poured  into  a  large 
volume  of  petroleum  ether.  He  stated  that  the  full  paper 
contained  the  figures  giving  the  assay  of  several  samples  of 
the  seeds,  and  concluded  by  saying  that  he  and  Mr.  Wright 
hoped  in  a  future  paper  to  deal  with  the  pharmacy  of  the 
drug. 

The  President  said  that  the  subject  was  a  very  interest- 
ing one,  especially  to  all  who  suffered  from  gout — (laughter) 
— and  then  proceeded  to  extend  to  Mr.  Farr  a  very  warm 
welcome  back  to  their  meetings  after  his  prolonged  ill- 
ness. (Applause.)  Mr.  Harrison  having  asked  for  some 
particulars  regarding  the  estimation  of  colchicine,  Mr. 
Maben  said  he  wished  to  associate  himself  with  the  Chair- 
man's remarks  and  to  welcome  Mr.  Farr  back  to  these 
meetings.  Speaking  of  the  vast  amount  of  work  done  by 
Messrs.  Farr  and  Wright,  work  of  great  scientific  interest 
and  practical  value,  he  ventured  to  express  the  hope  that 
some  day  soon  one  of  these  gentlemen  would  be  the  recipient 
of  the  Hanbury  Medal.  (Applause.)  Mr.  Farr,  in  reply- 
ing, hoped  he  would  be  spared  to  work  for  many  years  in 
pharmacy,  for  he  liked  the  subject.  He  thanked  them  for 
their  cordial  welcome,  and  thought  that  the  latter  part  of 
Mr.  Maben's  remarks  was  too  highly  coloured. 

The  next  paper,  on  the 
"  Chemical  Examination  of  a  Series  of  Prunus," 
as  it  was  printed  on  the  notice  calling  the  meeting,  was  read 
by  the  author,  Mr.  H.  Finnemore,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.  This 
paper  proved  to  be  highly  technical,  and  it  too  was  read  in 
abstract.  Mr.  Finnemore  said  that  some  two  years  ago  he 
had  found  a  spurious  Virginian  prune-bark,  and  reported  on 
it.  It  was  still  occasionally  found,  but  as  it  did  not  produce 
hydrocyanic  acid  when  treated  with  water,  it  was  quite 
unsuitable  in  pharmacy.  He  had  examined  this  bark 
chemically,  and  from  an  extract  prepared  from  it,  had 
obtained  various  substances  the  principal  of  which  were 
prunetin,  a  glucoside  (a  derivative  of  tri-hydroxy-flavone), 
and  another  substance  which  agreed  with  the  characters  of  a 
glucoside  named  quercemetrin,  obtained  from  cotton- 
flowers.  Mr.  Finnemore's  lucid  description  of  the  compli- 
cated chemical  reactions  was  received  by  the  students 
present  with  great  interest,  and  he  was  awarded  a  round  of 
acclamation  when  he  resumed  his  seat. 

The  third  paper,  which  proved  to  be  the  most  popular  of 
those  read,  was  expounded  in  the  form  of  a  lecture  of  Pro- 
fessor Greenish.    The  subject  was 

The  Drug-room  Beetle  (Sitodrepa  panicla). 

Professor  Greenish  had  ■  Miss  D.  Braithwaite,  Ph.C., 
associated  with  him  in  this  communication,  which  was 
illustrated  with  highly  picturesque  lantern-views.  Pro- 
fessor Greenish  began  by  saying  that  many  of  them  must 


have  noticed  in  summer  on  their  counter  or  their  shelves 
a  little  brown  beetle  moving  about.  If  they  disturbed  it,  it 
would  draw  in  its  legs  and  its  antenna  after  the  manner  of 
its  kind  and  pretend  to  be  dead.  This  is  the  drug  room 
beetle,  and  it  can  easily  be  identified  under  the  microscope. 
He  had  bred  the  beetles  on  taraxacum  root,  of  which  they 
are  very  fond,  but  they  are  found  in  many  other  drugs,  in 
which  they  bore  the  little  holes  which  are  characteristic  of 
what  are  called  wormy  drugs.  The  female  beetle  lays  about 
ten  or  fifteen  eggs,  on  any  drug  or  other  substance  which 
serves  to  provide  the  larvae  with  food.  The  eggs,  though 
very  minute,  are  large  in  comparison  to  the  size  of  the  beetle, 
which  is  only  about  2  millimetres  in  length.  About  a  fort- 
night later  the  eggs  are  hatched  and  the  larvae  proceed  to 
drill  neat  cylindrical  tunnels  into  the  drug,  where  they  make 
a  cavity,  and  after  they  have  been  "  fed  up  "  they  hibernate 
from  August  till  May.  In  the  spring  they  start  feeding 
again,  and  presently  the  larva  passes  into  the  pupa  condition, 
in  which  it  is  entirely  white  with  a  brown  eye.  By  and  by 
the  mature  beetle  emerges  and  the  cycle  goes  on  again.  The 
larvae  are  remarkable  for  their  choice  of  diet,  very  little 
coming  amiss.  Coriander,  ginger,  capsicum,  calumba, 
aconite,  belladonna,  books,  boots  and  shoes,  and,  in  fact, 
anything  but  cast  iron.  When  drugs  which  are  worm-eaten 
are  kept  in  a  box  or  drawer  it  is  found  that  a  large  quantity 
of  powder  usually  collects  in  the  bottom  of  the  box.  The 
authors  had  examined  samples  of  this  powder,  and  they 
found  that  it  consisted  of  the  excrement  of  the  larvae.  In 
the  case  of  ginger-root  this  excrement  is  mostly  starch,  and 
very  little  of  it  is  digested.  It  is  generally  believed  that 
the  beetles  feed  on  starch,  but  Professor  Greenish  thought 
this  is  a  mistake.  The  excrement  from  larva?  fed  on 
taraxacum  showed  undigested  inulin.  If  fed  on  coriander 
the  beetle  eats  the  aleurone  grains,  in  which  there  is  calcium 
oxalate.  If  the  excrement  is  examined  in  this  case  it  is 
found  that  the  nitrogenous  matter  is  digested  and  the 
oxalate  rejected.  The  authors  concluded  that  the  food  of 
larvae  is  nitrogenous  rather  than  carbohydrates.  It  has 
been  said  that  in  worm-eaten  drugs  the  active  constituent 
is  not  eaten,  but  this  is  not  the  case  in  drugs,  such  as  taraxa- 
cum. The  authors  hoped  to  determine  later  whether  badly 
eaten  alkaloidal  drugs  are  richer  or  poorer  in  alkaloid  than 
sound  drugs.  The  life  of  the  beetle  is  only  two  months, 
but  in  that  time  great  damage  is  done,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion Professor  Greenish  spoke  of  a  house  infested  with  the 
cigarette-beetle,  which  became  uninhabitable.  This  beetle 
had  been  traced  to  15  tons  of  turmeric,  which  was  stored 
near  by.  He  had  obtained  some  of  this  turmeric  from  Dr. 
Collingridge,  the  City  of  London  Officer  of  Health,  and 
found  the  beetles  in  it.  The  lecturer  then  detailed  the 
means  by  which  he  detected  the  presence  or  absence  of 
beetles  in  powdered  drugs.  The  wings  of  the  beetle  con- 
tained chytin,  which  resisted  all  kinds  of  solvents  and  even 
mineral  acids,  and  this  property  was  utilised  as  the  basis 
of  this  test  :  Take  some  powder  and  remove  the  fat,  then 
treat  with  strong  hydrochloric  acid  and  wash  with  water  ; 
next  add  sulphuric  acid  and  chromic  acid,  allowing 
them  to  remain  in  contact  for  eighteen  to  thirty-six  hours. 
During  this  time  everything  had  disappeared  save  the  sand 
in  the  drug  and  the'wings  of  the  beetle,  which  are  not 
affected  by  the  acids  even  after  standing  three  weeks.  The 
liquid  was  then  centrifugalised  and  the  residue  collected. 
By  1-his  process  working  on  10  grams  of  drug  a  thousandth 
part  of  a  milligram  of  beetle  could  be  detected.  The  authors 
had  tried  the  process  on  various  spices  and  drugs  to  see  if 
it  was  generally  applicable,  and  they  had  found  beetle- 
remains  in  powdered  nutmegs,  ginger,  coriander,  ergot,  and 
aconite  root.  Powdered  capsicum  and  rhubarb  were  free 
of  beetle.  Considering  the  ubiquitous  nature  of  the  animal, 
discretion  would  require  to  be  exercised  before  condemning 
a  drug  containing  a  small  quantity  of  beetle.  Chittenden 
says  the  beetle  is  not  injurious,  but  Professor  Greenish 
thought  that  drug  containing  beetle  is  not  of  the  nature  and 
substance  demanded  by  the  purchaser. 

Throughout  the  lecture  frequent  lantern-slides  of  various 
beetles  were  shown,  and  the  characters  of  the  drug-room 
beetle  were  beautifully  displayed  and  well  described.  The 
Professor,  who  has  a  very  pleasing  and  humorous  style,  sat 
down  amid  great  applause. 

The  President  having  invited  remarks,  Mr.  E.  F.  Harri- 
son asked  whether  the  beetle  ate  the  resin  of  ginger.  He 
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had  come  across  a  very  worm-eaten  specimen  of  jalap  with  a 
high  percentage  of  resin.  He  had  also  seen  worm-eaten 
gelatin.  Mr.  Finnemorb  wanted  to  know  what  they  could 
■do  to  limit  the  attacks  of  the  insects  ;  and  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes 
wondered  whether  the  beetles  themselves  contained  any 
alkaloid.  He  also  spoke  of  the  destruction  these  pests  work 
in  a  museum,  and  suggested  that  pharmacy  contains  much 
more  of  interest  than  is  usually  recognised.  Analysts  would 
be  glad  to  know  the  process  by  which  the  insects  can  be 
■detected.  As  to  the  means  for  killing  the  insects,  a  little 
chloroform  or  benzin  in  the  bottle  does  that,  but  this  is  of 
no  use  when  they  are  in  boxes. 

Replying  to  the  discussion,  Professor  Greenish  said  he 
•did  not  think  that  beetles  eat  resin,  but  he  was  not  yet  quite 
sure.  Gelatin  would  just  about  suit  them  as  a  food.  Chit- 
tenden recommends  that  2  to  5  oz.  of  carbon  bisulphide  be 
poured  into  a  barrel  and  allowed  to  evaporate.  This  kills 
the  larvas  and  the  beetles,  but  he  was  not  sure  if  it  killed  the 
■eggs.  Perhaps  the  best  plan  would  be  to  collect  these  and 
boil  them.  (Laughter.)  The  damage  was  done  more  by  the 
larvas  than  by  the  beetles  themselves.  He  would  be  glad  to 
receive  specimens  of  beetles  from  anyone  who  chose  to  send 
them. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President  a  very  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  to  all  concerned  in  the  writing  of  the  three  papers 
was  given  with  acclamation,  and  the  company  thereafter 
adjourned  about  9.40  to  the  examination-hall  for  refresh- 
ments.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday,  November  2.  Mr.  D.  M.  Watson  (Vice- 
President)  was  in  the  chair,  the  President  (Sir  Wm.  J. 
Baxter)  being  unavoidably  absent.  The  following  members 
■of  the  Council  were  also  present  :  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh.  Dr.  M.  It. 
Whitla,  Dr.  Chas,  J.  B.  Dunlop,  Messrs.  W.  F.  Wells,  G.  D 
Beggs,  Wm.  J.  Hardy,  Henry  V.  Goldon,  Thos.  N.  Moffitt, 
James  Tate,  R.  Blair,  Thomas  Batt,  J.  Burnett,  Wm.  Doig, 
J.  H.  Bowden,  James  Michie,  and  John  Smith. 

Correspondence. 

The  Registrar  read  letters  from  Dr.  Dunlop  (thanks 
for  the  Council's  sympathy),  the  Under-Secretary,  Dublin 
Castle  (the  Lord  Lieutenant  had  decided  not  to  interfere 
in  the  case  in  which  Mr.  F.  T.  Smith,  Larne,  was  fined  for 
breaches  of  the  Pharmacy  Act),  and  from  Messrs.  A.  &  J. 
Robinson,  solicitors  (reporting  that  Mr.  Joseph  Dawson, 
Maynooth,  had  been  fined — see  C.  i-  D.,  October  29,  p.  650). 
The  Solicitors  suggested  that  greater  publicity  should  be 
given  to  such  cases,  and  added  :  "  Sergeant  Dufficey,  who 
■collected" the  evidence  in  this  and  Buckley's  case,  acted  with 
great  tact,  energy,  and  discretion,  and  we  think  it  right  to 
mention  this  for  the  information  of  the  Council." 

The  Chairman  said  this  was  the  first  case  they  had  in 
Ireland  in  which  the  defendant  was  a  licensee  under  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  The  defendant  appeared 
to  have  had  an  idea,  as  a  great  many  others  licensed  under 
that  Act  had,  that  a  licensee  could  sell  any  poison,  whereas 
he  could  only  sell  nicotine  and  arsenic. 

The  question  of  considering  the  steps  which  might  be 
taken  to  give  greater  publicity  to  prosecutions  of  this  kind 
was  referred  to  the  Law  Committee,  and  it  was  decided  to 
bring  Messrs.  Robinson's  reference  to  Sergeant  Dufficey 
under  the  notice  of  the  Inspector-General  of  the  Royal  Irish 
Constabulary. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Fawcett  Maxwell,  M.P.S.I., 
resigning  the  examinership  for  the  qualification  of  assistants 
to  pharmaceutical  chemists.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Smith, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Michie,  it  was  decided  to  accept  Mr.  Max- 
well's resignation. 

Preliminary  Registration. 
Communications  were  received  from  Miss  Elizabeth  M. 
White,  Messrs.  T.  L.  Dolan,  M.  Harris,  W.  P.  Keane,  and 
J.  M.  Poots,  submitting  certificates  of  other  bodies  and 
desiring  preliminary  registration. 


A  certificate  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Robert  Henry  Orr,  Ph.C, 
of  Omagh,  was  received. 

Examiners'  Reports. 
_  Reports  were  received  from  the  examiners  upon  the  Pre- 
liminary, Pharmaceutical  Licence,  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sistant, and  Registered  Druggist  examinations.  Dr.  H.  J. 
Barnes,  Dublin,  and  Mr.  James  Guiler,  Belfast,  who  are 
retiring  from  their  examinership,  wrote  appropriately  to. 
this  effect. 

Reports  from  the  Law  Committee  and  the  House  Com- 
mittee were  also  received.

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  seconded  by  Dr.  Whitla, 
Mr.  Robert  Bates,  Brook  House,  Strabane,  co.  Tyrone,  was 
nominated  to  membership. 

Pharmaceutical  Assistant  Examination. 
Dr.  Walsh  proposed  : 

"  That  the  Council  consider  the  advisability  of  modifying 
the  term  of  service  required  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Assis- 
tant examination." 

He  said  he  moved  the  resolution  in  a  nebulous  form  because 
the  matter  was  one  that  required  careful  consideration..  It 
struck  him  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Assistant  examination 
was  almost  a  dead  letter.  They  had  three  candidates  this 
time,  and  they  sometimes  heard  of  two  presenting  them- 
selves for  it.  As  there  were  four  years  at  pharmacy  required 
for  it,  they  all  said  that  when  they  had  put  in  four  years  they 
might  as  well  go  for  the  Licence  examination.  Men  who 
came  from  the  country  and  who  had  not  time  to  take  out 
these  lectures  thought  that  it  was  not  worth  their  while 
to  go  in  for  the  Assistant  examination,  and  after  they  had 
taken  out  these  lectures  they  presented  themselves  for  the 
Final  examination.  The  matter  had  been  brought  before  the 
Council  on  a  former  occasion,  and  the  Council  had  decided 
that  they  could  not  see  their  way  to  license  anybody  to  take 
permanent  charge  of  a  place  unless  he  had  spent  at  least  four 
years  at  the  business.  He  had  brought  it  up  again,  thinking 
that  the  opinion  of  the  Council  might  have  altered  in  the 
meantime,  and  that  they  might  allow  a  man  after  he  had 
spent  two  or  three  years  at  the  business  to  go  in  for  the 
Assistant  examination.  If  they  thought  of  having  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  Intermediate  examination,  which  Sir 
John  William  Moore  suggested,  they  might  arrange  that  it 
should  embrace  assistants  and  that  anybody  who  passed 
would  be  a  qualified  assistant,  and  that  the  next  step  should 
be  the  Licence  examination.  As  matters  were  at  present  the 
Assistant  examination  might  as  well  not  be  in  existence  at 
all ;  and  that  was  a  great  pity,  because  they  knew  that 
there  were  a  great  many  places  throughout  the  country  that 
were  being  run  to  a  great  extent  by  completely  unqualified 
men.  If  after  serving  a  couple  of  years  at  pharmacy  men 
had  an  opportunity  of  getting  this  examination,  and  if  the 
Society  saw  that  it  was  carried  out  properly,  they  would  have 
a  great  many  qualified  assistants  throughout  the  country. 
He  would  ask  the  Council  to  give  the  matter  their  con- 
sideration. 
Dr.  Dunlop  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Michie  said  he  did  not  think  it  would  be  feasible  to 
manage  an  establishment  after  two  years'  experience.  He 
thought  it  would  be  a  very  dangerous  precedent  to  allow 
that.  If  they  allowed  men  to  get  qualified  for  the  Assistant 
examination  after  two  years  they  abolished  the  four  years' 
apprenticeship.  Less  than  four  years  was  useless  to  enable 
anyone  to  get  into  the  business. 

Mr.  Blair  said  he  would  be  in  favour  of  Dr.  Walsh's 
proposition  and  would  .allow  them  to  go  in  for  the  Assistant 
examination  after  two  years. 

Mr.  Hardy  said  that  some  time  ago  he  wanted  three  of  his 
assistants  to  go  in  for  the  Assistant  examination  so  that  in 
the  event  of  his  being  from  home  a  qualified  assistant  might 
always  be  on  his  premises.    Only  one  CDr.ser.ted.    The  other 
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two  refused  point  blank.  They  said  it  was  only  waste  of 
money. 

Mr.  Wells  said  it  seemed  to  him  that  it  would  be  a  very 
serious  matter  to  take  a  young  lad  who  had  served  two  years 
to  the  chemist's  business  and  put  him  in  charge  of  a  chemist's 
shop.  In  most  establishments  the  young  fellow  did  no  com- 
pounding for  the  first  two  years.  He  served  three  years  at 
the  general  business  and  then  during  the  last  year  he  got 
into  the  compounding  department.  Dr.  Walsh  was  not  quite 
correct  in  saying  that  the  Assistant  examination  was  not 
made  use  of.  One  hundred  and  twenty-three  had  taken  this 
qualification  in  nineteen  years.  (Laughter.)  The  members 
of  the  Society  themselves  had  the  thing  in  their  own  hands. 
He  would  venture  to  say  that  out  of  the  first  forty  or  fifty 
who  passed  a  great  many  came  from  his  establishment.  He 
made  an  arrangement  with  young  men  who  came  to  him  that 
they  should  get  the  Assistants'  qualification,  and  they  were 
very  glad  to  do  it  if  they  received  a  little  more  pay.  It  would 
not  raise  the  status  of  the  Society  if  they  put  the  brand  of 
qualification  on  a  young  man  after  two  years,  and  he  hoped 
the  Council  would  not  do  it. 

Mr.  Blair  :  Before  you  put  the  brand  on  the  two  years' 
man  he  must  pass  the  examination. 

Mr.  Wells  asked  how  many  of  those  present  had  a  young 
man  of  two  years'  experience  at  compounding  ? 

Dr.  Whitla  said  he  thought  that  Dr.  Walsh  in  the  position 
he  had  taken  up  was  considering  the  country  as  well  as  the 
cities.  He  knew  that  it  was  the  habit  in  small  towns  in 
different  parts  of  the  country  for  apprentices,  at  the  end  of  a 
couple  of  years,  to  be  left  in  charge  of  a  place.  It  came  to 
be  a  necessity  in  many  instances,  and  he  did  not  think  there 
was  anything  very  wrong  in  it.  He  thought  that  if  the 
suggestion  of  Dr.  Walsh  was  adopted  they  would  find  that  a 
great  many  more  would  go  in  for  the  Assistant  examination. 
He  thought  it  would  be  a  great  matter  if  the  number  of 
years  apprenticeship  was  reduced  to  two  or  three — three 
would  be  the  better.  As  a  result  of  his  experience  of  phar- 
macists throughout  the  country,  he  was  quite  in  favour  of 
Dr.  Walsh's  proposal. 

Mr.  Hardy  :  The  assistant  who  goes  for  this  examination 
cannot  possibly  get  through  unless  he  displays  a  certain 
knowledge  of  what  he  is  being  examined  in.  He  must  come 
up  to  the  standard  of  the  examination  before  he  is  passed. 

Mr.  Wells  :  It  is  going  back  to  the  days  when  you  had  no 
apprenticeship. 

Dr.  Walsh  :  Some  will  know  as  much  in  two  years  as 
others  in  four. 

Mr.  Goldon  :  Dr.  Walsh  thought  the  Council  should 
consider  it  in  connection  with  Sir  John  William  Moore's 
Intermediate  examination.  If  they  did  decide  on  having  an 
Intermediate  examination  it  would  cover  both.  Those  who 
passed  the  Intermediate  examination  would  be  qualified  to 
act  as  assistants. 

Mr.  Wells  :  You  will  have  to  have  another  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

Mr.  Goldon  :  Could  we  have  an  examination  for  assistants 
after  two  years  ? 

Mr.  Wells  :  Any  time  after  passing  the  Preliminary. 

Mr.  Goldon  :  Assistants  like  to  serve  two  years'  appren- 
ticeship, and  then  they  hang  on  for  two  years.  They  like 
to  be  paid  after  two  years.  Was  there  any  limit  of  age  for 
presenting  themselves  for  the  Preliminary  examination  ? 

Mr.  Wells  :  At  ten  years  old  they  may  pass  it.  There 
used  to  be  a  limit  which  they  could  not  come  in  under. 

Mr.  Goldon  :  Is  there  any  limit  for  the  assistants  ? 

Mr.  Wells  :  No. 

The  Chairman  :  If  it  is  considered  that  four  years  is 
necessary  for  mere  apprenticeship,  why  should  it  be  less  for 
a  qualification  which  entitles  a  man  to  take  charge  of  a 
pharmacy  ? 

Mr.  Hardy  :  But  only  temporary  charge. 

The  Chairman  :  Temporary  charge  can  be  elongated  into 
the  fortnight's  holiday  of  the  principal. 

Mr.  Michie  :  He  would  be  qualified  to  sell  poisons. 

The  Chairman  said  that  examination  was  nothing  like  the 
same  test  that  education  was.  (Hear,  hear.)  Another 
point  lost  sight  of  was  that  most  men  who  went  in  for  the 
Licence  examination  had  served  more  than  four  years.  A 
great  number  of  them  could  have  taken  it  a  great  deal  sooner 
than  they  did.  The  remedy  in  the  matter  of  our  Assistant 
examination  rested  more  with  the  employers  than  with  the 


assistants.  Of  course  they  could  not  compel  men  to  go  in  for 
the  Assistant  examination.  But  if  it  became  known  that 
the  employers  were  more  particular  about  getting  qualified 
assistants  and  were  prepared  to  pay  a  little  more  to  get  them 
they  would  have  more  men  coming  in  for  the  examination. 

Mr.  Michie  :  It  would  be  well  that  the  employer  should 
pay  the  fees. 

Mr.  Wells  :  If  you  give  him  61.  or  8?.  more  in  the  year  you 
pay  the  fees. 

The  Chairman  :  Dr.  Walsh's  motion  only  refers  to  the 
term  of  service.  If  he  would  allow  it  to  be  altered  to  refer 
to  considering  a  general  modification  of  the  examination  it 
might  meet  with  more  general  agreement. 

Dr.  Walsh  said  his  usual  plan  had  been  that  when  he  took 
apprentices  they  came  to  him  for  four  years,  and  he  got  a  fee 
from  them.  He  told  them  that  at  the  end  of  two  years  they 
could  go  in  for  the  Assistant  examination  at  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall,  and  if  they  passed  he  gave  them  a  salary  for  the 
balance  of  the  time  of  their  apprenticeship.  He  would  much 
prefer  if  they  had  an  examination  like  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's. 

Mr.  Smith  said  this  was  a  very  important  point,  and  had 
been  considered  some  time  ago  at  one  of  their  annual  meet- 
ings. He  thought  the  opinion  was  decidedly  against  reduc- 
ing the  term  of  service  for  the  simple  reason  that  it  would 
give  candidates  an  initial  qualification,  at  all  events  in  the 
eyes  of  the  public,  to  retail  poisons  and  to  conduct  the 
business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  was  supposed  to- 
be  a  thoroughly  competent,  thoroughly  trained  and  ex- 
amined individual.  For  that  reason  the  annual  meeting,  he- 
believed,  some  years  ago  rejected  a  resolution  that  the  term 
should  be  reduced  to  three  years.  He  must  confess  that 
personally  he  had  a  feeling  that  there  should  be  some  induce- 
ment held  out  to  the  candidates  to  go  in  for  this  examination. 
He  had  suffered  on  more  than  one  occasion  financially 
through  assistants  refusing  to  go  in  for  the  Assistant  ex- 
amination because  they  were  preparing  for  the  Licence  ex- 
amination. In  the  case  of  his  apprentices  they  were  anxious 
to  go  in  for  the  examination  the  moment  the  four  years 
were  up ;  and  when  they  passed  the  examination  he  com- 
pensated them  by  way  of  an  increase  of  salary.  He  knew 
that  several  men  in  his  employment  were  qualified  as 
assistants  before  they  were  twenty  years  of  age.  As  regards; 
reducing  the  term  to  two  years,  he  should  say  that  that  would 
be  altogether  out  of  keeping  with  the  responsibility  involved 
in  the  Assistants'  qualification.  So  far  as  he  was  concerned 
he  thought  they  ought  to  stick  to  the  four  years,  and  that 
they  should  not  give  way  on  that  point.  Young  men  should, 
however,  get  every  inducement  to  go  in  for  the  Assistant 
examination. 

Dr.  Walsh  did  not  press  his  resolution  to  a  division  ;  and 
the  question  raised  by  it  was  referred  for  consideration  to 
the  Law  Committee. 

Election  of  Examiners. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Beggs,  seconded  bv  Mr.  Smith. 
Mr.  J.  Armstedt  Pay,  B.A.,  T.C.D.,  M.P.S.I.,  15  Nassau 
Street,  Dublin,  was  elected  an  examiner  to  conduct  the 
Science  portion  of  the  Preliminary  examination.  There 
were  three  other  candidates. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  seconded  bv  Dr.  Whitla. 
Professor  James  S.  Ashe.  L.R.C.P.&S.L.  F.C.S., 
M.P.S.I.,  21  Waterloo  Road,  Dublin,  was  elected  an 
examiner  to  conduct  the  Materia  Medica  and  Botany  Divi- 
sion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination.  There 
were  four  other  candidates. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  James  Tate,  seconded  by  Mr.  Wm. 
Doig,  Mr.  James  Dundee,  M.P.S.I.,  95  University  RoadT 
Belfast,  was  elected  an  examiner  to  conduct  the  Registered 
Druggist  examination. 

There  were  three  other  candidates.

Malaga  Exports. — According  to  the  British  Consul  at 
Almeria.  there  were  no  exports  of  colocynth  from  that  port 
during  1909,  the  exports  in  1908  being  valued  at  37/.,  or 
1  metric  ton.  Of  anise  the  exports  were  valued  112?.,  or 
3j  metric  tons,  against  645?.,  or  20  metric  tons,  in  1908.  The 
beeswax  exports  were  3  metric  tons  (390?.),  against  4  tons,  or 
500?.,  in  1908  ;  and  of  olive  oil  13  metric  tons  (689?.)  were 
exported,  against  110  metric  tons  (4,400?.)  in  the  previous  year. 
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London  Section. 

THE  opening  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  Bur- 
lington House,  London,  W.,  on  Monday  evening, 
November  7,  Mr.  E.  Grant  Hooper,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S. 
(Chairman),  presiding. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Eeid  (President  of  the  Society)  at  the  outset 
of  the  proceedings  extended,  on  behalf  of  the  members, 
a  hearty  welcome  to  Mr.  Hooper  as  the  new  Chairman, 
assuring  him  that  he  would  have  their  cordial  support 
during  his  term  of  office. 

The  Chairman  briefly  acknowledged  the  hearty  reception 
accorded  him,  and  remarked  that  during  the  past  two 
years  the  chair  had  been  occupied  by  a  gentleman  of  ex- 
ceeding energy,  great  ability,  and  the  cheeriest  and  nicest 
disposition.  (Applause.)  Dr.  Lewkowitsch  had  success- 
fully carried  through  the  arrangements  for  the  general 
meeting  of  the  Society  in  London,  and  for  the  first  visit 
to  England  of  "the  International  Congress  of  Applied 
Chemistry.  (Applause.)  For  these  and  many  other  ser- 
vices they  were  indebted  to  that  gentleman,  and  he  took 
the  occasion  to  propose  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  him. 

Dr.  Lewkowitsch,  in  a  sentence  thanked  the  members 
for  acknowledgment  of  his  serviecs. 

The  Chairman  reminded  the  members  that  since  last 
they  met,  the  Society  had  lost,  through  an  untimely 
accident,  one  of  their  oldest  and  most  respected  Asso- 
ciates, Mr.  Oscar  Guttmann,  who  had  been  a  regular 
attender  at  the  meetings  and  a  frequent  contributor  to 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society.  An  expression  of  regret 
and  sympathy  had  been  forwarded,  in  the  name  of  the 
Society,  to  his  family.  The  members,  he  felt  sure,  would 
join  with  him  in  deploring  the  great  loss  the  London  Section 
had  sustained. 

Those  present  acquiesced  with  the  Chairman  by  stand- 
ing up  in  silence. 

Relation  of  Chemical  Industry  to  Metallurgy. 
Mr.  Arthur  C.  Claudet  read  a  paper  on  this  subject. 
In  the  course  of  this  he  said  that  at  present  the  boundaries 
of  chemical  industry  and  metallurgy  may  be  regarded  as 
having  met  and  to  a  large  extent  overlapped.  So  much 
is  this  the  case  that  one  often  scarcely  knows  whether  a 
process  is  chemical  or  metallurgical.  He  therefore  re- 
garded it  as  desirable  that  the  members  of  these  two 
industries  should  become  more  intimately  associated  than 
they  are  at  present,  so  that  the  most  rapid  progress  might 
be  made  and  the  greatest  value  obtained  from  each.  Pro- 
ceeding, he  showed  that  the  successful  metallurgist  must 
of  necessity  also  be  a  technical  chemist  of  no  superficial 
order,  and  pointed  out  that  the  utilisation  of  by-products 
from  smelting  processes  occupies  the  attention  of  the 
chemist  much  more  than  formerly.  Arsenic  is  collected  in 
large  quantities  in  the  form  of  white  arsenic  from  the 
flues  of  smelting-furnaces,  and  is  a  valuable  by-product, 
especially  in  the  calcination  of  Cornish  tin  ores.  Coke 
ovens  and  blast-furnace  gases  yield  by-products  of  great 
value  to  the  chemist,  of  which  ammonium  sulphate  is  an 
example.  The  success  of  the  shale-oil  industry  depends 
largely  upon  the  profits  derivable  from  the  ammonium  sul- 
phate and  of  the  utilisation  of  blast-furnace  gases  both 
as  a  source  of  energy  and  for  the  manufacture  of  sul- 
phuric acid.  Having  described  the  cementation  process 
carried  on  on  cupriferous  iron  pyrites  at  mines  in  Southern 
Spain,  Mr.  Claudet  mentioned  that  after  their  copper- 
contents  have  been  extracted,  the  pyrites-heaps  are  sold  to 
sulphuric-acid  works,  whence,  after  burning  out  their 
sulphur-contents,  their  oxide-residues  are  sold  to  iron- 
works to  be  smelted.  The  process  seems  simple,  but  it  has 
its  complications,  and  the  chemist  must  thoroughly  under- 
stand the  reactions  in  order  to  keep  the  costs  down.  It 
is  again  necessary  that  the  chemist  should  know  the 
metallurgical  treatment  of  his  products  in  order  to  have 
some  control  on  the  prices  offered  for  them.  His  object 
should  be  to  deliver  them  as  free  as  possible  from  im- 
purities, which  if  present  would  detract  from  the  value 
he  should  receive  for  them.  Nowadays  the  chemist  plays 
an  important  part  in  the  recovery  of  sulphur  from  the 
furnace-gases  during  the  smelting  of  copper.    This  had 


been  forced  on  the  chemist  on  account  of  the  devastating 
effects  produced  by  the  sulphurous-acid  gases  on  vegeta- 
tion. During  the  last  few  years  these  deleterious  gases 
have  been  turned  to  account,  and  large  Quantities  of  sul- 
phuric acid  are  now  made  from  them.  Mr.  Claudet  men- 
tioned the  cyanide  process  of  gold-extraction  as  an  instance 
of  the  help  the  chemist  can  give  to  the  metallurgist.  It 
is  purely  chemical  in  its  character,  but  by  its  aid  the 
extraction  of  the  precious  metal  from  ores  is  increased 
with  corresponding  profit.  Without  this  process  the 
gold  obtained  from  the  Rand  would  be  20  to  30  per  cent, 
less  than  the  present  extraction.  At  the  outset  of  the 
process  potassium  cyanide  cost  4s.  per  lb.  Thanks  to  the 
aid  of  the  industrial  chemist,  the  cost  is  now  nearer  to  6d., 
while  the  loss  in  consumption  has  been  reduced  to  but  a 
few  ounces  per  ton  of  ore.  It  has  been  stated  that  the 
total  cost  of  extracting  gold  from  one  ton  of  ore  for 
cyanide  of  potassium,  power,  and  labour  only  amounts 
to  lid. 

Discussion. 

The  Chairman,  in  opening  the  discussion,  said  that  if 
the  paper  did  nothing  else,  it  directed  the  attention  of  the 
student  to  the  very  wide  field  still  available  for  the  study 
of  inorganic  chemistry. 

Professor  Carlisle  thought  that  metallurgy  and  chemistry 
are  one  and  the  same  thing.  Indeed,  he  thought  that 
metallurgy  might  be  regarded  as  the  mother  of  chemistry, 
for  in  the  very  earliest  days  of  history  they  learned  how 
to  extract  metals  from  the  ores ;  and  it  still  is  the  greatest 
branch  of  chemistry. 

Professor  Turner  and  Mr.  Harper  having  spoken, 
Professor  Huntingdon  said  that  it  was  largely  organic 
chemistry  that  came  forward  for  discussion  at  the 
Chemical  Society,  and  there  they  seldom  heard  of  points 
such  as  were  brought  forward  at  that  meeting.  In  re- 
ferring to  smelting  with  gold  and  silver  ores,  the  reader 
of  the  paper  evidently  had  not  the  pluck  to  include  silver 
and  gold  as  among  the  impurities  of  the  ore  which  he 
enumerated.  Yet  it  was  obvious  that  they  were  just  as 
much  impurities  as  whisky  is  in  water.    (Loud  laughter.) 

Mr.  Rose,  Professor  Cox,  Mr.  Lake,  Mr.  Rosenheim, 
Mr.  Steitihart,  Mr.  Reid,  Mr.  D.  A.  Lewis,  Dr.  Divers, 
and  Mr.  Gordon  Salomon  also  spoke.  The  last-mentioned 
gentleman  stated  that  a  reduction  of  a  penny  in  the  pound  of 
potassium  cyanide  represented  70,000Z.  a  year  to  those 
engaged  in  the  gold  industry  of  South  Africa  alone. 


Manchester  Section. 

The  new  session  of  this  section  was  opened  at  the  Grand 
Hotel  on  November  4,  when  Professor  Sheridan  Delepine 
gave  a  lecture  on  chemical  disinfectants  from  the  bacterio- 
logical and  hygienic  point  of  view.  The  problem  of  dis- 
infection, he  said,  is  more  complicated  than  is  generally 
supposed.  In  principle  it  is  simple  enough.  Infectious 
diseases  and  fermentation  are  due  to  living  microbes,  and 
by  killing  these  microbes  or  rendering  them  inactive  the 
spread  of  infection  may  be  stopped.  It  may  therefore  be 
said  that  chemical  disinfectants  are  substances  which  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  infection  by  bringing  about  the  death 
of  the  living  organisms  which  cause  infection.  But  it  is 
not  always  easy  to  distinguish  between  the  results  brought 
about  by  the  death  of  the  infecting  microbes  and  those 
caused  by  a  suspension  or  inhibition  of  their  activities. 
Certain  products  have  the  power  even  in  very  minute  doses 
to  arrest  the  multiplication  and  other  activities  of  bacteria 
so  completely  that  perfect  sterilisation  is  simulated.  Sub- 
stances acting  in  that  way  are  generally  termed  "  anti- 
septics," and  are  only  inhibitory  agents.  The  same  pro- 
duct may  in  small  doses  act  as  an  antiseptic,  and  in  larger 
doses  as  a  disinfectant;  in  fact,  this  is  usually  the  case. 
Microbes  which  have  been  kept  in  a  state  of  suspended 
activity  by  the  action  of  an  antiseptic  may,  when  the 
material  containing  them  is  mixed  with  other  products  or 
simply  diluted,  begin  to  multiply  again.  Professor 
Delepine  showed  by  means  of  diagrams  how  the  efficacy 
of  various  disinfectants  is  affected  by  the  kind,  quantity, 
and  state  of  the  microbe,  the  composition,  quantity,  and 
state  of  the  associated  matter,  the  duration  of  exposure, 
the  temperature  of  exposure,  and  the  degree  of  dilution  or 
division  of  the  disinfectant. 
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Winter  Session. 


Association  President. 

Mr.  Richard  Feaver  Clarke,  J. P.,  the  new  President  of  the 
North  Kent  and  District  Pharmacists'  Association,  has  since 

its  foundation  been  identified 

  with  it  as  honorary  secretary. 

In  fact,  Mr.  Clarke  is  the 
father  of  the  Association, 
and  no  member  has  worked 
harder  to  foster  and  en- 
courage fraternal  feeling 
among  the  chemists  of  Kent. 
Mr.  Clarke  is  a  native  of 
Wincanton,  Somersetshire, 
where  he  was  born  sixty- 
seven  years  ago.

S.  H.  Plattin,  W.  F.  Wood,  H.  C.  Prince,  H.  A,  Dickinson, 
E.  E.  Dickenson. 

W.U.  A.P.— The  Newcastle  branch  met  on  November  8  in 
the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Northumberland  Street,  with  Mr. 
John  Knox  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  erood  attendance.  A 
paper  was  read  by  the  President  (Mr.  William  Stephenson)  on 
"An  Eighteenth-century  Medical  Man,  with  Sketches  of  the 
Life  of  Smollett."  The  lecture  was  not  of  a  pharmaceutical 
character,  but  it  was  of  considerable  general  and  literary 
interest.  The  lecturer  compared  the  conditions  of  the 
eighteenth  century  with  those  which  exist  now,  and  showed 
that  Smollett  was  considerably  in  advance  of  his  time  when  he 
criticised  the  system  of  hydropathic  cures  as  it  then  existed. 

Dewsbury  Pharmaceutical  Association.—  A  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Church  House,  Dewsbury,  on  November  7, 
Mr.  R.  Broadhead,  President  (Batley),  in  the  chair.  There 
were  also  present  Messrs.  J.  Day,  R.  Gledhill,  G.  N. 
Gutteridge.  and  G.  Butterfield  (Dewsbury),  A.  B.  Barker 
(Heckmondwike),  W.  Blakelev  (Birstall),  S.  N.  Pickard 
(Ossett),  Mortimer  (Batley),  and  G.  Walker,  Secretarv  (Dews- 
bury). A  long  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  duties  of 
Divisional  Secretaries  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
President  considered  the  position  to  be  faulty,  and  Mr.  S.  N. 
Pickard  said  the  duties  are  occasionally  unpleasant.  He 


especially  referred  to  the  work  since  the  1908  Act  came  into 
force.  Mr.  R.  Gledhill  considered  that  the  duties  of  the 
Divisional  Secretaries  were  based  upon  an  entirely  wrong 
principle,  and  Mr.  A.  B.  Barker  also  spoke  on  similar  lines. 
Mr  Pickard  moved  a  resolution  that  the  Secretary  write  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the  effect  that  that  Association 
considered  that  the  machinery  for  the  discovery  of  infringe- 
ments of  the  Act  of  1908  was  totally  inadequate  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  therefore  they  suggested  that  district  inspectors  bo 
appointed  to  deal  with  contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  tho 
Act  and  look  after  the  general  interests  of  the  Society.  Mr. 
Blakeley  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  carried  unani- 
mously." The  Secretary  (Mr.  Walker),  who  has  left  his  busi- 
ness in  Northgate,  Dewsbury,  and  taken  one  at  Birkenshaw, 
near  Bradford,  said  it  would  be  almost  impossible  for  him  to 
continue  to  hold  the  post  of  Secretary.  The  meeting  con- 
sidered, however,  that  it  was  highly  desirable  that  Mr.  Walker 
should  go  on  to  the  end  of  the  winter  session  if  at  all  possible 
He  had  been  Secretary  for  eleven  years,  and  they  were  all 
sorry  to  hear  that  they  might  now  lose  his  services ;  but  they 
hoped,  at  all  events,  that  they  would  not  lose  his  membership, 
because  he  was  only  just  outside  the  four-mile  radius  from 
the  Dewsbury  Town  Hall.  Relying  upon  the  assurance  ot 
members  to  help  him  in  certain  respects,  Mr.  Walker  kindly 
undertook  to  continue  to  hold  the  office  for  the  present. 

Leicester  Chemists'  Association.  —  The  first  business 
meeting  of  the  session  was  held  on  November  1  at  Winns 
Turkey°Cafe,  Granby  Street.  Twenty-one  members  were  pre- 
sent, Mr.  A.  D.  Hearnshaw  (President)  occupying  the  chair. 
The'evening  was  devoted  to  a  discussion  on  the  Shops  (No.  2) 
Bill  Mr  A.  E.  Young  introduced  the  subject,  and  a  long 
discussion  of  the  various  clauses  followed.  Among  other 
questions,  Mr.  Lewis  asked  how  the  Act  would  affect  un- 
qualified dealers  in  medicines,  such  as  small  grocers  who  sold 
drugs  of  various  kinds  ?  Would  it  be  necessary  to  have  a  twc- 
thirds  majority,  including  those  dealers,  to  put  the  optional 
clauses  in  force?  Mr.  Young  thought  not,  because  those 
dealers  would  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  majority  of 
dealers  of  their  own  type.  Some  little  difficulty  presented 
itself  to  several  members  with  regard  to  the  sixty-hour  regu- 
lation in  the  case  of  a  manager  of  a  branch  shop,  it  being 
generally  recognised  that  he  would  be  an  assistant  under  the 
Act.  Several  members  thought  the  Bill  was  a  good  step  in 
the  right  direction  towards  obtaining  more  reasonable  hours 
for  the  trade.  In  some  districts  of  Leicester  the  shopping- 
hours  are  very  late,  and  this  Bill  would  tend  greatly  to  obviate 
the  necessity  of  keeping  open  so  late  as  is  necessary  at  present. 
The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  agreed  to  : 

"That  this  Association  approves  heartily  of  the  general 
principles  of  the  Shops  (No.  2)  Bill  in  its  efforts  towards 
obtaining  reasonable  hours  of  business,  but  at,  the  same  time 
views  with  considerable  apprehension  the  liberties  allowed 
therein  to  small  dealers,  who,  by  the  generality  of  their 
stocks,  would  be  enabled,  and  almost  sure,  to  claim  exemp- 
tion from  Sundnv  and  half-day  closing  under  the  second 
schedule  of  the  Bill. 
A  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Young  for  his 
exposition  of  the  Bill. 

Chemical  Society. 
A  Meeting  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  London,  W., 
on  Thursday  evening,  November  3,  Professor  H.  B.  Dixon, 
F.R.S.  (President),  in  the  chair.  After  the  usual  pre- 
liminary proceedings,  Mr.  R.  L.  Taylor  read  a  paper, 
entitled  "Researches  on  Bleaching-powder,"  which  dealt 
with  the  decomposition  of  bleaching-powder,  dry  and  in 
solution,  by  atmospheric  air.  Bleaching-powder  is  de- 
composed somewhat  rapidly  by  moist  air,  but  only  slowly 
by  dry  air.  In  either  case  the  action  is  due  to  the 
carbonic-acid  gas,  which,  the  author  thinks,  behaves  in 
exactly  the  same  way  as  any  other  acid — i.e.,  it  is  essen- 
tial that  the  bleaching-powder  be  first  converted  into  a 
mixture  of  calcium  hypochlorite  and  chloride  b^  the  action 
of  moisture.  The  carbon  dioxide  then  decomposes  these 
salts,  liberating  hypochlorous  and  hydrochloric  acids, 
which  mutually  decompose  each  other,  liberating  chlorine. 
This  theory  involves  the  supposition  that  chlorides  are 
decomposed  by  carbon  dioxide,  and  in  support  of  this  it 
was  pointed  out  that  when  carbon  dioxide  is  passed  into 
a  solution  of  sodium  chloride  containing  methyl  orange 
the  liquid  becomes  red,  indicating  the  liberation  of  free 
acid.  Indirect  evidence  in  favour  of  this  view  is  also 
found  in  the  reversibility  of  the  action  represented  by  the 
equation 

2KH0  +  CI^KC1  +  KC10-1-H20, 
since  it  is  quite  possible  to  drive  this  reaction  in  either 
direction  by  suitably  modifying  the  quantities  of  the 
various  constituents. 
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A  paper  on  azomethine  azo  dyes,  by  Professor  A.  G. 
'Green  and  Mr.  Sen,  was  then  read  by  the  senior  author. 

Mr.  Tutin  followed  with  a  paper  on  "  Syntheses  in  the 
Epinephrine  Series."  The  same  author,  with  Mr.  F.  W. 
Caton,  then  read  a  second  paper  on  "Absorption  Spectra 
•of  some  Substituted  Pyrazines  and  their  Salts." 

These  authors  were  followed  by  Professor  M.  O.  Forster 
and  Mr.  Zimmerli  with  a  paper  on  "  Stereoisomers  Hydra- 
zones  and  Semicarbazones  of  Camphorquinone,"  in  which 
they  discussed  the  possibilities  of  structural  isomerism  in 
explaining  the  existence  of  a  and  yS  camphorquinone  semi- 
carbazones, and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  such  views 
were  untenable.  They  regarded  these  substances  as 
stereoisomerides  and,  utilising  the  Hofmann-Curtius  hypo- 
thesis, represented  them  as  syn-  and  awii-isomerides.  Fol- 
lowing this  came  another  communication  from  the  Well- 
come Chemical  Research  Laboratories,  by  Dr.  C.  W. 
Moore,  which  is  printed  on  p.  726. 

Hull  Pharmacists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel,  Hull,  on 
'Tuesday  evening,  November  8,  Mr.  R.  F.  Jones,  senior 
"Vice-President,  in  the  chair. 

Shops  (No.  2)  Bill.— Mr.  Walter  Staning  (Hon.  Sec- 
Tetary)  reported  that  he  had  written  to  the  local  M.P.s  as 
.follows  : 

"  While  approving  of  the  Shops  (No.  2)  Bill  as  a  whole, 
■we  think  that  Part  III.,  which  applies  the  Factory  Acts  to 
retail  shops,  will  inflict  a  great  hardship  on  retail  chemists 
who  employ  one  or  two  females  for  a  few  hours  daily  packing 
drugs,  etc.,  more  especially  in  regard  to  the  provision  of 

•  separate  sanitary  conveniences,  to  provide  which  would  be 
very  costly  and  in  many  cases  quite  impossible,  owing  to 
"the  lack  of  space.    We  also  think  that  Part  I.  of  the  second 

•  schedule,  exempting  certain  trades  from  half-holiday  and 
Sunday  closing,  is  quite  unnecessary  so  far  as  Sunday  is 
concerned,  and  will  tend  to  secularise  that  day  much  more 
than  at  present,  and  on  this  ground  alone  hope  that  the  part 
applying  to  Sunday  will  be  deleted.  Our  last  objection  is 
-Section  6,  Part  II..,  allowing  Jews  to  open  on  Sundays  until 
two  o'clock,  which  we  consider  is  not  at  all  desirable,  and 
"think  the  whole  clause  should  be  omitted." 

Sir  H.  S.  Seymour  King,  M.P.  for  Central  Hull,  had 
written  promising  to  give  the  matter  his  best  attention, 
and  Mr.  T.  R.  Ferens,  M.P.  (East  Hull),  had  sent  a  post- 
card to  the  same  effect. 

Modifications  for  the  Minor. — The  Secretary  reported 
the  receipt  of  a  reprint  from  the  C.  <£•  D.  of  the  Burton- 
•on-Trent  manifesto  on  the  proposed  higher  standard  for 
the  Minor  examination.  An  interesting  discussion  fol- 
lowed. Mr.  Snowden  said  that  he  thought  the  manifesto 
very  sensible. — Mr.  Staning  said  that  he  could  not  endorse 
it  in  full. — Mr.  Smith  (Osborne  Street)  asked  whether  it 
would  be  wise  to  interfere  with  progress  in  the  ordinary 
acceptation  of  the  term.  The  standard '  was  bound  to 
waiter  as  time  went  on.  Let  them  look  at  the  quantity  of 
new  preparations,  such  as  cultures  and  other  up-to-date 
methods,  and  in  view  of  the  advance  of  which  it  would 
"be  wise  for  the  chemist  of  the  future  to  have  a  sound 
knowledge.  He  did  not  think  it  would  be  wise  for  them 
■as  a  body  to  oppose  the  change,  but  they  might  advocate 
-dividing  the  examination. — Mr.  Snowden  agreed  that  it 
■ought  to  be  divided. — Mr.  Richardson  observed  that  every 
professional  examination  was  made  more  difficult  as  time 
went  on. — Mr.  Smith  said  that  chemists  were  handling 
"more  elaborate  preparations  than  ever,  and  they  ought 
to  be  qualified  to  give  advice  upon  them.  It  would  be 
very  foolish  on  their  part  to  oppose  advance. — Mr.  J.  F. 
Robson  (President),  who  had  arrived  after  the  meeting 
"had  begun,  said  the  status  of  the  chemist  was  quite  low 
•enough  already,  and,  instead  of  lowering  it,  they  should 
do  their  best  to  raise  it. — Mr.  Richardson  said  that 
•what  they  needed  was  more  Government  protection,  and 
when  such  examinations  were  expected  from  them  they 
ought  to  protect  them  in  return. — The  Chairman  (Mr. 
Jones)  said  that  so  long  as  Government  officials  had  their 
•capital  invested  in  store  trading  they  would  not  get  justice. 
If  the  status  was  higher  they  would  get  more  com- 
petition from  unqualified  men. — After  further  conversation 
as  to  the  status  of  the  chemist  and  the  public's  discrimina- 
tion between  the  qualified  and  unqualified,  Mr.  Robson 
said  they  would  never  get  recognition  from  Parliament 


until  they  separated  themselves  from  the  style  of  the 
limited  companies.  They  would  deteriorate  unless  they 
kept  up  the  standard. — Mr.  Smith  moved  that  while  the 
Association  did  not  oppose  the  raising  of  the  standard 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  day  from  time  to  time, 
they  were  of  opinion  that  the  examination  should  be 
divided,  and  also  that  a  pass  in  any  subject  should  stand 
to  the  credit  of  the  individual. — Mr.  Richardson  seconded,- 
and  the  motion  was  carried  and  ordered  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Snowden,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Richardson,  Mr.  Robinson  and  Mr.  Tebb  were  appointed 
auditors.

Amateur  Theatricals. 

On  October  26  and  29  the  three-act  comedy  "  Facing  the 
Music,"  by  J.  H.  Darnley,  was  produced  in  the  gymnasium  of 
the  Wellcome  Club  and  Institute,  Dartford.

M.  H.  Joscelyne,  Miss  M.  M.  Wood,  and  Miss  Elsie  Kiley. 
Appropriate  scenery  was  provided  by  Messrs.  J.  H.  Prentice 
and  Richardson.  Between  the  acts  musical  selections  were 
provided  by  the  Wellcome  Philharmonic  Orchestra. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

The  second  of  the  series  of  social  evenings  which  is  to  con- 
stitute a  special  feature  of  Association  work  this  session  was 
held  at  73  Newman  Street,  London,  W.,  on  November  3,  and  it 
was  equally  as  successful  as  the  first  one  as  regards  the  en- 
thusiastic manner  in  which  those  present  enjoyed  the 
entertainment  provided.  The  greater  part  of  the  evening  was 
devoted  to  whist,  bridge,  chess,  dominoes,  etc.,  after  which 
there  was  a  short  musical  programme,  in  which  Messrs.  Lowns- 
borough,  Grange,  Crossley-Holland,  and  Bennett  took  part. 

Burgoyne,  Burbidges'  Cricket  Club. 

The  annual  dinner  of  this  club  was  held  at  the  Masons'  Hall 
Tavern  on  Friday  evening,  November  4,  Mr.  H.  R.  Arnold 
in  the  chair.  There  was  a  record  number  present,  among  the 
guests  being  Mr.  C.  W.  White  (Indian  representative),  Mr.

Miss  Florence  Argent's  pianoforte  solo  was  greatly  appre- 
ciated, as  was  also  Mr.  Leslie  Vernon's  sketch,  entitled 
"Water  Scenes."  Mr.  Herbert  Stuttle  accompanied  the 
songs.  A  most  enjoyable  evening  terminated  with  the 
National  Anthem. 

Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  dinner  of  this  Association  was  held  in  the  Grand 
Restaurant,  Leeds,  on  Wednesday  evening,  November  2,  Mr. 
J.  H.  Beacock  presiding.  There  was  a  good  company  and 
excellent  fare.  The  principal  guests  were  Messrs.  W.  L. 
Currie  (Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  David 
Gilmour  (member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council),  P.  W. 
Swire  (Halifax),  J.  Evans  (Sheffield),  T.  C.  Atkinson  (York), 
R.  Broadhead  (Batley),  and  Marmaduke  Firth  (Bradford). 
The  after-dinner  speaking  was  ex- 
ceptionally piquant,  but  it  was 
relieved  by  some  good  music  ren- 
dered by  Mr.  C.  Henning  Sykes 
and  Mr.  H.  Haw,  the  latter  being 
accompanist.  The  characteristics 
of  the  speeches  were  an  attack  on 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  by  Mr. 
N.  N.  Armitage  in  proposing  the 
toast  of  that  body,  and  a  diplomatic 
reply  by  Mr.  Currie,  after  whom 
Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  spoke 
on  the  differentiation  which  has 
been  going  on  in  pharmacy  (this 
in  connection  with  the  proposed 
compulsory  curriculum),  and,  re- 
ferring to  these  remarks,  Mi.  Gil- 
mour spoke  on  the  necessity  of 
maintaining  apprenticeship  in 
pharmacy. 

"  The  King  and  Members  of 
the  Royal  Family"  were  first  honoured  in  toast;  then 
it  was  Mr.  Armitage's  turn  to  speak.  He  commenced 
with  the  traditional  question,  "  What  has  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  done  for  the  16,000  chemists  of  this  country?  " 
He  considered  that  Major  men  have  little  to  thank  the 


Me.  Beacock. 
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Society  for,  since  their  position  had  been  lowered  by  the  | 
1898  and  1908  Acts.  He  thought  the  Society  should  have 
been  more  energetic  in  endeavouring  to  get  exemption 
from  jury-service  for  all  chemists  and  druggists.  The  Leeds 
Chemists'  Association  had  nothing  to  thank  the  Society  for. 
"  For  eighteen  months  they  had  been  played  with.  They 
were  promised  an  address  by  a  prominent  member  of  the 
Society,  then  back-word  was  given,  next  the  lecture  was 
postponed,  and  finally  abandoned,  and  it  was  only  by  per- 
sistence and  perseverance  that  they  got  Mr.  Chater  to  visit 
them.  The  effect  of  all  this  had  been  that  the  whole  syllabus 
had  been  disarranged ;  chaos  reigned,  and  they  were  getting 
at  loggerheads  not  only  with  their  members,  but  with  the 
lecturers  who  had  promised  to  come  to  them.  If  ever  the 
history  of  the  Leeds  Association  came  to  be  written,  no  credit 
■would  shine  on  the  Society  in  that  connection."  Mr.  Armitage 
also  discussed  the  "  Pharmacy  "  case,  criticising  the  Council 
of  the  Society  severely  for  the  manner  in  which  it  had  been 
handled;  but,  he  said,  "  the  rank-and-file  are  not  represented 
on  the  Council,  and  the  policy  of  the  Society  has  always  been 
against  the  rank-and-file — it  has  hit  them  the  hardest  and 
been  most  favourable  to  those  '  on  top.'  "  In  concluding,  he 
regretted  "that  he  could  not  see  any  chance  under  present 
conditions  of  a  change  in  the  state  of  affairs.  The  men  who 
were  most  suited  and  best  fitted  to  look  after  their  interests 
were  those  who  could  not  afford  the  time  or  the  money  to  sit 
in  the  Council-chamber.  The  Council  had  a  policy  for  the 
future,  but  what  it  was  they  did  not  know.  They  could  only 
hope  that  this  training  problem  would  be  settled  in  part,  at 
any  rate,  to  suit  the  wishes  of  the  majority.  Whatever 
happened,  he  hoped  something  would  be  done  to  stop  the 
cramming  that  was  prevalent  at  the  present  time." 

Mr.  Currie,  in  his  reply,  said  that  he  is  a  working  pharma- 
cist, and  that  every  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
went  there  to  do  his  best  for  the  chemists  of  the  country. 
(Hear,  hear.)  He  spoke  as  a  chemist  who  was  behind  his 
counter  every  day  except  when  he  was  attending  to  business 
in  connection  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Replying 
to  Mr.  Armitage's  remarks  regarding  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act.  he  said  that  he  was  not  altogether  satisfied  with  it, 
but  they  knew  that  they  could  not  get  all  that  they  wanted,  and 
it  was  good  policy  to  take  the  best  that  they  could  get.  He 
denied  that  the  Major  man  has  lost  so  much  as  Mr.  Armitage 
indicated,  for  they  had  not  lost  the  title,  and  were  still  phar- 
maceutical chemists.  Mr.  Currie  then  dealt  with  the  way  in 
which  poison-licences  had  been  granted  throughout  the 
country,  and  said  that  there  was  only  one  remedy  for  the 
promiscuous  granting  of  licences,  and  that  was  for  the  Society 
to  keep  its  eyes  open  and  go  for  every  seedsman  who  had  a 
licence  and  was  not  conforming  to  the  regulations.  The 
Society  were  doing  that,  and  the  Council  were  determined 
that  the  provisions  of  the  1908  Act  so  far  as  the  poison- 
licenoes  were  concerned  would  be  carried  out  to  the  strict 
Tetter  of  the  law.  Some  of  the  offenders  were  in  their  own 
body,  and  he  cautioned  them  that  some  fine  day  some  chemists 
might  find  themselves  in  the  same  box  as  the  seedsmen. 

The  toast  of  "  Kindred  Associations  "  was  then  proposed 
by  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant,  who,  in  the  course  of  his 
speech,  spoke  on  the  educational  question,  and  pointed  out 
that  in  every  walk  of  life — in  societies,  in  trades,  and  in  pro- 
fessions— progression  had  always  been  marked  by  differentia- 
tion. As  an  organism  arose  in  the  scale  of  evolution  it 
became  differentiated.  In  the  medical  profession  to-day  the 
general  practitioner  was  gradually  going  to  the  wall  in 
favour  of  the  specialist,  and  in  the  dental  profession  there 
was  differentiation  into  the  mechanical  section,  and  so  forth. 
So  in  their  own  profession  they  had  come  to  the  point  when 
the  manufacture  of  galenicals  was  outside  the  sphere  of 
the  retail  pharmacist,  and  that  should  be  noted  in  any  cur- 
riculum that  might  be  arranged.  He  had  thought,  in  reference 
to  the  apprenticeship,  that  when  it  was  put  forward  that  the 
young  boy  must  learn  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the  chemist's 
shop  the  idea  was  absurd.  A  boy  could  not  learn  the  tech- 
nical part  of  practical  pharmacy  in  a  modern  chemist's  shop 
if  the  chemist  was  doing  anything  like  the  business  a  modern 
chemist  ought  to  do,  because  such  a  man  had  not  the  time 
to  make  his  own  galenicals,  nor  had  he  the  opportunity  nor 
the  machinery,  nor  indeed  would  it  be  economical  for  him  to 
do  so.  So  it  must  follow  that  tuition  in  practical  pharmacy 
must  take  place  in  tutorial  laboratories.  In  these  days  of 
keen  competition  parents  would  not  pay  premiums,  and  the 
chemists  had  not  the  time  to  teach  practical  pharmacy  to  a 
youth  to  whom  he  was  paying  wages.  (Applause.)  The 
toast  was  heartily  received,  and  was  acknowledged  by  Mr. 
Broadhead  and  Mr  FirtV  Then  Mr.  Gilmour  proposed 
"  Prosperity  to  the  Leeds  Chemists'  Association."  Mr.  Gil- 
mour, after  referring  to  the  directions  in  which  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Societv  and  local  Associations  might  be  helpful  to 
each  other,  said  in  regard  to  the  educational  outlook  that  it 
is  fraught  with  grave  peril  unless  conditions  are  modified. , 
He  felt  that  no  more  stringency  is  required,  and  that  division 
is  quite  reasonable.    But  the  conditions  of  this  proposed 


curriculum  are  unworkable  -at  least  so  far  as  Scotland  is 
concerned.  He  differed  from  Mr.  Pilkington  Sargeant  on 
the  value  of  an  apprenticeship  behind  the  counter.  They  aro 
still  producing  good  apprentices  in  Scotland,  who  make  pills, 
ointments,  tinctures,  etc.  Hundreds  of  points  of  detail  can 
only  be  learned  thoroughly  at  the  counter.  This  training 
should  not  be  interfered  with,  as  the  new  regulations  threaten 
to,  if  the  compulsory  curriculum  is  undertaken  during  that 
period,  as  apprentices  could  not  study  and  work  at  the  same 
time.  A  compulsory  Preliminary  before  apprenticeship,  how- 
ever desirable,  would  be  disastrous  to  the  supply.  Mr.  Gilmour 
also  explained  that  the  elementary  education  system  in  Scot- 
land excluded  Latin,  so  that  the  class  from  which  chemists' 
apprentices  are  drawn  cannot  pass  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion before  apprenticeship.  The  President,  in  his  reply,  spoke- 
of  the  Society's  endeavours  to  get  into  closer  touch  with  local 
Associations.

Hyoscine-poisoning. 

Dr.  T.  Goddard  Nicholson,  in  a  communication  to 
V  The  Lancet,"  relates  how  ho  treated  a  case  of  hyoscine- 
poisoning  in  a  five-year-old  boy.  The  child  had  eaten  some 
tablets,  each  containing  T^ff  grain  of  hyoscine  bromide, 
and  was  unconscious  when  tne  doctor  arrived.  An  in- 
jection of  £  grain  of  pilocarpine  hydrochloride  improved 
tha  condition  of  the  boy  within  ten  minutes,  and  next 
morning  a  complete  recovery  had  resulted. 

Senile  Flatulen  e. 

Mr.  L.  L.  Thain,  in  a  letter  to  "  The  Lancet  "  of  Octo- 
ber 29,  points  out  the  good  effects  produced  by  powdered 
cloves  as  given  by  an  old  nurse  after  his  fluid  preparation  of 
the  same  spice  had  failed  to  cure  senile  flatulence.  'He  saw 
that  the  spirit  of  cloves  was  absorbed  in  the  stomach,  but 
that  the  woody  fibre  passed  on  to  the  seat  of  the  complaint. 
Acting  on  this,  he  procured  some  5-grain  capsules  of  pow- 
dered cloves  coated  in  keratine,  which  he  finds  act  admirably 
and  which  he  recommends  for  trial.  Other  drugs,  such 
as  aloes  and  asafetida,  might  be  given  in  keratine  instead 
of  as  a  pill,  also  ferrum  redactum  in  gastric  ulceration.  , 
Dysmenorrhoea. 

Dr.  G.  Ernest  Herman,  who  opened  a  discussion  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association  on  the 
causes  and  treatment  of  dysmenorrhoea,  stated  that 
"  there  is  one  drug  which  will  often  cure  dysmenorrhoea— 
namely,  guaiacum.  The  least  disagreeable  way  in  which 
patients  can  take  it  is  in  cachets.  I  prescribe  in  this  form 
10  grains  of  guaiacum  resin  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day. 
Sometimes  this  causes  a  little  flatulence,  colicky  pain,  and 
diarrhoea.  If  so,  it  is  well  to  add  to  each  dose  1  grain  of 
puly.  ipecac,  co.  I  have  been  accustomed  to  advise  the 
patient  to  begin  taking  it  a  week  before  menstruation  was 
expected." 

"  Lily=rash." 

The  dermatitis  among  flower-pickers  in  the  Scilly 
Islands,  which  passes  under  the  name  of  "lily-rash,"  has 
"been  investigated  by  Dr.  David  Walsh,  who  has  not  been 
able  to  identify  the  precise  causative  irritant  which  brings 
about  the  rash  ("B.M.J.,"  September  24,  p.  855) 
Messrs.  Bullock  &  Co.,  Hanover  Square,  London,  W., 
made  a  number  of  preparations  from"  daffodils  sent  from 
the  Fcilly  Islands.  These  were  a  juice,  a  tincture  from 
the  fresh  flowers  and  flower-stalks,  an  alkaloid,  and  a 
small  quantity  of  an  essential  oil ;  but  all  had  a  negative 
effect  when  tried  upon  the  unbroken  skin,  although  some 
reaction  was  produced  by  inoculation.  A  possible  cause 
of  the  dermatitis  is  the  presence  of  raphides  of  calcium 
oxalate,  which  are  characteristic  of  the  N.O.  Amaryllidece. 

Effect  of  Age  on  Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

Dr.  John  F.  Anderson,  of  the  United  States  Hygienic 
Laboratory  (Laboratory  Bulletin  No.  66),  as  the  result  of 
experiments  started  in  1906,  finds  that  when  series  of  four- 
teen samples  each  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  are  kept  at 
various  temperatures  the  average  loss  is  as  follows  :  For 
three  years,  at  room  temperature,  44.2  per  cent.  ;  at  15°  C, 

24.6  per  cent.  ;  at  5°  C,  15.9  per  cent.  For  two  years,  at 
room  temperature,  32.8  per  cent.  ;  at  15°  C,  18.5  per  cent.  ; 
at  5°  C,  12.4  per  cent.    For  one  year,  at  room  temperature, 

18.7  per  cent.  ;  at  15°  C,  10.2  per  cent.  ;  at  5°  C,  6.7  per 
cent.  The  maximum  loss  of  any  serum  examined  during 
three  years  at  room  temperature  was  59  per  cent.  ;  at  15°  C, 
36.4  per  cent.  ;  and  at  5°  C,  24  per  cent. ;  while  the  mini- 
mum losses  for  the  same  period  were  34.6,  16.7,  and  12.5 
per  cent,  respectively.  The  addition  of  preservatives  such 
as  chloroform  and  tricresol  did  not.  apparently  have  any 
influence  as  regards  the  deterioration  of  the  antitoxin.  Dr. 
Anderson  concludes  that  the  opinion  of  some  physicians  that 
date-expired  antitoxin  should  not  be  used  is  without  scienti- 
fic basis.  He  considers  that  when  diphtheria  antitoxin  is  to 
be  kept  under  unknown  conditions  as  regards  temperature 
it  should  be  labelled  with  a  return  date  not  longer  than  two 
years,  and  it  should  contain  an  excess  of  at  least  33  per 
cent,  to  allow  for  decrease  in  potency.  Dr.  Anderson  finds 
that  dried  diphtheria  antitoxin  keeps  in  darkness  at  5°  C. 
its  potency  unimpaired  for  at  least  five  and  a-half  years. 


Dental  Notes. 

By  A  Licentiate  in  Dental  Surgery. 

Foul  Breath. 

Offensive  breath  is  not  only  a  serious  trouble  to 
patients,  but  is  very  often  a  great  annoyance  to  those  with 
whom  they  come  in  contact,  and  may  even  become  a  bar 
to  all  social  intercourse.  Occasionally,  as  in  chronic  con- 
stipation and  abscess  of  the  liver,  the  odour  is  only  noticed 
by  the  patient,  others  not  being  aware  of  anything  wrong. 
To  treat  foul  breath,  the  causes  must  be  found  out,  and 
therefore  the  examination  of  the  patient  should  be  system- 
atic and  thorough,  beginning  with  the  mouth  and  extend- 
ing to  every  organ  of  the  body.  As  regards  the  dental 
causes  of  foul  breath,  it  may  proceed  from  the  following  : 

1.  Imperfect  deglutition,  causing  accumulation  of  food 
around  the  teeth.  This  may  arise  from  paralysis  of  the 
muscles  following  diphtheria  or  any  of  the  fevers. 

2.  Decomposing  food  and  tartar  around  the  teeth. 

3.  Caries  of  the  teeth,  and  rotten  stumps  with  pus  proceed- 
ing from  the  same. 

4.  Imperfect  and  ill-fitting  dentures,  with  neglected  oral 
hygiene. 

5.  Pyorrhoea  alveolaris,  which  may  occur  without  disease  of 
the  teeth,  later  forming  into  tartar  and  pus-pockets,  receding 
of  the  gums,  and  exposure  of  the  roots  of  the  teeth. 

6.  Various  ulcerations  of  the  mouth. 

From  the  nose  and  naso-pharynx  the  cause  may  be  found 
in  catarrhal  inflammation,  inflammatory  swellings  of  syphi- 
litic origin,  or  empyema  of  the  antrum.  Also  from  foreign 
bodies  in  the  larynx,  such  as  a  root  allowed  to  go  over 
while  several  teeth  are  being  extracted  (usually  under  a 
general  anaesthetic),  or  the  patient  may  have  inadvertently 
Swallowed  a  small  denture  of  one  or  two  teeth.  Both  of 
these  often  causethe  patientmuchsuffering  and  always  create 
a  most  offensive  odour.  Certain  forms  of  pulmonary  diseases 
produce  fetid  breath,  such  as  tuberculosis,  purulent  bron- 
chitis, and  gangrene  of  the  lungs,  which  causes  a  horribly 
nauseating  breath.  Disturbances  of  the  stomach  and  intes- 
tines are  very  frequent  causes,  the  odour  of  sulphuretted 
hydrogen  from  flatulent  dyspeptics  being  well  known ;  also 
chronic  constipation,  but  in  this  latter  the  breath  becomes 
odourless  immediately  after  faecal  movement.  Beer-drinkers 
and  those  suffering  from  diabetes  have  the  same  peculiar 
sweet  odour  of  breath.  Drugs  may  also  produce  a  bad 
breath,  as  in  those  suffering  from  mercurial  stomatitis  or 
patients  taking  valerian  and  such  drugs  as  copaiba.  Treat- 
ment resolves  itself  into  strict  attention  to  the  particular 
disease  or  part  which  is  the  origin  of  the  trouble.  The 
use  of  cachous  to  cover  bad  breath  is  only  a  palliative,  not 
a  cure.  If  the  cause  is  dental,  all  stumps  or  tartar  should 
be  removed,  ill-fitting  plates  remade,  the  teeth  cleaned, 
and  the  mouth  generally  put  into  a  healthy  condition,  the 
patient  being  instructed  in  oral  cleanliness.  Hygienic 
measures  should  be  employed  before  and  after  every  meal  ; 
the  tooth-brush  to  be  thoroughly  used  after  each  meal, 
and  especially  at  night  before  retiring  to  bed,  in  order  to 
remove  all  particles  of  food,  which  would  tend  to  ferment 
before  the  morning.  For  this  purpose  Dr.  Wylie  recom- 
mends solutions  of  lysoform  (1  per  cent.),  sanitas,  or  hydro- 
gen peroxide,  as  being  most  beneficial ;  also  zinc  perman- 
ganate (1  in  500)  or  zinc  chloride  {\  per  cent.)  in  cases 
where  the  gums  are  spongy.  Dr.  Schilling  recommends 
gargling  the  mouth  with  a  weak  thymol  solution,  a  3-per- 
cent, solution  of  potassium  chlorate,  or  a  1  in  1.000  solution 
of  potassium  permanganate.  The  following  is  an  excel- 
lent oral  deodorant  recommended  by  Dr.  Truman,  of 
Philadelphia  :

Use  one  teaspoonful  in  a  tumbler  of  water  to  wash  the 
mouth. 

Recently  formaldehyde  has  taken  first  place  in  the  treat- 
ment of  septic  conditions  within  the  mouth,  especially  as 
formamint  tablets.  Another  prescription  for  the  relief  of 
fetid  mouth  is  :

7s.  6d.  between  first  and  second  hands.  Quillaia  is  easier, 
senega  steady,  and  the  higher  prices  asked  for  cannabis 
indica  have  been  paid.  Ergot  is  very  firm  and  scarce. 
Cascara  sagrada  quiet,  but  more  active  at  primary  sources.

— Advices  from  Sicily  point  to  a  firmer  ten- 
dency, as  the  available  supply  is  limited  and  in  strong 
hands.  The  demand  from  abroad  continues  quiet,  but  full 
prices  have  been  paid  for  the  few  transactions  :  from  3s.  3tf . 
c.i.f.  is  quoted.  A  further  advice  dated  November  5 
states  that  the  long  drought  has  not  been  favourable  to  the 
growth  of  the  lemon,  while  the  good  prices  obtained  for 
fresh  fruit  for  export  has  not  encouraged  sellers  to  push 
forward  contracts.

A  Smyrna  correspondent,  writing  on  October  28,  states  that 
we  have  again  to  report  a  very  active  week,  with  heavy  sales 
for  Japan  and  the  United  Stares.  In  all  some  164  cases  have 
changed  hands  at  from  12s.  9cZ.  to  13s.  Zd.  as  to  quality,  of 
which  110  cases  are  for  Japan  and  54  for  the  U.S.A.  The 
arrivals  to  date  amount  to  3,724  cases,  against  1,529  at  the- 
same  period  of  last  year. 

A  Smyrna  correspondent,  writing  on  October  29,  states  that 
during  the  month  462  cases  of  extra  Karahissar  changed' 
hands  at  piastres  117  to  125  to  117,  or  13s.  Id.  to  14s.  and  13s.  1(Z. 
per  lb.  c.i.f.  European  ports,  of  which  the  greatest  part  was 
for  Japan.  In  spite  of  these  important  transactions,  the 
market  closes  rather  feeble,  with  a  possibility  of  a  fall  in 
prices  should  the  demand  fall  off.

Generally  the  market  has 
been  quiet,  but  the  opinion  is  that  at  round  about  present 
prices  the  trade  demand  should  improve  as  the  Tates  are 
not  unreasonable. 

Saffron. — Much  dearer  on  the  week,  and  the  nominal

Senega  is  steady,  holders  offering  at  from  Is.  lid.  to 
Is.  ll^d.  per  lb.  net  on  the  spot  as  to  quantity ;  small  sales 
have  been  made. 

Shellac  has  been  extremely  quiet, .the  spot  quotation 
being  unchanged  on  a  basis  of  85s.  f  or  TN  orange. 

Tamarinds  are  firmer,  holders  of  East  Indian  asking 
12s.  9d.  per  cwt. 

Taraxacum. — Foreign  collectors  report  that  little  has 
been  dug  so  far  this  season,  and  offers  of  new  German  are 
scarce;  40s.  c.i.f.  is  quoted  for  shipment  from  Hamburg, 
but  English  is  obtainable  at  much  less  than  this  figure. 

Tonka  Beans. — A  small  business  has  been  clone  in  black 
Para  at  10s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Turpentine  has  been  steady  throughout,  closing  at 
55s.  Gd.  per  cwt.  for  American  on  spot. 

Vanillin. — Although  cloves  have  considerably  advanced 
the  market  rates  for  vanillin  do  not  appear  to  have  moved 
as  yet,  owing  to  severe  competition.

Returns  for  the  past  month,  as  anticipated,  again  show  a 
considerable  increase,  and,  as  there  is  a  likelihood  of  a  con- 
tinuance, the  past  year  may  be  regarded  as  having  been  a 
prosperous  one  in  this  department.

In  potashes  there  is  only  a  quiet 
trade  passing,  with  Montreals  in  small  supply  at  about  38s. 
per  cwt.  Pearl  is  in  better  request  at  41s.  per  cwt.  Sulphur 
sells  well,  and  is  dearer.  Flowers,  87.  per  ton,  2-cwt.  bags; 
roll,  67.  7s.  bd.  per  ton,  3-cwt.  barrels :  rock,  5?.  5s.  per  ton, 
3-cwt.  bags ;  and  recovered,  47.  15s.  to  51.  per  ton — all  free  on 
rails  at  makers'  works.  Cream  of  tartar  scarce  on  spot  and 
dearer  at  99s.  6(7.  to  100s.  6(7.  for  99  to  100  per  cent. ;  98s.  to 
99s.  for  98  per  cent.  ;  and  96s.  to  97s.  for  96  t>er  cent.  Acids 
firm.  White  powdered  arsenic  is  quieter.  Conner  sulphate 
■continues  to  advance,  and  is  in  brisk  request  at  197.  15s.  to  207. 
for  prompt,  and  207.  5s.  to  207.  15s.  for  spring  delivery.  Coal- 
tar  products  generally  steady.  Sulohate  of  ammonia  is  firm 
at  127.  15s.  to  127.  lbs.' 3d.  on  rails  Manchester. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

General  business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  continues  of 
a  satisfactory  character,  and  the  movement  both  on  home  and 
export  account  is  good.  More  business  has  been  settled  on 
export  forward  account  at  full  prices.  Values  of  both  main 
and  miscellaneous  products  are  well  maintained. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  although  quieter  than  it  has  been, 
maintains  its  value  at  practically  recent  rates.  Prompt 
supplies  have  on  the  whole  been  taken  up  well,  though  business 
seems  largely  confined  to  middle  hands.  Present  nearest

brown  acetate  of  lead,  197.  15s.  to  207.  ;  nitrate  of  lead,  267. 
to  267.  5s.  ;  all  per  ton,  less  2^  per  cent.  Glasgow. 

Bichromates  of  Potash  and  Soda  have  been  moving  fairly 
well  at  unchanged  rates.  Bichromate  of  potash,  English  and 
Scotch  deliveries,  Z^d.  per  lb.,  less  5  per  cent.;  and  export, 
~6id.  per  lb.  net,  f.o.b.  Glasgow.  Bichromate  of  soda,  English 
and  Scotch  deliveries,  Zd.  per  lb.,  less  5  per  cent.  ;  and  export, 
2|r7.  per  lb.  net,  f.o.b.  Glasgow. 

Zinc  Salts  have  been  in  heavier  demand  and  are  steady. 
Zinc  sulphate  crystals  77.  to  77.  5s.  per  ton,  and  zinc  chloride 
solution,  100°  Tw.,  67.  5s.  to  67.  10s.  per  ton. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Acid,  Citric,  is  unusually  dull,  and  consumption,  even 
making  allowance  for  the  off  season,  is  small.  Prices  are 
lower,  though  this  is  not  justified  by  cheaper  raw  material. 

Chloral  Hydrate. — Competition  is  continuing,  but,  having 
reached  a  quotation  of  m.200  per  100  kilos.,  it  would  appear 
to  be  really  confined  at  present  to  a  few.  Among  these,  how- 
ever, the  competition  is  extremely  keen,  so  that  the  possibility 
of  a  further  reduction  is  not  excluded. 

Ergot. — The  demand  continues;  offers  from  Russia  are 
still  wanting.  Spot  (Hamburg)  is  quoted  at  m.3.85  per  kilo., 
and  Spanish  at  m.3.90. 

Glycerin  is  in  general  demand,  but  large  quantities  are 
no  longer  obtainable  from  the  manufacturers,  and  from 
second-hands  small  lots  can  only  be  bought  at  m.200  per 
100  kilos,  for  double-distilled  28  per  cent.  Crude  glycerin  is 
quoted  at  200f.,  and  in  October  large  contracts  over  1912 
were  concluded,  so  that  a  long  duration  of  the  high  prices 
may  be  counted  on. 

Hydrastis  is  firmer,  and  for  autumn  dug  m. 22  per  kilo, 
has  been  paid  for  goods  afloat ;  spot  (Hamburg)  is  main- 
tained at  m.23.50. 

Lycopodium  is  steady.  Spot  (Hamburg)  in  chests  has 
been  sold  at  m.3.80  per  kilo,  net  cash.  Goods  for  delivery 
are  obtainable  at  m.5  per  100  kilos,  below  this  price. 

Naphthalene. — Contracts  for  delivery  in  spring  1911  have 
this  year  been  effected  at  an  early  date,  and  prices  are  m.l 
per  100  kilos,  higher  than  at  the  end  of  last  season.  Only  a 
limited  supply  is  now  obtainable  from  the  makers,  and  in 
some  cases  stocks  are  exhausted. 

Orris. — Morocco  is  in  small  supply  and  firmer  at  m.52  to 
m.55  for  ordinary  dull  to  fair  quality.    There  is  some  inquiry. 

Pareira  Brava. — The  market  is  bare  of  stocks,  and  there 
have  been  inquiries. 

Resorcin. — Ph.  G.  IV.  quality  is  obtainable  in  wholesale 
quantities  at  m.550  per  100  kilos.  The  present  low  prices  are 
due  to  competition  and  underbidding,  and  are  so  low  that 
no  further  fall  is  anticipated. 

Tartaric  Acid. — An  advance  amounting  to  m.10  per 
100  kilos,  is  quoted,  lead-free  offering  by  manufacturers  at 
ni.205  per  100  kilos.  At  the  same  time  reluctance  is  shown 
in  doing  business  at  these  prices,  as  it  is  uncertain  how 
future  purchases  in  raw  material  will  turn  out.  It  seems  ad- 
visable to  cover  needs  at  the  present  comparatively  low 
quotations. 

Thymol  continues  under  the  pressure  of  competition,  and 
quotations  have  fallen  to  the  lowest  possible  rates — viz., 
m.9.50  per  kilo. 

Valerian. — The  estimates  with  regard  to  this  year's  crops 
are  still  uncertain,  and  in  general  an  averago  harvest  is 
counted  on.  The  weather  has  been  such  that  it  has  been 
possible  to  dry  the  root  well  and  quickly,  so  that,  generally 
speaking,  normal  quotations  may  be  anticipated,  though  here 
and  there  manipulations  of  sellers  are  noticeable. 

Zinc  Oxide. — In  confirmation  of  recent  reports  a  rise  of 
m.l  per  100  kilos,  is  announced. 

Amsterdam  Cinchona-c  uctions. 

The  following  dates  have  been  fixed  for  the  1911  auctions 
in  Amsterdam:  January  19,  February  23,  March  30,  IViav  • 
June  8,  July  13,  August  24,  September  28,  November  2,  and 
December  7. 

Russian  Platinum. 

A  St.  Petersburg  report  draws  attention  to  a  Bill  just  intro- 
duced into  the  Cabinet  Council  by  the  Minister  for  Commerce 
and  Industry,  which  proposes  both  to  prohibit  the  exportation 
of  raw  platinum  and  to  erect  State  refineries  in  Russia.  A 
considerable  proportion  of  the  Russian  output  of  platinum 
is  now  refined  abroad,  a  great  amount  being  treated  at  Ham- 
burg by  the  North  German  Refinery.  Of  the  entire  produc- 
tion only  about  2  per  cent,  is  refined  in  Russia.  An  outside 
firm  has  now  a  monopoly  of  the  business,  and  has  succeeded 
within  quite  recent  years  in  increasing  the  price  from  17,000 
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roubles  to  41,000  roubles  per  pood.  It  is  thought  that  this 
continuous  and  rapid  advance  will  receive  a  severe  check  if 
exportation  be  prohibited  and  the  refining  operations  be 
carried  out  under  State  control. 

Russian  Spirit  Monopoly. 
'  The  gross  estimated  yield  from  the  Russian  spirit  monopoly 
for  1910  is  75,900,000/.,  or  over  27  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
ordinary  revenue.  The  estimated  outgoings  are  22,500,000/., 
so  that  the  State  makes  a  net  profit  of  £3,400,000/.  yearly. 
The  estimated  yield  for  1910  is  200,000/.  larger  than  that  for 
1909.  There  was  a  very  rapid  increase  in  the  receipts  from 
the  monopoly  between  the  years  1902  (when  the  receipts  were 
about  50,000,000/.)  and  1907.  This  was  due  mainly  to  the 
gradual  extension  of  the  monopoly  throughout  the  empire, 
but  also  in  part  to  the  increased  consumption  and  a  rise  in 
the  price  charged  for  spirits.  The  monopoly  is  now  in  force 
over  the  whole  of  Russia  with  the  exception  of  the  Trans- 
Caucasus,  Turkestan,  the  Amur  district,  and  Trans-Caspian 
and  Semiretchinsk  territories.  The  increase  in  consumption 
appears  to  have  been  checked,  except  in  so  far  as  it  rises 
with  the  growth  of  population. 

Cinchona-cultivation  in  Madras. 

The  official  statement  of  cinchona-cultivation  in  the  Madras 
Presidency  for  1909-10  (says  the  "  Indian  Agriculturist  ") 
shows  that  the  Nilgiri  plantations  are  the  largest,  and  besides 
these  the  plantations  in  Coimbatore,  though  with  fewer  trees, 
yield  large  quantities  of  bark.  The  Government  plantations 
in  the  Nilgiris  extend  over  1,148  acres,  with  over  2,225,000 
mature  plants  and  700.000  immature  plants;  but  the  total 
yield  was  255,371  lb.  The  area  of  the  plantations  was  reduced 
because  certain  plots  were  converted  into  fuel  reserves.  The 
crop  of  1909  is  said  to  be  the  largest  recorded.  The  private 
plantations  are  distributed  in  Coimbatore,  Malabar,  the  Nil- 
giris, and  Travaneore,  but  those  in  Coimbatore  are  equal  to  the 
Government  plantations  in  yield,  though  the  area  is  consider- 
ably smaller.  The  total  yield  of  bark  in  these  was  246,000  lb. 
The  plants  of  Malabar  were  immature,  whereas  the  private 
plantations  in  the  Nilgiris  extended  over  155  acres,  containing 
281,320  mature  and  27.270  immature  plants.  The  former 
yielded  49,000  lb.  of  bark,  the  decrease  being  due  to  the  aban- 
donment of  cultivation  in  some  estates  and  to  non-receipt  of 
returns  from  other  plantations.  The  statements  from  Travan- 
core plantations  are  imperfect,  but  over  600  acres  were 
covered  with  cinchona-plants,  of  which  one  species  yielded 
40,000  lb.  of  bark  last  year. 

Linseed  Oil. 

The  situation  in  linseed  oil,  which  has  been  referred  to  in 
these  columns  on  several  occasions  recently,  is  getting  acute, 
for  the  extreme  scarcity  has  aroused  great  anxiety  among 
consumers.  Prior  to  1910  the  highest  record  was  a  little 
over  35/.  10s.  per  ton,  basis  London  spot,  from  which  there 
was  a  fall  of  roughly  50  per  cent,  some  years  ago.  Early  this 
year  the  price  had  risen  to  about  32/.,  and,  after  reaching  41/. 
in  April,  it  fell  over  the  end  of  June  to  34/.,  but  rose  quickly 
again  to  45/.  10s.  late  in  September,  from  which  a  setback  of 
a  few  pounds  ensued.  The  market  has  since  reached  45/.,  a 
new  high  record.  There  is  little  prospect  of  immediate 
relief.  Indications,  in  fact,  point  to  the  continuation  of 
abnormally  high  prices  next  year.  Raw  material  is  pro- 
portionately dearer  than  the  by-product,  and  affords  no  more 
attraction  to  speculators,  but  crushers  have  to  pay  the  stiff 
prices,  thoagh  covering  only  urgent  needs.  America  has 
been  very  short  of  seed  since  last  year,  and  has  been  buying 
large  quantities  of  seed  and  the  by-product  obtainable  on  this 
side  at  high  premiums.  The  American  crop  is  very  poor, 
thus  foreshadowing  heavy  importations  by  America  again 
next  year.  The  River  Plate  exports  may  be  larger  next  year, 
but  the  surplus  from  that  quarter  over  last  season  is  not 
expected  to  afford  much  relief. 

London  Port  Rates. 

A  general  meeting  of  the  Mincing  Lane  section  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  held  on  November  4  at  the 
London  Commercial  Sale  Rooms,  Mr.  A.  C.  Cole  (Deputy- 
Governor  of  the  Bank  of  England),  Chairman  of  the  section, 
presiding.  The  Chairman  reported  the  action  taken  by  the 
committee  of  the  section  in  connection  with  the  Port  Rates 
on  Goods  Provisional  Order  Bill.  He  reminded  the  meeting 
that  the  Chairman  of  the  Port  Authority  had  objected  to  the 
re-export  traffic  being  exempted  from  port  rates  by  statute, 
and  had  said  that  the  Port  Authority  were  fully  alive  to  the 
fact  that  the  entrepot  trade  needed  careful  handling.  Lord 
St.  Aldwyn  had  in  his  report  stated  that  it  would  be  better 
for  any  exemptions  (should  such  be  necessary)  to  be  settled  by 
the  Port  Authority  in  consultation  with  the  trade  than  that 
they  should  be  fixed  by  a  statutory  enactment,  and  in  these 
circumstances  the  committee  had  not  thought  it  advisable  to 
oppose  the  Bill  in  Parliament.  Certain  words  had,  however, 
been  inserted  in  the  Act  which  specifically  referred  to  the 


entrepot  trade,  and  provided  that  the  Port  Authority  might, 
in  their  discretion,  grant  any  special  exemptions  or  rebates 
which  might  be  necessary  to  preserve  this  trade.  Now  that 
the  schedule  of  rates  had  been  issued,  it  was  seen  that  no 
exemptions  had  been  allowed,  and  he  thought  that  the  resolu- 
tion passed  by  the  section  so  long  ago  as  1908,  that  the  ques- 
tion of  the  exemption  of  the  entrepot  trade  was  one  which 
should  not  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  an  untried  Port  Autho- 
rity had  been  fully  justified.  Other  speakers  followed,  and  a 
resolution  was  passed  protesting  against  the  action  of  the 
Port  Authority  in  imposing  on  the  entrepot  trade  of  the  Port 
the  double  burden  of  both  import  and  export  rates. 

Italian  Tartaric  Materials. 


The  following  statistics  show  the  quantity  of  tartar  and  argol 
exported  from  Italy  from  October  1,  1908,  to  September  30, 
1909,  the  total  being  15,460  tons,  valued  at  about  472,250?. 
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A  Mew  Constituent  of  Sandal-wood  Oil. -During  the 
examination  of  the  early  fractions  obtained  by  distilling  a 
quantity  of  sandal-wood  oil  at  a  low  pressure,  Messrs.  Schim- 
mel  &  Co.'s  chemists  noticed  a  peculiar  odour  recalling  that 
of  a  fatty  aldehyde.  The  fraction  was  shaken  with  sodium- 
bisulphite  solution,  and  the  resulting  compound  decomposed 
with  solution  of  sodium  hydrate.  From  the  resulting  oil  a 
portion  was  obtained  which  boiled  at  90°  to  95°,  and  had  a 
strong  odour  of  isovaleric  aldehyde.  It  formed  a  thiosemi- 
carbazone  melting  at  49"'  to  53°  (the  pure  compound  should 
melt  at  52°  to  53°).  It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  body  is 
isovaleric  aldehyde. 

Angostura  Alkaloids. -According  to  Troeger  and 
Runne  ("  Chemiker  Zeitung,"  1910,  5l5),  the  formula  for 
cusparine  is  CsH.sNO^,  and  it  melts  at  56°.  It  contains  two 
methoxyl  groups.  The  authors  have  isolated  a  new  alkaloid, 
which  they  name  angosturine,  and  which  has  the  formula 
CH.sNO..  It  forms  white  needles  melting  at  231°.  An 
alcoholic  solution  of  this  base  is  fluorescent.  They  have  also 
prepared  a  nitro-derivative  of  cusparine  by  acting  upon  the 
alkaloid  in  acetic-acid  solution  with  fuming  HN03.  This 
body  forms  yellow  needles  of  the  formula  Ci7HuN20„,H20. 
By  reduction  by  stannous  chloride  it  yields  a  new  base, 
CwHi.NsOj,  which  has  not  been  further  examined. 

Alkaloid  Formation  in  Cinchonas  Heer  van  Leersum, 

Director  of  the  Government  Cinchona-gardens  in  Java,  con- 
tributes a  paper  on  this  subject  to  the  current  number  of  the 
"  Proceedings  "  of  the  Amsterdam  Academy.  He  has  esti- 
mated the  quantity  of  alkaloids  in  cinchona-leaves  after 
growth  in  light  and  in  the  dark,  and  finds  that  there  is  prac- 
tically no  difference  in  the  amount  of  alkaloid  present  in  the 
two  cases.  Similarly  the  quantity  in  dead  fallen  leaves 
remains  the  same  as  in  living  leaves.  Further,  if  a  circular 
strip  of  bark  is  removed  from  the  middle  of  a  living  branch 
and  the  bark  below  and  above  the  decorticated  portion. is 
examined  several  days  afterwards,  there  is  practically  no 
diminution  in  the  amount  of  alkaloid  present.  These  results 
negative  Lotsy's  view  that  primary  alkaloids  are  first  formed 
in  the  leaves  and  are  transported  during  the  night  to  the  stem, 
where  they  are  elaborated*  into  quinine,  cinchonine,  etc.  On 
the  contrary,  van  Leersum  finds  that  the  leaves  contain  both 
quinine  and  cinchonine.  and  he  draws  the  conclusion  that  in 
cinchona  at  least  the  alkaloids  are  waste  products  of  meta- 
bolism.

First-aid  in  the  Minor. 

Sir, — It  was  with  interest  I  read  your  editorial  "  The 
Minor."  While,  as  you  state,  active  steps  are  being  taken 
"to  revolutionise  the  training  and  education  of  pharma- 
cists, I  would  like,  as  a  pharmacist,  to  suggest  that  "  First- 
aid  "  be  substituted  for  boL.ny  in  the  Minor  examination, 
sufficient  botany  to  meet  the  requirements  of  materia 
medica  being  incorporated  with  that  subject.  Almost  in 
«very  case  of  accident  the  pharmacy  is  requisitioned,  and 
yet  how  few  pharmacists  are  qualified  to  render  the  neces- 
sary first-aid  in  serious  cases  satisfactorily  ?  Were  they 
trained  in  this  important  branch  of  knowledge,  their 
efforts  would  be  more  appreciated  both  by  the  medical 
profession  and  the  public  than  at  the  present  time. 
To-day's  errand-boys  and  porters  are  more  capable  in 
this  matter  than  the  average  pharmacist,  thanks  to  the 
Territorial  and  Scout  movements.

The  Foundations  of  My  Belief. 
Sir, — That  time  and  retail  pharmacy  are  ready  for  a 
•curriculum  must  be  the  opinion  of  any  man  who  thinks 
on  the  subject.  For  instance,  the  recent  letters  re  "  Is 
the  Minor  Worth  While?"  show  us  quite  clearly  that 
there  is  a  very  big  section  of  the  trade  who  do  not  desire 
any  examination  at  all,  who  see  no  need  for  any  safe- 
guards for  the  public  safety.  All  they  want  is  to  grab 
•enough  ordinary  trade  to  keep  them  from  the  necessity 
of  serving  any  master  badly.  Did  not  one  letter  say 
"Get  taught  the  ordinary  routine  of  a  chemist's  shop, 
and  then  open  a  drug-store  for  yourself  "  ?  Now,  Sir,  for 
years  I  have  (along  with  others)  agitated  for  an  altered 
Minor.  For  years  I  have  had  and  still  have  every  sym- 
pathy with  men  who,  having  spent  years  in  the  trade,  who 
honestly  tried  to  qualify  and  failed  after  many  attempts, 
have  opened  drug-stores ;  but  I  have  not  the  slightest 
sympathy  towards  those  men  whose  ignorance  impels  them 
to  mislead  our  apprentices  by  telling  them  that  all  they 
meed  is  the  routine,  and  then  open  a  drug-store.  Is  that 
what  we  are  to  teach  thick-skulled  apprentices  for  ?  Is 
that  to  be  our  reward  after  patiently  removing  the  awk- 
wardness of  the  ordinary  hobbledehoy  and  making  him  a 
neat-handed  and  efficient  assistant  ?  Nothing  but  a  curri- 
culum will  nip  that  in  the  bud.  And  nothing  but  a 
curriculum  will  correct  negligent  masters  and  careless 
apprentices.  In  my  own  case  my  master  was  not  negli- 
gent ;  but  I  regret  to  say  that  I  passed  my  five  years 
with  totally  inadequate  study.  Quite  true  that  I  attended 
the  local  art  school  for  botany  and  chemistry  (both  quite 
useless  to  me  as  taught  in  these  schools).  I  never  read 
the  B.P.,  and  the  0.  <k  D.  was  then  not  so  universally 
taken  as  now.  I  simply  did  the  shop-work,  and  there  it 
•ended. 

There  is  no  reason  why  a  curriculum  should  frighten  any 
chemist  in  any  town  or  village  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
And  I  claim  here  to  originate  one  which  would  answer 
the  purpose  of  keeping  out  the  impudent  lot  who  intend 
to  dodge  the  examination,  and  also  immensely  increase  the 
usefulness  of  every  apprentice  in  his  first  year.  Here 
it  is  : 

1.  Register  the  apprentice  (free  or  for  a  small  fee)  after 
a  month's  trial.    Let  it  be  the  business  of  the  Registrar  to 


write  direct  to  the  apprentice  two  or  three  times  a  year, 
enclosing  each  time  a  sheet  of  questions  :  (1)  Have  you  passed 
the  Preliminary?  (2)  If  not,  are  you  studying?  (3)  We  will 
be  glad  to  answer  any  queries  you  ask. 

2.  When  the  Preliminary  is  passed  the  Registrar  would 
continue  to  write  him  once  or  twice  every  year,  as,  e.g.  : 
(1)  Enclosed  syllabus  for  first  part  of  Minor.  (2)  We  will  be 
glad  lo  advise  you  as  to  what  books  to  buy  and  how  to  get 
them.  (3)  Is  there  a  local  Association  in  your  town  which 
conducts  an  examination  for  apprentices?  Local  Secretaries 
would  also  be  advised  by  the  Registrar  if  any  apprentice 
appeared  to  be  neglectful  of  study,  and  the  local  Secretary 
would  confer  with  the  apprentice's  master. 

My  Curriculum. 
First  Year. — I  begin  my  apprentice  with  the  scales,  weights 
and  measures.  He  spends  an  hour  a  day  the  first  week 
measuring  water  from  a  hand-bottle  into  a  1-oz  measure  at 
the  sink.  By  that  means  I  take  the  corners  off  him  at  once, 
and  can  make  use  of  him  to  measure  out  camphorated  oil,  etc., 
to  customers  without  appearing  awkward.  Books — Dis- 
pensing :  Stirling's  "  Doses  "  and  Ince's  "  Elementary  Dis- 
pensing." Prescriptions :  My  prescription-book  goes  back 
many  years,  and  is  useful  in  teaching  an  apprentice  how  to 
read  scripts  ;  besides  that  I  have  a  lot  of  the  C.  &  D.  difficult 
ones  pasted  into  a  book  for  the  apprentice,  and  I  see  that  he 
reads  them.  Materia  Medica  :  Squire's  Table.  I  do  a  herb 
and  seed  trade,  so  there  are  plenty  of  specimens  here  to  go  on 
with. 

Second  Year. — Chemistry  :  Sargeant's  "  Chemistry  "  is,  I 
believe,  a  good  book ;  but  my  apprentices  have  hitherto 
always  bought  Attfield.  Dispensing:  "Art  of  Dispensing." 
Materia  Medica:  "Squire."  One  of  my  apprentices  who 
passed  the  Minor  at  twenty-one  knew  "  Squire  "  bpforp  Vm 
was  eighteen.  He  was  a  hard  reader.  I  believe  "  Squire  "  is 
the  finest  book  we  have. 

The  first  year  I  always  send  my  apprentice  at  least 
twice  to  my  chief  wholesale  drug-house.  He  spends  the 
day  there,  and  is  taken  round  the  offices,  works,  and 
laboratory ;  and  I  have  always  found  that  it  well  repaid 
the  small  expense.  In  future  I  intend  to  try  to  arrange 
with  my  apprentice's  father  to  send  him  to  the  nearest 
pharmacy  college  for  a  month's  or  six  week's  course  in 
his  second  year,  I  to  pay  the  fees,  the  father  to  pay 
the  railway-fares,  or  some  such  arrangement,  instead  of 
time  off  for  study.  And  I  most  certainly  shall  benefit, 
because  I  shall  have  an  apprentice  equal  to  a  good  assistant. 
I  will  not  take  up  more  of  your  space  to-day  ;  but  I  think 
I  have  shown  that  (1)  a  curriculum  can  be  made  workable 
and  helpful,  and  (2)  that  such  a  curriculum  would  destroy 
in  one  year  our  present  loose  system,  which  is,  and  has 
been  for  years,  a  breeding-ground  of  the  unfit.  All  the 
curricula  we  have  seen  hitherto  have  been,  as  the  late 
"  Xrayser  "  used  to  say,  "  Fearsome  affairs  of  mineralogy, 
biology,  pharmacology,  physics,  zoology,  and  geology."

Is  the  Minor  "Worth  While  ? 
Sir, — I  have  read  with  interest  the  correspondence  in 
your  columns  on  the  question  "  Is  the  Minor  Worth 
While?"  and  also  this  week's  editorial  on  the  subject. 
I  notice  in  it  you  say  "We  have  no  sympathy  with  those 
who  say  that  the  Minor  examination  is  not  worth  while." 
Yet  I  daresay  you  have  plenty  for  those  thousands  who 
have  studied  hard,  attempted,  and  failed  to  pass  this  diffi- 
cult examination.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  existence 
of  a  big  number  of  drug-stores  in  this  country  is  due  to 
the  outrageous  demand  that  six  difficult  subjects  be 
negotiated  at  one  time,  that  failure  in  one  of  them  necessi- 
tates "  grinding  "  the  whole  lot  up  again,  the  consequences 
being,  many  weary  of  trying,  great  expense  attendant  upon 
each°failure,  each  one  knowing  himself  to  be  weak  in  at 
least  one  subject  (mine  was  "chemistry"),  and  despairing 
of  satisfactorily  wuiKing  that  one  up  along  with  five 
others,  at  last  drift  into  the  great  army  of  drug-store  men. 
No  wonder.  As  you  remark,  "Why  should  not  pharma- 
ceutical students  be  permitted  to  take  these  subjects  singly 
or  in  pairs,  the  same  as  medical,  law,  and  other  students  5  " 
This  would  be  such  a  relief  that  I  am  satisfied  a  big 
number  of  present-day  drug-store  men  would  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  gain  the  diploma 
(a  drug-store  man  is  not  an  unqualified  man  by  choice). 
Chemists'  associations  should  take  the  matter  up  seriously, 
and  for  this  reason  :  that  the  more  unqualified  drug-store 
men  there  are.  the  greatest  chance  they  have  to  bec-me  a 
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recognised  class  by  Government  and  given  a  status  they  do 
not  at  present  possess.  Neither  must  we  chemists  forget 
that  most  of  these  men  have  been  apprentices  and  assistants 
for  years  to  qualified  chemists.  1  cannot  doubt  but  that 
most,  if  not  all,  of  them  desire  to  qualify,  but  the  onerous 
conditions  are  such  that  many  of  them  have  no  chance 
whatever;  and  under  the  strain  of  tackling  six  different 
subjects  at  one  time  (with  the  great  possibility  of  failure  in 
the  one  they  relish  least)  not  a  few  break  down  in  health, 
and  even  death  is  not  unknown  as  the  result  of  such  a 
strain.  I  warn  chemists  that  if  they  do  not  by  some  means 
cause  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  modify  the  way  in 
which  the  Minor  may  be  passed,  there  will  be  a  bitter  time 
in  store  for  them,  remembering  always  that  the  straining- 
point  is  anent  to  the  breaking-point,  that  majorities  now 
rule,  and  that  inasmuch  as  Parliament  has  granted  to 
grocers  and  seedsmen  the  right  to  sell,  under  conditions, 
arsenic  and  other  deadly  poisons  in  quantity,  it  is  not  a 
big  step  for  drug-store  men  (combined)  to  prove  to  legis- 
lators that  no  need  exists  for  such  a  stringent  examination 
as  the  Minor,  that  ten  years'  service  with  qualified  chemists 
should  be  enough,  and  to  get  from  them  an  Act  allowing 
a  registration  of  a  lower  order,  but  enough  to  put  them 
practically  on  a  par  with  the  present-day  chemist.

Sir, — This  is  an  interesting  question  for  the  qualified 
assistant  to  ask  after  he  has  passed  the  age  of  forty.  Let 
such  an  one  be  out  of  employment  and  seek  an  engage- 
ment. Then  ask  the  question.  When  cur  wise  Legis- 
lature passed  the  1868  Act,  it  gave  the  qualified  something 
of  a  locus  standi,  and  it  gave  him  bread.  But  now  the 
1908  Act  has  superseded  it,  the  bread  is  being  replaced 
with  a  stone.  When  one  takes  into  consideration  the  years 
of  unpaid  apprenticeship,  the  long  hours,  close  confinement, 
the  anxious  work,  the  dangerous  poisons  one  has  to  handle, 
the  huge  (  !  )  salaries  paid  to  assistants,  Is  the  Minor  worth 
while?  Employers  to-day  want  young  qualified  men,  and 
experienced.  Age  is  an  effectual  bar  after  forty.  JIow 
many  men  on  an  average  have  an  income  of  250Z.  a  year, 
even  if  in  business  on  their  own  account?  The  number 
of  those  in  business  on  their  own  account  is  dwindling. 
Some  day,  not  far  distant,  the  majority  will  be  mere  assis- 
tants. Even  now,  count  the  number  of  assistants  who 
advertise  in  any  week's  issue  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  and  you  will  find  them  more  than  three  times 
the  number  of  those  advertising  for  assistants.  The 
number  is  steadily  increasing.  Do  any  of  them  hope  to 
ever  receive  the  above  moderate  salary  ?  And  if  they  ever 
get  it,  take  the  conditions  into  account,  and  ask  the  ques- 
tion, How  does  it  compare  per  hour  with  the  pay  of  other 
professional  men?  Then  ask,  Is  the  Minor  worth  while? 
As  an  illustration,  take  my  own  case.  Eor  six  months 
I  have  tried  to  obtain  a  position  at  the  low  pay  of  3/.  a 
week,  without  result,  and  in  most  cases  without  getting 
any  answer  at  all  to  my  applications.  Then  I  offered  to 
accept  any  terms  that  the  principal  was  accustomed  to 
pay.  Still  no  result.  Now  I  have  accepted  a  position 
as  pharmacist  and  medical  officer's  clerk  to  a  charitable 
institution.  To  this  appointment  no  salary  attaches,  the 
reward  being  short  hours,  good  food,  lodgings,  and 
plenty  of  fresh  air  and  outdoor  exercise.  And  with  this 
I  am  more  content  than  with  the  position  of  a  so-called 
manager — who  is  really  no  manager — of  a  limited-com- 
pany branch.  Yours  faithfully,

The  Curriculum  in  Ireland. 
.Sir, — In  your  editorial  comments  and  in  the  reports  of 
several  Chemists'  Associations  I  see  there  will  be  some 
objections  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
imposing  a  curriculum  on  students.  This,  I  think,  is  not 
as  it  should  be.  Take  the  case  of  pharmacists  in  Ireland. 
We  have  jour  years  to  serve  with  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  an  apothecary  keeping  open  shop.  A  doctor's  or  hos- 
pital dispensary  will  not  do.  Then  the  Preliminary  must 
be  taken  four  years  before  the  Final  can  be  entered  for. 
As  for  the  curriculum,  we  must  produce  certificates  show- 
ing we  have  attended  a  course  in  practical  chemistry  of  not 
less  than  100  hours,  botany  not  less  than  twenty  lectures, 
and  materia  medica  twenty  lectures.    Surely  if  these  are 


compulsory  here,  it  should  not  be  impossible  to  make  them 
so  in  Great  Britain.  What  is  wanted  is  an  examination 
similar  to  the  Assistants'  examination  in  Ireland,  which 
enables  one  to  dispense  and  sell  poisons  or  take  charge 
of  a  shop  during  the  temporary  absence  of  his  employer, 
but  does  not  allow  him  to  conduct  or  manage  a  business- 
on  his  own  account.  The  subjects  for  this  are  materia 
medica  and  pharmacy  only.  Many  Irish  assistants  who 
have  served  their  time  and  are  not  ready  for  the  Licence 
go  in  for  it.  and  thus  give  themselves  some  standing  until 
they  are  able  to  pass  the  Final.  If  the  English  Society 
had  something  like  this  it  might  solve  the  problem  of  the 
great  unqualified  in  drug-stores,  etc.

A  Minor  Man  and  Apothecaries'  Assistant.  (96/31.) 
Applying  for  Situations. 

Sir, — Your  editorial  note  of  October  29  is  excellent  advice 
to  assistants  applying  for  situations,  but  it  is  rather  .one- 
sided. It  only  represents  the  employer's  point  of  view  and 
his  requirements.  It  is  equally  important  for  employer* 
to  supply  the  fullest  information  as  to  their  requirements. 
It  is  often  as  difficult  for  an  assistant  to  conjure  up  in  his- 
mind  whether  he  is  likely  to  be  suitable  for  a  post  from  the- 
meagre  advertisement  set  forth.  Again,  some  employers, 
if  they  do  not  actually  misrepresent  a  situation,  withhold! 
information  which  morally  they  ought  to  give  before 
actually  engaging  an  assistant.  Assistants  have  practically 
to  take  everything  on  trust.  If  a  situation  turns  out  well, 
then  the  assistant  congratulates  himself  as  being  fortunate  ; 
but,  if  otherwise,  he  is  very  much  at  the  mercy  of  his- 
master.  He  knows  that  according  to  law  he  cannot  compel 
a  master  to  give  a  reference  should  he  find  a  situation  un- 
suitable, and  he  either  puts  up  with  no  end  of  inconvenience 
or  resigns,  and  that  militates  against  him  when  applying 
for  another  post.  There  are  a  few  advertisers  very  courteous- 
in  acknowledging  applications  and  returning  copies  of  testi- 
monials, but  they  are  few  indeed.  It  would  be  more  satis- 
factory if  advertisers  had  the  opportunity  of  inserting  an 
advenisement  in  a  column  specially  set  aside  for  the. 
purpose  (at  a  cheap  rate)  of  intimating  that  they  had  got 
suited.  Such  a  column  would  more  likely  become  quite  an 
institution  if  the  attention  of  the  advertiser  was  called  to- 
its  existence  when  the  advertisement  was  being  paid  for. 
So  far  as  my  experience  goes,  I  certainly  hold  that  em- 
ployers come  as  far  short  as  applicants  in  their  dealings.

Proposed  Registered  Druggists  of  Great  Britain. 
Sir, — Your  leading  article  on  the  Minor  is  most  oppor- 
tune  at  the  present  juncture  of  pharmaceutical  politics. 
Pharmacists  desirous  of  obtaining  apprentices,  apprentices- 
desirous  of  becoming  qualified,  will  hail  it  with  unspeakable 
pleasure  :  it  is  like  the  noonday  sun  streaming  into  dark 
places.  I  am  not  writing  on  behalf  of  qualified  pharmacists, 
nor  apprentices  who  hope  some  day  to  become  qualified, 
but  on  behalf  of  another  class  of  men  who  have  of  late 
years  become  exceedingly  numerous,  and  will  become  still 
more  numerous  as  the  years  go  by.  I  refer  to  the  useful 
class  of  men  known  as  drug-store  proprietors.  These  men 
have  been  evolved  out  of  the  Minor  stringency  of  the  last 
twenty  years.  They  have  served  a  regular  apprenticeship 
with  a  qualified  pharmacist,  and  afterwards  acted  as- 
assistants  in  various  parts  of  Great  Britain,  and  gained- 
ample  experience  to  enable  them  to  commence  a  drug-store 
business  on  their  own  account.  In  the  first  instance  their 
faces  were  set  Bloomsbury  Square  way,  and  as  they  jour- 
neyed thitherwards  they  inquired  at  pharmacy  colleges  for 
directions  to  enable  them  to  proceed  to  the  gaol  of  their 
ambitions.  In  many  instances,  after  putting  forth  all  their 
strength,  they  arrived  at  the  Palace  of  Jacob  Bell ;  but, 
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alas  !  after  their  wanderings  they  were  turned  away  in 
consequence  of  not  being  in  possession  of  complete  know- 
ledge of  the  origin,  survival,  and  the  names  of  all  the 
relations  of  a  lowly  daisy.  Such  is  the  life-history  of 
the  drug-stores  nun,  and  no  one  can  blame  him  if  he  com- 
mences business  on  his  own  account  in  a  calling  which  he 
loves,  and  which  he  has  given  the  best  portion  of  his  life, 
especially  when  he  confines  himself  to  the  lawful  side  of  the 
calling  and  also  to  the  branch  in  which  there  is  a  distinct 
demand  for  his  trained  services. 

Now  I  am  coming  to  an  important  part  of  my  letter. 
I  have  read  much  correspondence  in  the  C.  &  D.  respecting 
the  Minor,  "  Is  it  worth  while?  "  I  am  now  going  to  ask 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  :  Is  it  worth  while  to  take  these 
useful  and  intelligent  men  under  their  wing  and  subject 
them  to  orders  and  regulations  ?  It  would  occupy  too  much 
of  your  space  to  go  into  the  pros  and  cons,  but  I  would 
suggest  that  the  Society  institute  a  modified  examination 
to  all  who  have  served  a  ]  egular  apprenticeship,  and  after 
passing  the  examination  confer  upon  them  the  title  of 
"  Registered  Druggist  of  Great  Britain  "  (fee  for  examina- 
tion five  guineas)  ;  the  title  to  carry  with  it  the  privilege 
of  selling  Part  II.  poisons,  but  not  Part  I.,  apart  from 
insecticides  and  weed-killers ;  the  dispensing  of  prescrip- 
tions to  be  confined  to  pharmacists,  the  latter  to  drop  the 
title  of  chemist,  passing  it  on  to  the  lawful  owners — pro- 
fessional men  who  confine  the  whole  of  their  knowledge  and 
ability  to  applied  chemistry.  The  Society  would  be  able  to 
join  hands  with  the  Eesenue  officials  in  confining  the  sales 
of  spirituous  drugs  to  the  pharmacists  and  registered 
druggists;  grocers  and  herbalists  to  be  strictly  forbidden 
to  sell  these  preparations;  mineral  acids  also  to  be 
scheduled  in  Part  II.  and  other  poisonous  preparations. 
A  very  severe  penalty  should  be  imposed  on  a  registered 
druggist  for  dispensing  a  prescription,  the  Society  to  have 
power  also  to  cancel  his  licence  for  misconduct.  It  would 
be  interesting  to  hear  what  pharmacists  have  to  say  on  the 
above  proposals.  Yours  truly,

Chemist :  Ammonio  chloride  of  mercury. 
Party;.  What's  that  ? 

Chemist :  Why,  white  precipitate — poison. 
Party  :  What  is  amnion,  chlor.  ? 

Chemist :  Chloride  of  ammonium,  or  sal  ammoniac. 
Party  :  What  is  ammon.  hydrochlor.  ? 
Chemist :  The  same  as  ammon.  chlor. 

Party  :  But  aren't  ammon.  hydrochlor.  and  hyd.  ammon. 
chlor.  the  same  ? 

Chemist :  Certainly  not. 

Party  :  Well,  but  how  can  you  tell  the  difference  ? 
Chemist :  One  ready  method  is  to  try  and  dissolve  in  water. 
Sal  ammoniac  dissolves,  white  precipitate  does  not. 
Party:  Oh,  thanks.— C.  D.  (96/31.) 

Dispensing  by  Doctors. 
I  have  read  with  interest  the  remarks  on  this  subject  by 
Xrayser  II."  I  cannot  see  how  doctors  and  chemists  can 
ever  hope  to  be  reconciled  in  the  matter  of  dispensing  and 
prescribing.  There  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  looked  at  in  most 
instances  from  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  and  by  dispensing 
the  medical  man  gets  the  extra  2s.  bd.  for  medicine  sup- 
plied. Country  doctors  dispense  because  they  cannot  do 
otherwise,  being  probablv  miles  from  the  nearest  chemist. 
The  doctor  knows  to  his  loss  that  the  established  and  experi- 
enced pharmacist  prescribes  every  day  in  his  life,  and  no 


mutual  understanding  between  them  would  prevent  his  cus- 
tomers seeking  his  advice  for  ordinary  ailments,  which  the 
retail  chemist  is  in  a  position  to  supply.  The  question  arises, 
Where  does  prescribing  begin  and  where  does  it  end  in  our 
business?  Granting  that  the  art  of  disnensing  cannot, 
and  is  not,  understood  by  doctors  as  thoroughly  as  chemists, 
yet  this  fact  will  never  drive  the  dispensing  into  the  latter'" 
hands.  As  an  evolutionary  process  I  foresee  that  the  medical 
curriculum  will  be  adapted  to  this  requirement,  in  so  far  as 
it  may  be  thought  necessary,  and  our  business  will  never 
perform  its  original  function. — Minimus.  (97/5.) 


Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  legal  information  in  " The  Chemists' and  Druggists' 
Diary,"  1910.  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 


Longing  (82/40). — An  unqualified  person  may  not  carry  on 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  Employing  a  regis- 
tered chemist  as  manager  makes  no  difference. 

Anxious  (96/38). — Belladonna-plaster  and  oxalic  acid,  alone 
or  in  solution,  are  scheduled  poisons.  Salis  of  lemon  may  be 
sold  by  any  person,  provided  it  is  labelled  "  Salts  of  Lemon — 
Poisonous,"  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 

X.  Y.  Z.  (95/23). — When  a  three-years'  agreement  as  to 
tenancy  expires  and  the  tenant  stays  on,  it  is  understood  that 
he  does  so  from  year  to  year,  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the 
original  agreement.  Six  months'  notice  is  necessary  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales,  unless  the  agreement  states  something  to  the 
contrary. 

F.  J.  J.  (96/71). — Your  interpretation  of  the  exemption  as 
to  "  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies  "  is  quite 
wrong.  Such  remedies  held  out  for  the  cure  or  relief  of 
diseases  may  be  sold  and  stamped  only  by  chemists  and  those 
who  have  served  an  indentured  apprenticeship  to  a  chemist, 
or  other  persons,  such  as  surgeons,  mentioned  in  the  Act. 
You  may,  of  course,  sell  unstamped  medicines  which  bear 
body-names  only.

Country  Chemist  (76/57).— Pink  Colotjb  for  Carbolic 
Tooth-powder. — Eosin  is  used  for  this,  3  or  4  grains  dissolved 
in  2  drams  of  water  being  required  for  1  lb.  of  powder. 

It.  McC.  (74/33).— We  do  not  think  "  Venice  tar  "  is  a 
recognised  term,  but  apparently  it  was  a  vegetable-tar  that 
your  customer  required. 

Bodilar  (77/38). — Vinegar  by  neutralising  the  ammonia  of 
the  urine  would  perhaps  restore  the  colour  of  the  soiled  carpet 

F.  T.  J.  (64/69).— Frosting  Eleotric-light  Globes.— This 
is  managed  by  expe-iner  the  glass  to  the  action  of  gaseous 
hydrofluoric  acid  or  by  the  use  of  an  etching-fluid  such  as  the 
following  : 

Alkali  fluoride    8  parts 

Sulphuric  acid    1  part 

Water   100  parts 

The  alkali  fluoride  may  be  either  the  sodium,  ammonium, 

or  acid  potassium  fluoride. 

A.  C.  (59/53).— The  Therapeutics  of  Sea-water.— This  sub- 
ject is  well  dealt  with  in  an  article  in  the  "  Medical  Annual," 
1910,  entitled  "  Injections  of  Sea-water."  Full  particulars 
are  there  given  of  the  uses  and  method  of  injection  of  sea- 
water. 

O.  H.  (83/36).— Mucilage  of  Quince  is  prepared  as 
follows  :

Distilled  wafer    Oiiss. 

Macerate  the  seed  in  the  water  for  half  an  hour,  agitating 
frequently,  and  drain  through  muslin  without  pressure. 

Phoenix  (79/48).— We  do  not  know  how  the  Australian  bis- 
muth mixture  is  prepared. 

W.  J.  (86/25).— Greasy  Hair. — Your  previous  letters  did 
not  contain  a  request  as  to  the  method  of  treating  greas\ 
hair.  The  frequent  use  of  alkaline  shampoo-powders  would 
be  the  best  advice  to  give  your  customer;  you  cannot  stop  the 
secretion  of  grease. 
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Outta  (69/72). — (1)  Silver-tarnish  Preventive. — A  weak 
collodion  is  generally  employed,  but  your  sample  seems  to 
be  a  benzine  solution  of  guttapercha.  We  notice  that  elemi 
varnish  is  also  used  (2  oz.  to  a  pint  of  turpentine).  .  (2)  Cloth- 
ADHBSIVE. — Strip  guttapercha  tissue  is  much  used  for  joining 
cloth  to  cloth,  a  hot  iron  being  passed  over  the  cloth-seam, 
between  the  folds  of  which  a  strip  of  guttapercha  tissue  has 
been  put.  You  do  not  say  to  what  purpose  the  cloth  is  put 
after  being  joined,  but  if  it  is  for  pattern-books  a  thin  glue 
might  answer. 

W.  C.  G.  (85/4). — Hair-restorer. — The  "  hypo."  hair- 
restorer  is  made  as  follows;  it  does  not  keep  very  well :

Saturated  solution  of  sodium  hy- 
posulphite   a  sufficiency 

.  Glycerin        ...   3j. 

Rectified  spirit    3ss. 

Rose-water  to    3xx. 

To  the  lead  salt  dissolved  in  2  oz.  of  water  add  the  solution 
of  the  ~  hyposulphite  until  the  precipitate  formed  is  re- 
dissolved.  Continue  to  add  half  as  much  more  hyposulphite, 
then  the  rest  of  the  ingredients. 

A.  A.  K.  (62/4).— Spice  for  use  by  Pork  Butchers.— It  is 
not  possible  to  identify  this  flavouring ;  it  could  only  be 
matched  by  a  synthetic  process.  Several  of  the  ingredients 
are  recognisable  on  cursory  examination;  these  include 
coriander,  cumin,  ginger,  allspice,  turmeric,  and  cloves. 

H.  B.  R.  (72/6)  and  C.  H.  (76/45).— Powder  for  Hair- 
lotion  used  in  the  treatment  of  baldness. — This  is  not 
amenable  to  chemical  analysis,  but  the  idea  of  the  thing  is 
embodied  in  the  following  formula  :

Direct  this  quantity  of  powder  to  be  mixed  with  3  oz.

of  warm  water,  stand  over-night,  and  strain.  Apply  twice  a 
day  to  the  scalp,  rubbing  it  in  for  five  minutes,  then  wipe  dry 
with  a  towel. 

Hypo.  (75/37). — We  cannot  undertake  an  analysis  of  the 
hair-preparation  unless  you  send  full  particulars  of  the 
sample. 

A.  C.  G.  (86/54). — Water-glass  is  of  no  use  as  a  waterproofer 
of  asbestos  sheets. 

G.  H.  (87/66). — Plasticine  was  stated  by  the  maker  in  "  The 
Lancet  "  to  consist  of  sulphur,  farina,  a  vegetable  oil,  and 
vaseline;  but  we  have  no  record  of  a  formula  for  a  similar 
modelling-composition. 

A.  J.  B.  (85/13).— Coconut-essence.— See  C.  <£•  D.,  Mav  21, 
p.  801. 

Fungus  (82/41).— Mildew-stains  on  Linen. — These  are 
generally  removable  by  chlorinated  lime;  the  moistened 
powder  is  well  brushed  into  the  mildewed  area. 

V erbaxcvm  (82/50). — (1)  It  is  not  practicable  to  make  a  con- 
centrated decoction  of  V erbascum.  Thapsus,  on  account  of  the 
large  proportion  of  mucilage  contained  in  the  leaves. 
(2)  Quain's  "  Dictionary  of  Medicine  "  (Longmans,  21s.)  is 
much  used  as  a  reference-book  by  prescribers. 

Lecram  (227/40). — The  specific  for  diseases  in  horses  appears 
to  be  Indian  pink  (Spigelia  marilandica).  It  was  formerly 
used  for  worms,  but  is  poisonous  in  large  doses,  and  therefore 
its  administration  needs  care. 

R.  /*?.  C.  (79/49).— Local  Anesthetic  for  tooth-extraction 
not  containing  cocaine. — We  have  no  formula  for  a  local 
anaesthetic  which  does  not  contain  cocaine  or  one  of  its  de- 
rivatives. Quinine-urea  in  1-per-cent.  solution  is  stated  to 
act  very  well ;  it  is  used  in  the  United  States.  One  of  the  best 
local  anaesihetics.  and  at  the  same  time  the  safest,  is  novocain 
(see  C.  &  D.,  February  20,  1909,  p.  316). 

Temperature  (85/23). — Sub-normal  Temperature  is  not 
necessarily  pathological,  being  often  characteristic  of  per- 
fectly healthy  people.  If  the  temperature  is  recorded  three 
times  daily,  it  will  probably  be  found  to  rise  early  in  the 
afternoon  and  in  the  evening.  The  other  symptoms  you  de- 
scribe are  compatible  with  a  diagnosis  of  neurasthenia,  and 
are  best  treated  by  regulated  open-air  exercise,  with  light 
nourishing  meals,  each  followed  by  rest  of  body  and  mind, 
with  careful  regulation  of  the  bowels  and  the  discouragement 
of  introspect  icn. 


W.  O.  (82/33). — Strabismus  in  a  child  of  three. — This  is  in 
all  probability  due  to  hyperopia,  and  the  eyes  should  be 
tested  by  the  retinoscope  without  delay ;  if  hyperopia  is 
there  to  any  extent  the  child  should  certainly  wear  suitable 
spectacles,  as  the  present  is  the  best  age  at  which  to  arrest  the 
progress  of  the  squint. 

J.  W.  M.  (78/56).— (1)  Tinctura  Anodyna  (laudanum  substi- 
tute) :

Well  mix  the  menthol  and  the  oils  with  a  small  part  of  the 
chalk ;  also  mix  the  magnesium  peroxide  and  soap  with 
another  portion  of  the  chalk,  mix  the  two,  and  add  the  rest  of 
the  basis. 

C.  E.  (70/66).— For  darkening  the  skin  for  theatrical  pur- 
poses use  a  cream  of  brown  umber  or  burnt  sienna,  or  a 
solution  of  Bismarck  brown.  These  are  readily  removed  by 
washing.  The  hair  can  be  darkened  by  using  a  dark  hair- 
powder — e.g.,  starch  mixed  with  charcoal  or  burnt  sienna. 

Lincoln  (75/14).— White  Embrocation.— The  following  are 
two  formulae  which  will  suit  your  requirements;  several  other 
recipes  are  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  :

/.  L.  cfc  Co  (81/62).— Alum-curd  is  a  remnant  of  eighteenth- 
century  pharmacy.  It  was  known  as  coagulum  aluminosum 
in  the  London  Pharmacopoeia.  It  is  prepared  by  shaking 
white  of  egg  with  a  lump  of  alum  "  in  a  tin  dish  "  until  the 
albumen  is  coagulated.  Alum-curd  was  employed  as  an  appli- 
cation to  inflamed  eyes. 

T.  W.  T.  (80/37).— Douglass  Mixture  for  moulting  birds.— 
The  formula  as  given  in  "  Veterinary  Counter-practice  "  is 
as  follows : 

Dissolve  1  oz.  of  iron  sulphate  in  1  quart  of  water,  add 
1  drachm  of  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  and  put  1  teaspoonfui 
of  this  mixture  in  each  quart  of  drinking-water.

Trade  Report. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  the  nine  months  ending 
September  30,  which  were  published  at  the  close  of  October, 
show  a  very  thriving  state  of  the  country's  trade.  The 
declared  value  of  the  exports  in  the  period  referred  to  was 
greater  by  3,687,035/.  than  last  year,  and  by  5,988.7547.  than 
in  the  first  nine  months  of  what  was  then  regarded  as  the 
inflated  vear  1857.  The  returns  are,  for  the  nine  months  m 
1857  95,735,592/.;  1858.  86,310,329/.;  1859,  98,037,311/.  ;  and 
1860,  101,724,346/.  The  increase,  therefore,  is  more  than  6  per 
cent,  in  three  years.  This  increase  is  the  more  satisfactory 
because  when  we  come  to  examine  its  cause,  it  appears  to 
arise  rather  in  the  larger  demand  of  our  widely  distributed 
smaller  customers  than  in  any  single  market,  which  was  no* 
the  case  a  year  ago.

Our  German  Letter. 

(From  a  Special  Correspondent.) 


Research  legacy.— The  recently  deceased  chemist  Dr. 
Caro  has  left  the  University  of  Heidelberg,  from  which  he 
received  the  honorary  title  of  Doctor,  a  legacy  of  m. 10, 000 
(500?.),  to  be  employed  in  the  furtherance  of  chemical  re- 
search. 

"606." — The  firm  of  Meister  Lucius  &  Briining,  of 
Hoechst,  who  own  the  patent  rights  of  Ehrlich's  new  syphilis- 
remedy,  popularly  known  as  "  Ehrlich  Hata  606,"  have  now 
registered  four  designations  which  apparently  refer  to  di- 
amido-dioxybenzol,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  conjecture  which 
will  be  the  name  under  which  the  preparation  will  shortly 
be  issued.  The  registered  names  are :  "  Arsabenzosol," 
"  Arsenobenzosol,"  "  Hy.  606,"  "  Salvarsan." 

Insurance  Bill. -In  a  petition  addressed  to  the  Imperial 
Insurance  Committee,  the  Association  of  Independent 
Apotheker  Drogisten  demands  that  the  right,  non-subject 
to  contract,  to  supply  the  sick-clubs  on  proper  terms  shall 
be  extended  to  all  apothekers.  The  following  points  are 
raised  :  (1)  There  are  too  few  pharmacies  in  Germany ;  (2)  the 
saleable  pharmacies  on  the  market  are  so  few  in  number  that 
the  price  paid  for  these  is  far  in  excess  of  their  actual  value : 
(3)  the  increase  of  pharmacies  is  falling  far  behind  the  actual 
needs  of  the  community. 

The  One-man  Shop — The  owner  of  a  country  phar- 
macy in  the  province  of  Posen,  who  attends  to  his  business 
single-handed,  had  obtained  from  authorities  the  permission 
to  absent  himself  from  the  pharmacy  on  certain  days  between 
the  hours  of  three  and  five,  a  concession  sometimes  granted 
to  lessen  the  hardships  caused  by  the  cast-iron  rule  which 
requires  the  constant  attendance  of  the  pharmacist.  On  one 
occasion  he  was  absent  from  his  business  for  a  somewhat 
longer  period  in  order  to  assist  at  a  funeral.  This  came  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  authorities,  and  proceedings  were  imme- 
diately taken  against  him  for  infringing  the  regulations.  It 
also  transpired  that  on  one  occasion  his  wife  had  handed  to 
a  client  a  bottle  of  medicine  which  the  pharmacist  had  made 
up  ready  to  be  called  for.  This  was  also  a  transgression 
against  the  paragraph  which  requires  that  made-up  medi- 
cines and  prescriptions  shall  not  be  shown  to  other  persons. 
The  Court  recognised,  however,  that  his  was  a  hard  lot,  and 
inflicted  only  a  fine  of  10s.

10s.  for  preference  claims,  leaving 
net  assets  of  551?.  8s.,  or  a  deficiency  of  1,641?.  2s.  td-.  The  assets 
were  as  follows  :  Cash  in  hand,  8?.  14s.  3(7. ;  stock-in-trade  at' 
cost  450?.,  expected  to  produce  300?. ;  fixtures  and  fittings,  50?. ; 
cases  and  accessories,  45?. ;  household  furniture,  20?. ;  book 
debts,  153?.  0s.  td.,  valued  at  120?. ;  and  surplus  from  securities 
in  the  hands  of  creditors  fully  secured,  29?.  3s.  9d.  It  was  re- 
ported that  the  debtor  purchased  the  business  in  1902  for  650?., 
which  he  borrowed.  In  1902  the  sales  were  620?.,  while  last 
year  they  had  increased  to  1,533?.

— Following  on  an  action 
brought  by  the  "  Sicco  "  Company  for  the  annulment  of 
the  Hommel  Company's  trade-mark  "Haematogen"  and 
a  counter-action  by  the  latter  company  for  annulment  of 
the  trade-mark  "Grown  ..ematogen  "  registered  by  the 
"  Sicco  "  Company,  the  Swiss  "  ecleial  Courts  have  decided 
to  expunge  both  trade-marks  from  the  register. 

Prohibited  Dregs  and  Poisons  in  Sweden. — The 
Board  of  Trade  have  received  an  extract  from  a  statement 
in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Swedish  "  Dag-brad  "  referring 
to  the  fact  that  drugs  and  poisons  may  not  be  imported 
into  Sweden  except  by  licensed  chemists  in  that  country, 
and  stating  that  steps  are  being  taken  with  a  view  to 
stopping  the  practice,  which  is  being  resorted  to,  of  send- 
ing these  articles  illicitly  into  the  country  by  letter-post. 

Uruguayan  Customs  Tariff. — A  new  draft  Customs 
tariff  for  Uruguay,  which  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Chambers  by  the  President  of  the  Republic,  has  been 
published.  The  message  accompanying  the  Bill  states 
that  the  object  of  the  proposed  revision  of  the  existing 
tariff  is  the  reform  of  the  tariff  classification  and  of  the 
present  system  of  valuation,  all  goods  which  are  at  pre- 
sent rated  ad  valorem  having  values  assigned  to  them  in 
the  draft  tariff  with  duties  corresponding  to  certain  per- 
centages of  those  values.  The  framers  of  the  Bill  cal- 
culate that  the  proposed  changes  would  not  affect  the 
Customs  revenue,  the  reductions  of  duty  made  in  some 
directions  being  balanced  by  increases  of'  duty  made  in 
other  directions. 

Croatian  Pharmacists  have  scored  a  decisive  victory 
over  the  druggists,  as  the  new  pharmacy  law  very  con- 
siderably restricts  the  free  sale  of  drugs,  etc.  In  this 
law  a  druggist  is  described  as  a  tradesman  who  sells 
certain  drugs  and  preparations  for  medicinal,  sanitary, 
technical,  and  agricultural -chemical  uses.  A  drug-shop 
may  only  be  opened  on  obtaining  the  permission  of  the 
local  authorities,  who  are  to  refer  all  demands  to  the 
Sanitary  Council.  In  places  where  there  is  no  pharmacy  it 
will  be  forbidden  for  a  druggist  to  set  up  shop,  and  in 
places  with  several  pharmacies  the  ratio  is  to  be  one  drug- 
shop  to  every  three  pharmacies.  Persons  applying  for  per- 
mission to  trade  as  druggists  will  have  to  produce  proofs 
of  their  qualification.  Qualified  pharmacists  who  are  drug- 
gists are  forbidden  to  make  use  of  their  title  of  apotheker 
in  any  manner,  so  as  to  prevent  any  deception  of  the  public 
as  to  the  real  nature  of  the  business.  Pharmacists  who  at 
present  also  conduct  a  drug-shop  in  connection  with  their 
pharmacy  are  given  five  years  in  which  to  effect  a  complete 
separation  of  both  businesses.  All  drug-shops  are  to  be 
inspected  annually. 

Prize  Quinine-estimation.  —  As  mentioned  in  the 
C.  &  T).  of  October  1  (p.  529),  the  Preanger  Bond  is  offering 
a  prize  of  500fl.  for  a  satisfactory  method  of  estimating 
the  quinine-content  of  cinchona,  and  the  Bond  Secretary, 
Heer  van  Riemsdijk,  .publishes  the  conditions  in  the 
current  number  of  "  De  Indische  Mercuur."  The  method 
must  give  as  nearly  as  possible  the  actual  content  of  the 
bark  in  quinine,  and  its  accuracy  must  be  such  that  the 
results  obtained  by  competent  independent  workers  shall 
not  vary  by  more  than  0.2  per  cent,  for  the  same  sample 
of  bark.  The  judges,  who  are  Dr.  van  Romburgh,  Dr. 
Schoorl,  and  Heer  van  Leersum,  will  also  take  into  account 
the  time  occupied  in  carrying  out  the  estimation  and  its 
cost.  In  sending  in  their  papers,  competitors  must 
describe  their  process  in  minute  detail.  The  papers  may 
be  written  in  Dutch,.  French,  English,  or  German,  but 
must  not  be  in  the  competitor's  own  handwriting,  and  they 
must  be  signed  with  a  novi- de-plume.  The  same  nom-de- 
plume  must  be  written  on  the  outside  of  a  sealed  envelope 
containing  the  competitor's  real  name  and  address,  and 
this  sealed  envelope  must  be  forwarded  with  the  paper 
describing  the  process  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bond  at 
Bandong  within  a  year  from  the  date  of  publication  of 
these  conditions.  The  Bond  reserves  the  right  to  publish 
the  successful  process  with  due  acknowledgment  of  the 
authorship.    Papers  relating  to  the  unsuccessful  processes 


will  be  destroyed  unless  their  authors  express  any  desire 
to  the  contrary.  The  result  of  the  competition  will  be 
published  in  the  same  journals  as  those  to  which  the  con- 
ditions of  the  prize  have  been  issued. 


India  and  the  East.

Soap  in  Siam. — The  Bangkok  Industries  Co.,  Ltd., 
have  taken  over  the  Siam  Industries  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  con- 
tinue the  manufacture  of  soap  for  local  consumption.  The 
plant  has  a  capacity  of  20  tons  per  month  of  common 
soap  and  16,800  lb.  of  toilet  soap.  During  the  fiscal 
year  ending  March  31,  1910,  $86,225  worth  of  soap  was. 
imported  into  Siam. 

Chemicals  for  India. — The  total  value  of  chemicals  im- 
porte'd  into  India  in  1909-10  was  80.46  lacs  of  rupees 
(536,400?.),  as  against  74.7  lacs  (498,0002.)  in  1908-9.  The 
increase  was  shared  by  sulphuric  acid  and  soda  compounds. 
A  lower  level  of  prices  stimulated  imports  of  the  latter. 
The  imports  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  advanced  from  3.99  lacs 
(26,6002.)  in  1908-9  to  4.84  lacs  (32,3002.)  in  1909-10,  and  of 
caustic  soda  from  7.3  lacs  (48,7002.)  to  7.9  lacs  (52,7002.). 
This  trade  is  growing  to  meet  the  demands  of  soap  and 
match  factories.  Imports  of  soda  of  other  sorts  showed 
an  increase  from  8.01  lacs  (53,4002.)  to  10.99  lacs  (73,2002.). 
Sulphuric-acid  imports  rose  from  61,099  cwt.,  valued  at 
5.76  lacs  (38,4002.),  to  74,440  cwt.,  valued  at  7,  lacs 
(46,6002.).

Alcohol. — The  Hokko  Sugar  Refining  Co.,  of  Formosa 
(capital  3,000,000  yen),  will  produce  alcohol  as  a  side-line. 

Mr.  J.  Kuroda,  who  was  formerly  with  Messrs.  Sankyo 
&  Co.,  Tokyo,  has  opened  a  pharmaceutical  laboratory 
at  Fukushima,  Osaka. 

"Kuroda"  Solution,  discovered  by  Mr.  Senji  Kuroda, 
ex-chief  of  the  Sasebo  Naval  Hospital,  is  to  hav.  a  special 
trial  in  a  Tokyo  hospital  as  to  the  merits  claimed  for  it 
as  regards  removing  na3vi  and  tattoo  marks. 

The  Maruishi  Goshi  Kaisha,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Osaka,  are  extending  their  laboratories  and  factories-so  as 
to  undertake  the  manufacture  of  galenicals  and  other  phar- 
maceutical products  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Kauroku- 
Sakurai,  ex-chemist  to  the  Osaka  Prefecture. 

Physicians  in  Korea. — According  to  the  latest  investi- 
gations made  by  the  Sanitary  Bureau  of  the  Korean  Home 
Office,  there  are  two  British,  eighteen  American,  and 
seven  Chinese  physicians  practising  in  Korea.  _  The 
hospitals  established  by  these  doctors  are  one  British, 
eleven  American,  and  one  Chinese. 

Drug-analyses.— The  Tokyo,  Yokohama,  and  Osaka 
Hygienic  Laboratories  have  made  the  folkrwing  return 
relating  to  drug-analyses  in  March  and  April.  The 
figures  given  first  relate  to  those  passed  as  "fit,"  while 
those  immediately  following  in  parentheses  refer  to  drugs 
rejected  as  "unfit."  Official  (Pharm.  Jap.):  poisonous, 
29,772  (332)  ;  dangerous,  102.384  (599)  :  common,  222,878 
(2,641).  Unofficial:  dangerous,  2,389  (14);  common, 
639  (54). 

Japanese  Pharmacists  in  Europe. — Dr.  Keimatsu 
arrived  in  Berlin  recently  to  join  Dr.  Kondo,  who  has 
been  there  for  many  years.  Dr.  Kitabatakewho  has.  also- 
returned  to  Berlin,  where  he  will  stay  for  a  few  moriths, 
after  working  in  a  pharmaceutical  establishment  at 
Budapest.  Dr.  Furuya  is  studying  pharmaceutical 
science  under  Professor  Thorns,  of  the  University  of 
Berlin.  Mr.  Yasuhiko  Asahina,  who  recently  gained  his 
degree  of  doctor  in  pharmacy,  is  being  sent  to  Germany 
by  the  Ministry  of  Education  to  complete  his  studies. 
Mr.  Genshiro  Imamura  is  investigating  the  German  per- 
fumery and  essential-oil  industry. 
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
